Sets Forth General 
Principle—Says REA 
Should Serve State 
If Its Prices Are Be- 
low Others.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 
14—Gov. James T. Blair said 
today he believes that, as a 
general principle, privately 


owned utilities are the best 
sources of electricity for state 
institutions. He said power 
usually can be furnished more 
efficiently and at a lower cost 
by private firms than by the 
institutions themselves. 

Rural electrification co-oper- 
atives, he told a reporter, are 
not the best sources of power 
for state institutions, as a rule, 
because of restricted capacities 
and limitations on the areas in 
which they can operate. 

“However, if the REA can 
come in and furnish power 
cheaper than anyone else, then 
we ought to purchase our pow- 
er from them,” Blair said. 

Production by State. 

With regard to small power 
plants operated by state insti- 
tutions to serve their own 
needs, the Governor said: 

“People who are experts in 
this field say the state can't 
produce its own power at vari- 
ous institutions as efficiently 
and as cheaply as a utility in 
that business. 

“The over-all cost of buy- 
ing power is considerably less 
when you take into considera- 
tion the expense of the initial 
investment in generating equip- 
ment, its depreciation and re- 
placement costs. In addition, 
the state can’t get as well- 
trained and efficient operating 
personnel as utilities because 
of the low salaries the state 
pays. 

“There is also the question 
of taxes. The state loses a lot 
of tax revenue when it goes 
into the power business.” 

Blair said the power needs of 


most state institutions through- | 


out Missouri are comparable to 


the needs of many large com- | 


mercial and industrial firms. 
“The big industrial and com- 
mercial users have found it 
cheaper to buy their power 
than attempt to produce it for 
themselves,” the Governor de- 
clared.

“It is my idea that the state 
should get its power from the 
most efficient source at the 
lowest all-around cost,” Blair 
went on. “That is true of all 
commodities the state buys.” 

The Governor said the State 
of Missouri has no basic power 
policy. Over the years, he ex- 
plained, various arrangements 
have been made to meet the 
power needs of individual in- 
stitutions. 

Some produce their own 
electricity, others purchase all 
their power from private utili- 
ties or have peak load and 
standby contracts. He said he 
did not know if any institutions 
now obtain their power from 
an REA co-operative.

What was needed against such 
a contingency, he said, was a 
NATO force of 30 divisions, 10 
more than are now in the field. 
Thirty divisions would provide 
“a real shield” to reassure the 
Europeans “that indeed we do 
have some response other than 
general war to any aggressive 
action,” he said. 

If there were “all-out use of 
Soviet ground forces moving 
into Germany, the West would 
protect itself only by using nu- 
clear weapons, he said. “But,” 
he added, “I never accept that 
the ultimate case necessarily 
has to be the actual case.” 


Various Possibilities. 


He added, “There are many 
situations short of general war 
in which I could visualize at- 
tack by satellites alone. In such 
cases, we might engage in con- 
ventional-type warfare for 
some time.” 

This is a possibility which 
has not been given much at- 
tention in the big debate here 
about what may evolve from 
the diplomatic crisis over Ber- 
lin. The thinking most gener- 
ally voiced is that if war re- 
sults it will most certainly be 
all-out nuclear war in which 
Soviet forces are engaged al- 
most from the outset.

Both plans have limitations 
imposed by the Missouri Con- 
stitution, it was expiained by 
Freeholder Eugene H. Buder, 
who helped draft the district 
plan. 

Constitutional Question. 


“We tried to include in the 
district plan all functions rec- 
ommended by the Metropolitan 
St. Louis Survey, but one 
absent,” he said. “The survey 
recommended that a metropol- 
itan government should take 
over the assessment of proper- 
ty now exercised individually 
by the city and county govern- 
ments. 
of such a step seems doubtful.” 

The doubt hinges on whether 
property assessment is a “‘serv- 
ice” that a district authority 
may conduct under provisions 


of the Missouri Constitution, or | 


a governmental function the 
lawmakers did not intend to 
delegate to a district agency, 
he said. 

Drafters of the rival plan 
calling for consolidation of 
city and county encountered 
no such obstacle, Buder said, 
pointing out that the mere act 
of consolidation would auto- 
matically provide one assessor 
for the combined area. 


Mass Transportation. 


The situation was reversed 
in the matter of local regula- 
tion of fares, schedules and 
routes of privately-owned mass 
transportation companies, he 
continued. A _ district agency 
apparently would have the au- 
thority to exercise these con- 
trols, and such provisions ac- 
cordingly were included in the 
plan. 

James S. McClellan, chair- 
man of the committee which 
drafted the consolidation plan, 
said the regulatory powers now 
exercised by the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission appar- 
ently could not be assumed by 
the proposed area-wide gov- 
ernment. There is no reason 
to believe that a city charter 
could supersede authority of 
the state commission in the 
transit field, he declared. 

In drafting the consolidation 
proposal, McClellan continued, 
the committee heeded counsel's 


opinion that any proposed 
changes in the city charter 
must be reasonably necessary 


and appropriate to deal with 
problems that would result 
from governmental merger. 
The board’s attorney warned 
that freeholders may not call 
for charter changes unrelated 
to consolidation, merely to im- 
prove structure of government. 
Unanswered Question. 

None of the freeholders was 
able to answer the question 
most frequently asked by tax- 
payers: What would it cost to 
put either of the plans into 
operation?

Weather Bureau 


F orecast—Gusts Hit 
45 M.P.H. 


Heavy rains and winds up to 
45 miles an hour struck the St. 
Louis area last night. The 
Weather Bureau issued a fore- 
cast of possible tornadoes in 
the area, but later withdrew it.

Reported Aim of U. S. 

Mr. Eisenhower is expected 
to tell Macmillan the United 
States believes any change in 
the status of Berlin must be 
linked to measures for German 
unification. For example, one 
idea which has come up in AIl- 
lied diplomatic talks is that if 
some kind of true confedera- 
tion machinery could be set up 
covering East and West Ger- 
many and acceptable to both, 
its headquarters might be in 
Berlin. 

According to this speculative 
possibility, the West German 
government might then move.

“Any time the American peo- 
ple want to withdraw the equal 
protection of the state laws to 
all citizens, they can do so by 
repealing the Fourteenth 
Amendment,” he said. “Any 
time the American people want 
Congress to exercise more pow- 
ers than it already has, they 
can do so by adding to its pow- 
ers by constitutional amend- 
ment.” 

By the same token, the peo- 
ple can amend the Constitu- 
tion if they want to change dis- 
pleasing rulings of the §Su- 
preme Court, he added. 

Unworthy Action. 

Morse said the American Bar 
Association report calling on 
Congress to modify certain Su- 
preme Court decisions regard- 
ing Communism and sedition 
was “unworthy of the entire le- | 
gal profession.” 

Effect of proposed changes, 
he asserted, would be that each 
state would set its own stand- 
ards for defining sedition 
against the United States, a sit- 
uation that Morse said “‘“‘is sim- 
ply beyond me.” 

Morse asserted that Congress 
and the President have “a clear 
duty” to help the federal courts 
enforce desegregation. 

“It is to the everlasting dis- 
grace of both the executive and 
legislative branches of the Fed- 
eral Government that we have 
let the federal courts hold the 
bag, so to speak, on the Four- 
teenth Amendment,” he de- 
clared. 

Morse and Senator Paul 
Douglas ‘Dem.), Lllinois, have 
introduced a bill to empower 
the United States Office of 
Education to aid local school 
boards in working out deseg- | 
regation plans. 

He said the bill would direct | 
the Secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare to prepare 
tentative plans for elimination 
of segregation and to forward 
the plans to appropriate local 
officials for concurrence. 

United Nations Solution. 


In the interview, Morse sug- 
gested that the United Nations | 
seek a solution to the Berlin 
crisis. 

“The rights of the millions 
of people who have a stake in 
peace must be protected,” he 
said. “‘We should tell Russia 
we are not going to be intimi- 
dated, and that we are ready | 


to submit proposals to the 
United Nations.” 
Morse criticized Mr. Ejisen- 


hower for submitting a defense 
program “without one proposal 
prepared by experts.” He said 
the President “represents him- 
self as a great authority on 
military matters and defense,” 
yet he does not know the facts 
about weakness in the selec- 


tive service system.

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DR. LBBY CITES 
RECORD FALLOUT 
IN RED A-TEST 


WASHINGTON, March 14 
(AP)—Last October’s nuclear 
tests by the Russians produced 
@ record rise in the radioac- 
tive debris in the stratosphere, 
says Dr. Willard F. Libby. 
Libby, scientist-member of 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
gion, said the rise was tremen- 
dous—the greatest in all the 
history of weapons testing by 
the Soviets, Americans and 


British. 

At the same time Libby made 
public the theory of another 
American scientists that Rus- 
sian nuclear tests in polar re- 
gions may present a greater 
fallout hazard to a large part 
of the world than the equato- 
rial tests of the United States 
and Britain. 

Libby said this theory, how- 
ever, is still considered ten- 
tative, even by its originator— 
Dr. E. A. Martell of the Air 
Force’s Cambridge (Mass.) re- 
search center. 

The AEC fallout specialist, 
in a speech delivered for him 
last night at the University 
of Washington in Seattle by 
an AEC associate, devoted his 
remarks mainly to describing 
efforts to determine more pre- 
cisely how fallout becomes dis- 
tributed in the stratosphere, 
how it descends—and at what 


rate. 
‘Uncertainty’ on Effects. 

But he did say that the mat- 
ter of fallout effects on man 
constitutes “an area of un- 
certainty so large that only the 
most conservative treatment of 
the permissible body burdens 
of fallout isotopes is toler- 
eh: se s 

And he said that’ “care and 
caution must be taken about 
the matter of additional radio- 
active contamination.” 


In other highlights of his 
talk, the spokesman for Libby: 
1. Disclosed that in last 
summer’s tests at Eniwetok, 
the Americans detonated 
some of their shots on barges 
loaded with tons of silica 
sand—with the objective of 
| encasing the dangerous ra- 
' dioactive strontium in glass- 
' type “beads.” The hope is 
that this will make the stron- 
tium less likely to be assimi- 
lated by plants, animals and 
humans. 
2. Revealed that the United 
States also had spiked some 


of the Eniwetok test devices 
with two special isotopes— 
to be used as “tracers” in the 
quest to get new information 
on what happens to fallout 
in the stratosphere. 
3. Said there is a possibil- 
ity—still unproved—that the 
long-run concentrations of 
' fallout materials in the hu- 
man body from food may be 
considerably lower than has 
been calculated in the past. 


Backs Underground Tests. 
By United Press International, 

Libby has come out for re- 
sumption of nuclear weapons 
tests—underground. 

He believes that with fur- 
cher development of under- 
ground test procedures “it 
ought to be possible to obtain 
most of the results on weapons 
design with this technique.” 

Noting that last October—the 
same month as the Russian 
tests—the United States was 
ote se underground testing 
echniques which eliminated 
fallout, Libby said: “It is to 
be hoped that other nations 
will adopt this procedure.” 

Libby did not mention the 
stalled East-West negotiations 
in Geneva for a permanent po- 
liced bar on nuclear weapons 
tests. It is known, however. 
that he and many other United 
States atomic and military of- 
ficials doubt the wisdom of 
halting tests before needed 
missile-age warheads are per- 
fected.

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Coalition of Democrats, Drawn Together by Sec- 
tional Interests, Regarded as Political and Eco- 
nomic Power in Years Ahead—Possible Base for 
Majority Leader’s Candidacy in ’60, if He Runs.

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WASHINGTON, March 14. 


‘‘THE SONS OF THE WILD JACKASS” are eoming into their own. 

While it has gone almost unnoticed, a political empire with large eco- 
nomic overtones has been put together in the Senate of the United States. 
Made up of 23 Democratic Senators from 14 states, including Alaska, it is 
a bloc with the power to call many a tune for 1960 and beyond. 

These are the men from the West, the states where in the ’thirties the 
mines closed down and the dust blew, once contemptuously referred to as 


*‘sons of the wild jackass’’ 


by the late Senator George H. Moses of New 


Hampshire. Today their power and their common purpose are formidable. 


When Hawaii officially becomes the 
fiftieth state in the Union, it will become 
the fifteenth member of this Western 
bloc. Hawaii seems certain to send one 
and may send two Democratic Senators 
to Washington. 


UNTIL RECENTLY, there were 12 
Mountain and Pacific states in the West- 
ern conference of Democratic Senators. 
Then, in perhaps the most significant de- 
velopment, Texas and Oklahoma joined. 
As a member of the Western conference, 
Senator Lyndon Johnson of Texas is to- 
day a bridge between the West and the 
South. 


These two conjoined regions are the 
base of his strength. It could be a solid 
base for his candidacy for President. Or, 
if he does not become a candidate, it 
will continue to be his source of the 
strength. And Johnson apparently intends 
to wield in the years ahead, as he has 
done in recent months, nearly as much 
power and authority as a President. 


As majority leader, the Senator from 
Texas named as his deputy Senator Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, These two men 
symbolize the grand alliance. Mansfield 
was the architect who put together the 
Western conference on its present co- 
herent basis; he was instrumental in in- 
viting the Southwestern states to come in. 


Johnson saw to it that the newly elect- 


ed Senators from the West got the com- 


mittee chairmanships they wanted—lIn- 
terior, Public Works, Agriculture. He has 
an important ally in former Senator Earle 
Clements of Kentucky, now chairman of 
the Senate Democratic Campaign Com- 
mittee. Clements, a Johnson idolizer, had 
helped many of the new Senators get 
elected. In some instances he had 
cajoled them into running. 


Above all, what the South and_ the 


. West have in common is a deep-seated 


distrust of the populous East. It goes 
back to the earliest stuff of American 
politics—to the tariff and the pro- 
tection of Eastern manufacturers. The 
prices of manufactured goods were 
kept high while the hewers of wood 
and the drawers of water in the South 
and the West were forced to sell their 
raw materials low in an unprotected 
market. 

What this means for today in com- 
mon purpose is evident enough—a bet- 
ter break on freight rates, more dams, 
more power development, more irriga- 
tion projects, subsidies for high cost 
mines, more defense contracts. In 
short, these men speak for under- 
developed areas and they believe that 
their common objectives will sub- 
merge their differences over such mat- 
ters as civil rights. 


It seems to be working that way in 
the current challenge to Johnson’s leader- 
ship. The Western Senators have come 
warmly to his defense. He has the sup- 
port of the South as a matter of course. 


Yet in this challenge, first offered by 
Senator William Proxmire of Wisconsin, 
there is a potential danger for the Dem- 
ocratic party. Senator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois brought out statistics to show 
that the Democratic Policy Committee in 


the Senate represented states with only 


80 electoral votes, whereas 15 other states 
with Democratic Senators and without 
representation on the committee had 255 
electoral votes. 


IN OTHER WORDS, the West, with its 
relatively small population, is the tail 
wagging the dog. Mansfield replied to 
this charge that the Constitution gave the 
states equality in the Senate and plainly 
they meant to be just as equal as any- 
body else. 

These are not “the sons of the wild 
jackass” in the old opprobrious sense. 
They are not wild-eyed radicals. They are 
shrewd, astute men and they mean to 
exercise the power they have put to- 
gether. 

The states in the Western Conference 
are Alaska, Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Idaho, Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, 


‘Oklahoma, Oregon, Texas, Utah, Wash- 


ington and Wyoming. 

As Douglas pointed out, the states rep- 
resented on the nine-member Democratic 
Policy Committee are Texas, Montana 
(with two members, Mansfield and Sena- 
tor James Murray, the senior Senator 
from that state), Missouri, Oklahoma, 
Georgia, Alabama, Arizona and Rhode 
Island. Rhode Island with a population 
of just under 800,000 is represented by 
91-year-old Senator Theodore Green. 
The total population of these states, 
Douglas noted, was 22,500,000 and the 
aggregate vote cast for President in those 
states in 1956 was 6,762,000. 

In contrast, he listed “the main indus- 


trial states which are not represented on 


the Policy Committee,” although they 
have one or two Democratic Senators. 
These are Maine, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illi- 


nois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, California, 
Oregon and Washington. These states 
have a population of 68,000,000 and cast 
35,118,000 votes in the last presidential 
election. 


“If one examines the list,” Douglas 
said, “and this holds good for the Steer- 
ing Committee also, he will find that the 
New England states are completely ex- 
cluded except for Rhode Island; that the 
Middle Atlantic states are excluded even 
if we include West Virginia which is be- 
coming a Middle Western state rather 
than a Southern state; and that the Pa- 
cific coast states are excluded.” 


Replying to Douglas, Senator Mans- 
field pointed out that it was the Senator 
from Illinois, joined by other “liberals” 
from the populous states, who had pro- 
posed Murray of Montana for a place on 
the committee. Mansfield also called on 
Proxmire and Douglas to call for an en- 
largement of the committee and to de- 
mand more caucuses at which basic issues 
would be discussed. 


But both the challenge and the re- 
sponse seem somewhat irrelevant, in 
view of the way in which power is dis- 
posed and seems likely to stay dis- 
posed. Certain key men wield an in- 
fluence that promises to hold the alli- 
ance firm behind Johnson. These are 
men with long seniority in a place in 
which seniority weighs heavily. 


In the West, Senator Clinton Anderson 
of New Mexico is an all-out Johnson man. 
He believes that Johnson will be nomi- 
nated and elected President after the 
Democrats discover that they are divided 
between rival factions that can tear the 
party in two. In this interval, Anderson 
is doing everything he can to solidify 
Johnson's position. 

In the South, it is Senator Richard 
Russell with his 26 years of service and 
his great prestige. With a dominant 
voice in the South, Russell would like to 
see Johnson hold the party together in 
60, either as the presidential nominee 
or as the agent of a compromise that will 
seek a candidate who has Johnson’s bless- 
ing. This would prevent a bruising split 
like that of 1948 when Southern delega- 
tions walked out of the Democratic con- 
vention. 


BUT IN ANY ANALYSIS of this new 
political allience, the fact cannot be ig- 
nored that the Southerners have always 
been more interested in holding their 
places in Congress than in winning the 
Presidency. 


To a certain degree the West may 
now also reflect this attitude. When 
Johnson was lining up Democratic votes 
for his own proposal on the Senate rules 
and in opposition to Douglas’s more lib- 
eral one, he brought most of the new 
Westerners into his camp, including even 
such a stanch liberal as Senator Ernest 
Gruening of Alaska. Alaska needs ex- 
tensive federal help to develop into a 
State. 


‘If this is true, if the West in alli- 
ance with the South should be indif- 
ferent to the large national issues, 
then the Democratic party would be in 
trouble. As Proxmire pointed out, it 
is all very well to be shrewd managers, 
to avoid rocking the boat, to get what 
you want out of Congress. But this 
kind of managerial politics does not 
inspire the voters in a national election. 


That is the catch. Many Democrats 
are already saying that the Republican 
party is so demoralized that they will 
win by default next year. That might be 
true for one election. But there will be 
others and then the test may come on 
the vitality and the vigor of a national 
rather than a sectional party. 
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Three Committees Prepare 
To Study Inflation Problem 


Senators Headed by Douglas of Illinois to Open 
Preliminary Hearings Friday — Eisenhower 
Appointed Two Other Groups in January.

WASHINGTON, March 14. 


LIKE THE WEATHER, everybody has been talking about inflation 
but nobody, with the major exeeption of the Federal Reserve Board, has 
been doing anything effective about it. 


The talking will continue during the months ahead. 


Three govern- 


mental committees are getting organized for studies and subsequent recom- 


mendations. 


Whether these investigations result in just more talk and 


little action depends primarily on whether prices, particularly the con- 


sumer cost-of-living indicators, 
ment percentages go down. 

Two of the committees are Eisenhower 
Administration creations, a Cabinet group 
headed by Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, and a sub-Cabinet group headed 
by Chairman Raymond J. Saulnier of the 
President’s Council of Economic Ad- 
visers. The third group is the Permanent 
Joint Economic Committee of which 
Democratic Senator Paul H. Douglas of 
Illinois is the chairman. 


Announcement of the two Adminis- 
tration committees was included in the 
President’s economic report to Congress 
in January. Almost immediately there- 
after, Douglas announced that his 
Democratic-controlled congressional com- 
mittee would make its own study of in- 
flation. Last week the committee voted 
unanimously to ask for $200,000. A reso- 
lution for this amount is pending before 
the Senate Committee on Rules and Ad- 
ministration. 


IN HIS ECONOMIC MESSAGE, 
written with the help of his Economic 
Council, Mr. Eisenhower said_ that 
“reasonable stability of prices and costs 
cannot be preserved by any single policy 
or measure nor by the Government act- 
ing alone.” Success in this field, he said, 
required a combination of appropriate 
public and private policies and actions. 
He added: “Government must supply the 
required leadership and direction for its 
achievement.” 


Leadership and direction still are in 
the talking stage as the three govern- 
ment committees approach the prob- 
lem. 


With the funds already available to his 
committee, Douglas will lay the ground- 
work for his investigation in hearings 
beginning next week. The first witness, 
Sumner H. Slichter, professor of eco- 
nomics at Harvard University, will testify 
Friday. The following week the wit- 
nesses will be Neil H. Jacoby, dean of 
the Graduate School of Business Ad- 
ministration at the University of Cali- 
fornia, Los Angeles; Leon H. Keyserling, 
chairman of the Council of Economic Ad- 
visers under President Truman, and 
Marriner S. Eccles, former chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board. 


Commenting on these preliminary wit- 
nesses, Douglas said each had been 
chosen to represent a “different point of 
view of a significant segment of Amer- 
ican thought on economic issues.”’ The 
range is from Keyserling, who advocates 
greater federal spending and direction 
for an expanded economy, to Jacoby, 
who is generally regarded as a govern- 
mental conservative. 

Douglas said the entire hearings would

THE RESOLUTION states that the 
committee shall report its findings and 
recommendations to both houses of Con- 
gress from time to time and make its 
final report at the earliest practicable 
date but not later than Jan. 31, 1960, 


No special funds have been requested 
for the Administration’s committees. Pre- 
sumably the money and the expert 
studies will come from the interested de- 
partments and agencies. 

Little can be learned about the pros- 
pective work of either group, especially 
the Nixon Cabinet committee. Its mem- 
bers, in addition to the Vice President, 
are Treasury Secretary Robert B. Ander- 
son, Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield, Agriculture Secretary Ezra 
Taft Benson, Commerce Secretary Lewis 
L. Strauss, Labor Secretary James P. 
Mitchell and Saulnier, who is on both 
committees. 

The only information available at 
Nixon’s office is that one or two meetings 
have been held and that no information 
will be given out at this time. In- 
quiries are referred to Mr. Eisenhower's 
announcement of the committee ‘on 
price stability for economic growth.” 
This announcement says the committee 
will be a “continuing Cabinet group to 
study the problem of how to maintain a 
reasonable price stability as an essential 
basis for achieving a high and suitable 
rate of economic growth.” It continues: 

“It will conduct such studies, as it 
finds are needed, of those factors effect- 
ing the stability of costs and prices that 
will help prevent price increases. The 
committee will also strive to build a bet- 
ter understanding of the problem of in- 
flation and of private and public policies 
that should be followed if cost and price 
increases are to be avoided.” 

Saulnier, who joined the Economic 
Council in April 1955 and became the 
chairman in December 1956, succeeding 
Arthur F. Burns, appears to have a more 
practicable assignment than Nixon. 


HIS SUB-CABINET GROUP has the 
unwieldy number of 12 other members.

Pentagon Convinced That Nation Will Be Faced 
With More Than One Crisis at Same Time —

THE PRESIDENT’S REMARKS

WASHINGTON, March 14, 


at his press conference Wednesday 


placed the Pentagon in a state of confusion about what his intentions are 
in the several crises with which the United States may be faced in the next 


few months. 


He said that we shall stand firm but that there will be no ground wars 
in Europe. He said: ‘‘Now every time one of these incidents occur we have 


something that’s called a crisis. . 


. what we have to do is to stand steady 
.«. we want to keep adequate forces . . 
our firmness in establishing or in supporting our rights. . . 


. and carry forward our policies, 
. We have to 


take our own positive plan and follow it.”’ 


The positive plan which the President 
wants to follow is the plan to go ahead 
with reductions in the manpower of the 
Army and Marine Corps. “It would be 
ruinous,” he said, “to be pushed off this 
plan time and again by something sud- 
denly described as a crisis.” 


THE MILITARY MEN do not argue 
against the President’s thesis that sus- 
pending the reduction of the Army from 
900,000 to 870,000 can have no particular 
influence on our ability to act in Europe. 
They agree with Senator Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s statement Wednesday: “Our 
concern . .. does not end with the cur- 
rent crisis. We realize that Berlin is only 
one element of conflict in a world which 
is studded with danger points. The real 
crisis may erupt elsewhere even before 
Berlin comes to a head.” 


The military men are convinced that 
we shall not be faced with a single 
crisis at one time. The threat will be 
multiple, to force the United States to 
disperse its efforts. They have no hope 
that the solution of one crisis, by 
standing firm, compromising or ac- 
cepting defeat, will prevent succeeding 
crises. 


They have drawn some unhappy con- 


elusions from the double crises in the 
Middle East and Formosa last July. At 
that time there was a possibility that the 


United States would intervene in Iraq 
to support the legitimate government 
against the revolutionary forces. There 
was no intervention, probably because 
there was no loyal leadership left alive 
to resist. 

The Soviet Union also prepared for 
intervention. It carried out maneuvers on 
Turkey’s eastern frontier with large 
forces and flew other forces to Bulgaria 
for “maneuvers” on Turkey's European 
frontier. At the same time the Chinese 
Reds were given the green light to 
threaten hostilities against the offshore 
islands of Formosa. 


Had there been an actual, rather than 
a threatened conflict in the Middle 
East, the military now believe that the 
offshore islands would have been in- 
vaded by Red China. 

In any future crisis the Formosa 
threat or actuality, can be put in mo- 
tion again. The next time the military 
believe it will be much more serious. 
They know from intelligence sources 
that the Chinese Reds now are in a 
position to use cub submarines against 
the Seventh Fleet, have a large num- 
ber of jet light bombers near and have 
placed missiles on the mainland op- 
posite Formosa, 


OTHER THREATS can be stirred up in 
Korea, to keep our forces there pinned 
down, in Viet Nam, Laos, Thailand and 
Iran. At some time in the future, Com- 
munist expansion in the Arab world may 
be a threat that will find the United 
States supporting Nasser’s United Arab 
Republic, military men believe. 


Looking at these Habilities and com- 
paring them with their assets, the 
chiefs of the three services realize 
that in certain likely contingencies 
they will be bankrupt. 


The threat in Germany ties down the 
ground and tactical air forces there. It 
also will cause the Strategic Air Com- 
mand to be placed on alert, thereby re- 
questing a major portion of available 
airlift to be in readiness for the use of 
SAC, 

In the Middle East crisis last July, 
one battle group—one-fifth of a division 
with supporting troops—was flown from 
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Germany. But if there ts a Berlin crisis 
no troops can be moved from Germany. 

Two Army divisions in Korea can be 
tied down by threats of trouble there. In 
any case 40 per cent of their strength is 
composed of attached Koreans who could 
not move with them. 


As a strategic reserve, the Army has 
one and three-fifths airborne divisions in 
the United States and one infantry divi- 
sion in readiness. There is one division 
in Hawaii. But there is neither airlift nor 
sea transport available on short notice 
to move them. The sea transport was so 
slow in the Lebanon crisis in bringing 
supporting troops from Germany that 
some troops were on their way out of 
Lebanon before the last on ar- 
rived. 


At that time, a Defense Department 
press release stated: “At the expense of 
interrupting normal operations, Amer- 
ican flag shipping lines have made 
available 12 cargo ships to the Military 
Sea Transportation Service to provide 
logistic support for American troops in 
the Near East .. . MSTS has chartered 
15 tankers to meet the increased demand 
for petroleum shipments resulting from 
the Near East upheaval.” 


The Army and Marine movement to 
Lebanon was small. Even so it required 
the use of commercial ships. Such trans- 
fers cannot be made rapidly enough to 
meet the needs for troop movement and 
supply for the type of crisis that the 
military believes may recur. 


THE AIRLIFT was inadequate and 
slow. The Military Air Transport Service 
supported the movement of Tactical Air 
Command composite air strike forces to 
Turkey and Formosa, The usual reser- 
vations were made for SAC. The move- 
ment of the strike force to Formosa (a 
squadron of F-104 Starfighters were 
carried to Formosa by MATS together 
with pilots, ground crews and mainte- 
nance equipment) was so long in process 
that, had the United States become in- 
volved in the hostilities, much of it 
would not have been available until too 
late. 


These two small-scale crises scraped 
the bottom of the airlift barrel. Gen. 
William H. Tunner, commander of 
MATS, told the Wings Club in New 
York Oct. 15: “As a matter of fact, we 
actually drained the commercial air- 
line resources during this operation. 
We went out with invitations to bid 
205 times, and came to the point where 
10 invitations to bid received no re- 
sponse because no commercial airlines 
had aircraft that could be made avail- 
able to us.” 


“At that point,” Tunner continued, 
“we took our third action, turning for 
airlift to our sister commands, Air Ma- 
terial, Tactica] Air and Strategic Air. 
They provided us with some capability.” 

The Marine Corps is popularly con- 
sidered the limited war force par ex- 
cellence. The President and Secretary of 
Defense Neil H. McElroy have placed 
particular stress on the Marine Corps in 
this respect. This is not the case in fact 
and law. The law prescribes that the 
Marine Corps shall not be made a second 
army, that it shall be organized, equipped 
and trained for action in connection 
with naval operations, such as the seizure 
or defense of advanced naval bases. 


The Marine Corps is not organized for 
sustained combat. The Army is, and this 
is prescribed by law. Furthermore, Navy 
requirements for Marine forces limit the 
percentage of marines that it is willing 
to commit to sustained operations on 
land. It is significant of these forgotten 
limitations on the use of marines to note 
that only one Marine division was com- 
mitted to Korea, while the Army had to 
call up National Guard divisions. 


THE TACTICAL AIR COMMAND is 
in existence to provide air support for 
ground operations in any type war. Its 
support is essential for limited war crises. 
But it has been taking the major reduc- 
tions in the Air Force and is on a lower 
priority for equipment than the SAC and 


Air Defense Command. Some of the re- 


ductions have been made on the theory 


that its aircraft are no’ longer needed 


because Army missiles and _ target- 
observation means eliminate the need for 


tactical air support. However, these are 


not in existence. 
However, it can provide small com- 
posite strike forces in support of limited 


war situations. These will be too small 
for sustained combat and would be in- 
adequate for an operation half the nor 
of the Korean war.

if necessary. 

Perhaps with the perfection of 
printing processes museums will 
own extensive collections of qual- 
ity reproductions of painting mas- 
terpieces to go on exhibition from 
time to time in some minor gal- 
lery. set aside for that purpose. 

Not many can own libraries of 
expensive art books. Very few can 
tour the museums of the nation 
and the world to look at originals. 
Traveling shows of paintings are 
well attended but rare. Traveling 
shows of sculpture, for physical 
reasons, are almost non-existent. 


Our St. Louis area population 
is entitled to a museum which is 
not committed to the private col- 
lector approach.

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What State No. 50 Means 


Behind Hawaii’s din of ship’s whistles, au- 
tomobile horns, bands, sirens and church 
bells, behind the street dancing, bonfires, gun 
salutes and fireworks there is an act of state- 
craft both historic and serious. For the first 
time a state of the American Union—when all 
formalities are completed—will not be a part 
of the continent but will lie in the mid-Pacific, 
some 2500 miles from San Francisco. 

This is a momentous step. It is so momen- 
tous that Congress has taken more than a half 
century in making up its mind to be so ven- 
turesome. Hawaii was annexed in 1898, not 
as a possession or colony or dependency, but 
as an “integral part of the United States.” 
When it was incorporated as a territory under 
the Organic Act of 1900 the people then in 
Hawaii expected statehood in a matter of a 
few years. | 

The first formal appeal to Congress for ad- 
mission came from the Territorial Legislature 
in 1903. The next reminder to Washington 
was passed in 1911 and others came in 1913, 
1915 and 1917. After World War I the ap- 
peals were resumed until at least 16 were 
sent on behalf of the American citizens who 
lived in Hawaii, who paid taxes to Washington 
but who could not vote for President or Gov- 
ernor or members of Congress. In that same 
time 46 statehood bills were introduced in 
Congress with at least three winning approval 
in the House after a total of 20 separate 
hearings. 

e . 

But final passage was held up until last 
Thursday—for virtually 60 years. Why? For a 
complex of reasons, some political, some so- 
cial, some racial, some economic. Certain 
arguments that had blocked statehood bills in 
the past actually assisted this time. One was 
the racial composition that makes Hawaii a 
Pacific melting pot: 37 per cent Japanese in 
background, 23 per cent Caucasian, 17, per 
cent Hawaiian or part-Hawaiian, 12 per cent 
Filipino, 7 per cent Chinese and 4 per cent 
of other racial or national origins. 

Since more than 85 per cent of Hawaii's 
near 600,000 people are United States citizens 
by birth, the old concern about a population 
of doubtful loyalty no longer held, parti alar- 
ly in view of the heroic record of its young 
men in World War II and the Korean War. 
Today this diversity of racial background will 
enable Hawaii to be a showcase for self-gov- 
erning democracy in a way that no one of 
the other 49 states can be. 

President Eisenhower described this oppor- 
tunity in his 1956 State of the Union message: 
“To these islands, Asia, Europe and the West- 
ern Hemisphere, all the continents, have con- 
tributed their peoples and their cultures to 
display a unique example of a community 
that is a successful laboratory in human 
brotherhood.” Anyone who has seen a ses- 
sion of the Hawaiian Legislature or looked in 
on a Hawaiian schoolroom or sat in a Ha- 
waiian concert audience can attest to the 
exactness of the President’s words. 

True enough, Hawaii as a state will dilute 
still further the United States Senate. For 
now there will be two more Senators, raising 
the total to 100. Hawaii’s Senators, like those 
from Alaska, will reduce proportionately the 
influence of Senators from New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois, California and other popu- 
lous states. But its population now is greater 
than that of Delaware, Nevada, Vermont or 
Wyoming and only slightly under that of 
Idaho, Montana or New Hampshire. More- 
over the prospect is that political thinking in 
Hawaii will not trail but often will lead that 
in many other states. 

* - * 


Far from weakening our national defense, 
Hawaii as State No. 50 will strengthen it. The 
new state doubtless will grow rapidly and 
Washington will give still more attention to it 
as an outpost of the.free life set on the island 
crossroads of sea and air. Since Hawaii con- 
tributes much more to the Treasury in Wash- 
ington than it gets back, the Federal Govern- 
ment now will bulwark the military and naval 
installations in the knowledge that the Ha- 
waiian taxpayers are entitled to greater se- 
curity than they had at the time of Pearl 
Harbor. 

Congress apparently has felt all along that 
Hawaii's claim was stronger than Alaska’s 
even though Alaska was voted in first. For 
while the Senate approved Alaska 64 to 20, it 
voted Yea on Hawaii, 76 to 15. Similarly the 
House vote on Alaska was 208 to 166 while 
that for Hawaii was 323 to 89.

A Way to Curb Junketers 


Representative Gross of Iowa is to be com- 
mended for introducing a bill to strip away 
the secrecy surrounding the federal and coun- 
terpart funds which Congressmen spend in 
foreign trips. As he said, a law passed last 
year providing for filing consolidated reports 
on foreign currency expenditures by each 
committee in Congress is “practically mean- 
ingless.” What is needed is a filing of indi- 
vidual reports which would be open to public 
inspection. Many such measures have been 
defeated in the past. That has made it easy 
for the small minority of free-spending junke- 
ters to continue practices which cast a shadow 
over all the Congress. 


New York Pays as It Goes 


The largest of the states, New York, has 
now joined the ranks of pay-as-you-go income 
tax states. At the persistent urging of the Re- 
publican Governor, Nelson Rockefeller, the 
state Assembly adopted a law for tax with- 
holding which will go into effect April 1. 

Meanwhile, the board of directors of the 
Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce here has 
joined the ranks of those opposing a pay-as- 
you-go system in Missouri. The directors say, 
without offering any evidence, that “the ad- 
ministrative cost of collecting and refunding 
would be prohibitive.” 

Gov. Rockefeller would have answers for 
this. He based his tax program on the as- 
sumption that it is less costly for a state to 
make refunds under withholding than to fail 
to collect all taxes due, which is what hap- 
pened in New York without withholding, and 
still happens in Missouri. The tax tables pre- 
pared for New York employers are the last 
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Task for the Big Two 


Prime Minister Macmillan comes to Wash- 
ington this week after a visit to Bonn which 
has had the customary effect. 

Chancellor Adenauer has a great talent for 
throwing sand into the gears of any diplomatic 
machinery that appears to be turning toward 
meaningful negotiations with the Russians. 
That he exercised this talent to the full in his 
talks with Mr. Macmillan is strongly indicated 
by the sudden need which Mr. Macmillan felt 
to explain away his extremely tenuous agree- 
ment with Khrushchev in Moscow. 

He did not really mean to suggest disen- 
gagement when he agreed with 
on the desirability of some military “thinning 
out” in central Europe, Mr. Macmillan felt 
compelled to make clear. What he did mean, 
in that case, is not clear at all. 

Chancellor Adenauer has long harbored the 
hope that West Germany could become an 
armed partner in NATO, could be armed with 
nuclear weapons—and yet could also recap- 
ture and absorb East Germany. This hope is 
the natural antagonist of East-West negotia- 
tion. It is founded, not on any desire for a 
diplomatic settlement of European and Ger- 
man problems, but on an mm that 
the Russians will in time be compelled to re- 
treat from Central Europe in panic and con- 
fusion, or even collapse from within, 

Few members of the younger generation of 
Western political leadership cherish this ex- 
pectation any longer. Yet though Russian 
retreat or collapse is not realistically to be 
wished for, the stabilization of central Europe 
and of Germany remains as indispensable as 
ever to a secure peace. This is why tia- 
tions with the Soviets are necessary. is 
why powerful political forces throughout west- 
ern Europe and America are pushing the 
leaders toward negotiation. This is why Mr. 
Macmillan has emerged as the reluctant spear- 
head of that movement. 

Is Chancellor Adenauer, facing backward 
and dreaming an impossible dream, to be per- 
mitted to block the movement single-handed? 
It is extremely doubtful that he could carry 
his own people with him were the issues 
clearly defined—for the Socialists who loom 
as his potential successors are committed to 
serious negotiation. We think the time has 
come for Chancellor Adenauer, instead of 
being allowed to set the limits of Western 
policy, to be plainly told what the West ex- 
pects of him. 


Picture of Humiliation 


Hendrik Braat of Rotterdam, The Nether- 
lands, is angry about an American TV drama 
of an airliner crash in which he was a pas- 
senger, but it is hard to say what he is an- 
griest about. In a $625,000 damage suit he 
charges that he was humiliated by being 
“falsely depicted as middle-aged, heavy-set, 
cowardly, impolite and aggressive.” The ques- 
tion is whether, in this hierarchy of deroga- 
tion, Mr. Braat was building up to a climax 
or putting what seemed to him to be first 
things first. 

Ordinarily we would be surprised at Mr. 
Braat’s complaining about being depicted as 
being middle-aged and heavy-set before he 
voiced any objection to being pictured as im- 
polite and aggressive. Of course we can ima- 
gine circumstances under which being single- 
mindedly middle-aged and lavishly heavy- 
set would be a worse fate than being only 
moderately impolite and aggressive. Ordinar- 
ily, as we say, though, we would expect it to 
be the other way around. 

Whichever way Mr. Braat was scaling his 
reverse values, however, “cowardly” is right 
there in the middle, either somewhat worse 
or better than being impolite and aggressive, 
and somewhat better or worse than being 
middle-aged and heavy-set. An interesting 
philosophical attitude would seem to be afoot 
here, about which we have arrived at only 
one firm conclusion: We don’t get it. 


In the Light of Past Delay 


Despite the enthusiastic testimony of Army 
research chiefs, it appears that there is to be 
no stepping up of the Nike-Zeus anti-missile 
missile program. The Army contends that 
this defensive weapon is at a stage where 
preparations for long lead-time components 
should be started. If the Army’s claims, 
which Secretary of Defense McElroy ignores, 
should be substantiated, the new weapon will 
have been delayed nearly two years, accord- 
ing to its proponents. As a warning there is 
the record of delays that beset the long-range 
ballistic missile program, space exploration 
and the atomic-powered plane. Too, there is 
the fact that the Redstone Arsenal team of 
experts thus far has a nearly perfect record. 
The holding back of the Nike-Zeus has a fa- 
miliar ring. Is it to be discovered later that 
it should have been pushed instead? 


Cutting Oil Imports 


The importation of oil, crude and refined, 
has been put under an involved quota system 
by President Eisenhower. This replaces vol- 
untary limitations which, in the opinion of 
the Administration, were not sufficiently ef- 
fective. Even the administrator of the pro- 
gram, Capt. Matthew Carson Jr. of the Navy, 
would not say to what extent it will reduce 
imports, but the cut is generally estimated at 
about 20 per cent. 

The President acted under a 1954 amend- 
ment to the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act 
after receiving a report from the Office of 
Civil and Defense Mobilization that oil im- 
ports were a threat to national security be- 
cause they hindered the search for new 
sources of. domestic oil which would be 
needed in time of war. It can be argued just 
as cogently that national security would be 
served if we used more foreign oil while 
saving more of our own for an emergency in 
which foreign oil no longer would be avail- 
able. 

Almost inevitably, the quotas are ex 
to bring increases in the price of oil. While 
this and the effect on national security re- 
main uncertain, there is no uncertainty about 
how some of our allies feel about the quotas. 
Canada made representations last October and 
again in January. Another protest is expected 
as soon as the regulations have been studied 
in. Ottawa. Other. oil exporting

Money Is Not Enough; Nation Must Give Free Rein to Curiosity of the Individual

A century and a half ago Thomas 
Jefferson had the floors of entire 
rooms in the White House strewn 
with the bones of prehistoric ani- 
mals. It is a proud tradition of our 
government, from its earliest years, 
that holds science to be an essential 
activity of a free society. 

But it was not until World War II, 
and the revelation of the national 
necessity for a more vigorous devel- 
opment, that money really began to 
flow from Wash- 
ington into the 
science laborato- 
ries of our univer- 
sities. There was 
never any choice 
in the matter: the 
Federal Govern- 
ment is the only 
institution in our 
society that commands funds equal 
to the needs of modern science. 


The income that used to support 
science in our universities—from en- 
dowment, grants, gifts and tuition— 
has multiplied several times over 
prewar levels. Yet today it contrib- 
utes a junior 30 per cent to the uni- 
versity of research budget; the Fed- 
eral Government supplies virtually 
all the rest. 

Without question, federal support 
has been decently and unselfishly 
administered; by and large, it has 
done a vast amount of good. But we 
must face nonetheless squarely the 
fact that we have yet to invent the 
institutions and procedures necessary 
to make governmental support fully 
compatible with the nature of science 
as a creative activity. 

The intellectual leadership must, 
of course, be supplied by scientists. 


At present the lack of a sufficient 
number of really qualified individu- 
als—together with lack of sufficient 
funds for travel—ties the administra- 
tors of government granting pro- 
grams to their chairs in Washing- 
ton. They ought to be in the field, 
sitting down on stools in laboratories. 
Paper evidence, even in multiple 
copies, is very difficult to judge. 


How the British Do It 


Perhaps the primary difficulty for 
the administrators and recipients of 
governmental support is created by 
federal fiscal procedures. Take the 
federal budgeting procedure: Some 
two or more years in advance, an 
agency must submit a statement of 
future requirements, solemnly and 
earnestly pretending that it knows 
what it is going to need. 

Physicists can tell what kind of 
accelerator they need now, but find 
it hard to predict the ideal machine 
of three years hence. 

The British handle this far better 
than we do; every five years Parlia- 
ment makes a no-question-asked ap- 
propriation to the University Grants 
Committee, a body representing the 
country’s universities which adminis- 
ters all governmental support for 
higher education and research. Some 
way must be found in our country to 
give stability to the funds which the 

vernment devotes to science. 


It has been suggested that a small

appropriation to science; such a sum 
would have the necessary stability 
and would still be responsive to ma- 
jor economic changes. 

The Civil Service regulations, pre- 
scribing tables of organization and 
salary scales, constitute another han- 
dicap. I know of one program, now 
on paper, which may be divided into

line, in accordance with the law of 
bureaucratic hierarchy propounded 
by C. Northcote Parkinson. 

Problems of a different order have 
been created by the fact that more 
than half of the federal research and 
development funds expended via our 
universities has been supplied by the 
defense agencies. Naturally the over- 
whelming bulk of these defense 
funds has been used to seek immedi- 
ate practical objectives, not the long- 
term ends of basic research. 

A defense department surely ought 
to aid basic research in fields rea- 
sonably related to its mission (for ex- 
ample, the Navy can appropriately 
support theoretical hydroynamics). 
Finally, support for pure science 
from the various defense agencies 
seems desirable to multiply and di- 
versify the sources of support. 

The crucial word diversify is at 
the heart of the dependence of sci-

ence upon the Government. There 
are those who think that the National 
Science Foundation ought to sit, like 
an infinitely wise spider, at the cen- 
ter of a web which reaches into every 
governmental activity in science, 
Even in individual scientific ef- 
forts it is easy to overdo planning. 
One should of course plan to have 
space and supplies and equipment. 
But at the really significant levels, 
planning is not very effective. I was 
once present, Many years ago, at a 
meeting of a board of trustees to 
which was proposed a rather flexible 
long-term grant in support of the 
program of a first-rate scientist. 
After the necessarily broad presen- 
tation of the program, one of the 
trustees, an outstanding business 
leader, said: “I am afraid I don’t 
know just exactly what this man pro- 
poses to do if he gets the grant.” The 
question was answered by another 
trustee, a scientist: “Why, if he knew 


just what he was going to do, he 
wouldn’t need to do it!” 

Whatever the volume and sources 
of support, we must in the end look 
to our universities for the imagina- 
tion and wisdom that will secure the 
maximum benefit to science. It used 
to be obvious that basic research was 
the business of a university. 

Nowadays research continues but 
there is a real danger that the word 
business has taken on connotations 
that are not appropriate to institu- 
tions of learning. The basic support 
of universities is so inadequate that 
there is an almost irresistible temp- 
tation in large-scale research con- 
tracts which pay substantial sums to 
the coffers of the university. 

Plainly our society has not yet 
evolved a satisfactory way of foster- 
ing creative scholarship. I do not 
think there is any single solution. In 
my judgment support should come 
from a wide variety of sources— 
individual friends, alumni, industrial 
corporations, foundations and so on, 
including, if you like, a cut on the 
total take from racetracks, sports at- 
tendance, cigarette and liquor con- 
sumption, or whatever. 


As a nation we demand science, 
but we both overestimate and under- 
estimate it. We continue wrongly to 
identify science and technology, and 
we largely fail to recognize that the 
most important aspect of science is 
that it gives to man a deep under- 
standing of the world in which he 
lives. 

In reorganizing our approach to 
the support of science we need not 
set aside utilitarian objectives. But 
society must learn to recognize the 
importance of the able scientist who 
is motivated by pure curiosity, who 
wants to think about something sole- 
ly because he likes to do so. 


The problem of encouraging crea- 
tivity in science is an elusive one. In 
cases of outstanding genius—the Ein- 
steins, the Ramanujans — there is 
really no evidence to indicate that 
society can either aid or hinder. 
These miracles just happen, and we 
can do little more than be thankful. 


At a slightly lower level, however, 
it does seem that we may stifle po- 
tentially creative scientists by stan- 
dardized mechanisms of support and 
reward which are too little favorable 
to the unorthodox, to the modestly 
thoughtful, and to those who are un- 
controllably curious in the passive as 
well as the active sense of this use- 
ful word. We can afford to support 
the competent and curious, and need 
not be so concerned about making 
correct judgments in specific cases. 

If our society is to encourage crea- 
tivity in science, we must strive to 
learn more about science, to appre- 
ciate science in an intelligently dis- 
criminating way, and thus come te 
understand the essential role played 
by the apparently impractical drive 
of pure curiosity.

and markets. 

Despite recurring demands 
that unions be brought com- 
pletely under the anti-trust 
laws, labor organizations are 
immune unless found to be act- 
ing illegally with employers to 
restrict commerce. 

Actually, such union devices 
as “hot cargo” contracts are 
restrictive of commerce in most 
cases, but such agreements are 
legal under the Taft-Hartley 
law, by Supreme Court inter- 
pretation. 

Using 1945 Ruling. 


The Justice Department, 
however, is armed with a 1945 
Supreme Court decision which 
says, in effect, that an agree- 
ment between a union and an 
employer group, which extends 
to price and market control, is 
a conspiracy in violation of the 
Sherman Anti-trust Act, even 
though it is admitted that the 
union’s primary interest in the 
pact was improving the work- 
ing conditions of its members. 


Moreover, in its current cam- 
paign, the Justice Department 
is introducing new tests of 
what constitutes a legitimate 
union and whether a union of- 
ficer who schemes with em- 
ployers to limit markets and 
competition and fix prices actu- 
ally is acting as a union agent 
or an individual. A _ finding 
that he is acting as an indi- 
vidual would strip him of any 
immunity. 

The department obtained an 
indictment this week in New 
York, which points up the type 
of abuse which is its target in 
a campaign undertaken about 
six months ago. Use of the anti- 
trust law is just one facet of a 
drive by the department to 
break up combinations of busi- 
ness men, labor leaders and, 
wherever found, the infiltra- 
tion of gang elements into the 
business community. 

Blouse Industry Combine. 

Named as defendants in the 
¢riminal indictment at New 
York were three trade associa- 
tions and their officials, con- 
trolling about one-half of the 
$350,000,000 -a-year women’s 
blouse manufacturing business 
in the nation. Indicted along 
with them was a local of the 
International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union and its man- 
ager, Charles Kreindler, also a 
vice president of ILGWU. 

Another defendant is Harry 
Strasser, a convicted narcotics 
peddler and a business asso- 
ciate of underworld leader A\l- 


bert Anastasia, who was shot 
to death in 1957. 
Strasser appears to have 


been the enforcer and middle- 
man in what the Government 
charges was a conspiracy in- 
volving the union and the em- 
ployers to fix prices and allo- 
cate customers in the blouse 
industry. 

Conviction under the Sher- 
man Anti-trust Act could bring 
fines of up to $50,000 against 
the associations and the union, 
and one year in prison for the 
individuals involved. 


Since the Supreme Court's 
1945 decision in the Allen 
Bradley case, the Justice De- 
partment has brought 32 ac- 
tions charging illegal combines 
of which unions were a part. 

All of these culminated satis- 
factorily to the department, a 
spokesman said this week, 
either through criminal convic- 
tions, stipulations of guilt, nolo 
contendere pleas or consent set- 
tlements without litigation. 

Chicago Indictment. 

In a major test of its new 
theory that a union business 
agent may be indicted in an 
anti-trust conspiracy as an in- 
dividual acting outside _ his 
union capacity, the department 
has obtained an indictment of 
Martin F. Daley, officer of a 
Boilermakers’ .. Union local at 
Chicago. 

He is charged, along with the 
Chicago Boiler Manufacturers 
Association, 13 corporations 
and two other individuals, as 
a party to a conspiracy in re- 
straint of commerce. It is al- 
leged that Daley’s union agreed 
to supply only members of the 
Association with union install- 
ers, thereby effectively pre- 
venting firms outside Chicago 
from fulfilling contracts there. 

In the application of its 
theory that some unions are not 
really unions at all and should 
receive no special consideration 
under the anti-trust statute, the 
department is pressing the 
question of whether a group of 
»erscns who make as much as 
$100,u00 a year can get to- 
gether and, with immunity, fix 
rates for work. 

The department now has a 
suit against a “union” of scenic 
designers for sets for Broadway 
theatrical productions, who will 
not design sets for shows unless 
their “union” rates are paid. At 
least one member of this ‘“un- 
ion” makes $100,000 a year, a 
department spokesman estimat- 
ed

Still another test of what 
constitutes a legitimate union 
is involved in the department’s 
action against an organization 
of fish peddlers in New York. 
It is charged that competition 
in that business has been virtu- 
ally eliminated. 


There were two hung juries 
in criminal proceedings against 
the fish peddlers. The depart- 
ment now is pressing a civil 
suit to break up the combine. 

It is considered significant 
that, 
ruling dealing with illegal con- 
spiracies between employers 
and unions, some suspicion was 
expressed that the employers 
were “using” the unions as 
part of a scheme to make use 
of the labor organizations’ im- 
munity under the anti-trust act. 

The 1945 Supreme Court de- 
cision which guides the Jus- 
tice Department in its current 
campaign involved agreements 
between a New York local of 


the International Brotherhood | 
of Electrical Workers and man- | 


ufacturers and installers of 
electrical equipment. These 
agreements required contrac- 
tors to purchase and install 
only equipment bought from 
manufacturers who had con- 


wise, the agreements required 
manufacturers to restrict their 
New York City sales to con- 
tractors who had contracts with 
the union. Agencies composed 
of the three interested parties 
were formed to enforce the 
agreements. 

Supreme Court’s Ruling. 

The Supreme Court found 
that the impetus for the agree- 
ments was the union’s desire 
to improve wages and working 
conditions for its members. 
Nevertheless, it struck down 
the agreements as illegal un- 
der the Sherman Act. 

The court found that the 
union “participated with a 
combination of business men 
who had complete power to 
eliminate all competition 
among themselves and to pre- 
vent all competition from 
others (and) a situation was 
created not included with the 
exemptions” of unions from 
the anti-trust act. 

The Court rejected the con- 
tention that because the union’s 
participation in the scheme 
involved legitimate labor 
purposes, its activities with the 
business men did not remove 
its anti-trust exemption. The 
Court held: 

“For if business groups, by 
combining with labor unions, 
can fix prices and divide up 
markets, it was little more than 
a futile gesture for Congress to 
prc‘ibit price-fixing by busi- 
ness groups themselves. Sel- 
dom, if ever, has it been 
claimed before, that by per- 
mitting labor unions to carry 
on their own activities, Con- 
gress intended completely to 
abdicate its constitutional pow- 
er to regulate interstate com- 
merce and to empower inter- 
ested business groups to shift 
our society from a competitive 
to monopolistic economy.” 

Ruling in 1949. 

In 1949, the Supreme Court 
spoke out more strongly on 
employer-union conspiracies 
and their relation to the anti- 
trust laws. 

In an opinion finding a Bos- 
ton sportswear manufacturing 
association and the ILGWU 
guilty of an unlawful agree- 
ment to restrict competition 


and control prices and markets, | 


the Court observed: 

“It is argued that inclusion 
of the labor provisions makes 
the agreement immune from 
attack under the anti-trust laws 

..Benefits to organized labor 
cannot be utilized as a cat’s 
paw to pull employers’ chest- 
nuts out of the anti-trust fires.” 

The anti-trust drive, supple- 
menting as it does the depart- 
ment’s campaign to drive hooli- 
gans out of business and man- 
agement relations, is based to 
some extent on the Anti-Trust 
Division's conclusions that 
while criminal elements may 
be fully on guard against evas- 
ions of law which would bring 
them into conflict with the in- 
come tax statutes, they may 


have a blind spot where the. 


anti-trust laws are concerned. 

Moreover, under the anti- 
trust laws, witnesses summoned 
before grand juries investigat- 
ing 


law on the basis of testimony 
Hence, where the 
Anti-Trust Division moves 
against a suspect situation, its 
efforts are not inhibited by in- 
vocation by witnesses of the 
Fifth Amendment.

O’Kelly’s visit to the United 
States includes the annual ob- 
servance of St. Patrick’s day, 
Tuesday, and the congressional 
blarney no doubt will be even 
more evident than usual. 
O’Kelly will address a joint 
meeting of Senate and House 
Wednesday. 

To Address Congress. 


The itinerary for O’Kelly’s 
two-week stay in the United 
States lists activities out of 
proportion to the importance 
of his little country.

Field of Inquiry. 

The executive order creating 
the committee directed it to 
“examine and study the opera- 
tion of federal procurement, 
stockpiling, commodity price 
support, rate regulation, sub- 
sidy and similar programs and 
activities as to their effect upon 
the level and trends of prices 
and costs.”

CAIRO, March 14. 


HE uprising in northern 
Iraq this week has given 

Communism a great oppor- 
tunity. The revolt has driven 
Iraqi Premie. Maj. Gen. Abdel 
Karim el-Kassem more tightly 
into the Red embrace. 

A pair of pro-Nationalist 
colonels in Iraq have succeeded 
through misadventure in put- 
ting Communism into an ad- 
vantageous position. The first 
colonel was Abdel Salam Aref, 
Gen. Kassem’s No. 2 man in 
the July 14 revolution and for- 
mer deputy premier. His ad- 
vocacy of union now with the 
United Arab Republic landed 
him in jail, reportedly facing 
death. 

Shawaf Believed Killed. 

Colonel No. 2 has apparently 
joined the ranks of Arab na- 
tionalist martyrs. He was Col. 
Abdel Wahab Shawaf, who is 
reported to have been killed 
when his own troops turned on 
him in the barricaded army 
headquarters in Mosul. 

The failure of Col. Shawaf's 
revolt can only result in fur- 
ther alienation of Gen. El-Kas- 
sem from U.A.R. President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. This 
swing away from Cairo—now 
greatly speeded up—has taken 
the Iraqi premier closer to the 
Communists. 

This is considered the single 
important result of the abor- 
tive rebellion. Before Mosul, 
the Communists had a foot in 
the door; today they are in the 
living room, it is said. The only 
| oe unanswered question 
| is how far left Gen. El-Kassem 
| will swing. 

Called a Traitor. 

Nasser’s recent speeches show 
that he has now given up any 
hopes he ever held for Gen. 
El-Kassem, Until this week he 
had carefully restrained from 
involving himself directly in 
the Communist-Arab nationalist 
struggle in Iraq. Now Nasser 
has flatly called him a traitor 
and stooge of Communism. 

As far as Nasser is concerned, 
Gen. El-Kassem no longer has 
that precious third way out 
from between the blocs—posi- 
tive neutrality: and Arab na- 
tionalism. By throwing the 
Baghdad pact—of which Iraq 
is still technically a member— 
into Gen. El-Kassem’s face 
publicly, Nasser seems deter- 

mined to force him into a situ- 

ation he has always avoided 
himself.

THE TREMORS AFFECTING 
the central character in Angus Wilson's 
latest novel are indicated in a general 
way by the title: “The Middle Age of 
Mrs. Eliot.” Meg Eliot, however, is a 
special case. In contrast to many women 
“of a certain age,” she views the future 
with confidence because she is so little 
dependent upon others for the satisfac- 
tions of her life. Her husband, a suc- 
cessful barrister, gives her all the 
money, love and social status that she 
needs and in consequence she has 
formed no other binding ties; she has 
loosened, in fact, the few that are held 
over from earlier years. 


So Meg, the attractive woman of the 
world with a taste for art and a dutiful 
concern with charitable activities, is 
singularly unprepared for a reversal of 
fortune. Furthermore, the disaster that 
overtakes her is so idiotically accidental 
that nobody would have foreseen it or 
prepared for it. 


While on a trip from London to Singa- 
pore Meg and her husband Bil! are held 
over between planes in the capital city 
of a newly formed Asian republic. The 
leader of a rebellious student group 
tries to assassinate the minister of edu- 
cation. Bill Eliot in an attempt to save 
the appointed victim is himself shot and 
killed. 


Back in London Meg discovers that 
her husband has left her virtually 
nothing. How she faces her double 
destitution and recovers a new kind of 
independence constitutes the remaining 
part of this substantial, leisurely and 
thoroughly fascinating novel. 


Meg’s social isolation assumes terrify- 
ing proportions in the first days of her 
recovery. Her pride forces her to de- 
cline financial assistance from her hus- 
band’s law partner or her brother, David 
Parker, who operates a nursery in the 
Suffolk countryside. For similar reasons 
she avoids the fashionable upper middle 
class circles that she used as a kind of 
back-drop for her former life.

BRINGING together the 
story of the Bismarck and 
C. S. Forester is what the 
industry knows at a natural. 
Given the event in history, 
who but the incomparable 
storyteller of the sea, the 
creator of Horatio Hornblow- 
er, could best turn it into 
gripping narrative? 

Perhaps a reviewer at this 
point should ask whether 
there is anyone present who 
hasn’t heard of the Bismarck 
and does not know the epic 
of how that pride of Hitler’s 
navy, the most modern and 
the most powerful warship 
afloat, sallied forth in May 
1941 as a single hulled arma- 
da to cut Britain’s lifeline 
with America. 

Well, if there are such un- 
fortunates they can make 
good the deficiency very 
easily now by reading this 
tightly written, expertly fash- 
joned reconstruction of the 
event, based upon as much 
fact— gleaned chiefly from 
Admiralty records—as_ is 
available. The reason For- 
ester cannot claim that all 
his narrative is strictly fac- 
tual is that the Bismarck’s 
commander, Admiral Lut- 
jens, was killed along with 
his officers and crew. 

So the author protects him- 


speeches are composed by the 
writer, who has no knowl- 
edge that those words were 
used; but the writer has no 
doubt that similar speeches 
were made.”’ 


Everything else existed or 
happened exactly as de- 
scribed. And so we are given 
the story, almost hour by 
hour, of those six long days 
of unrelenting storm in the 
North Atlantic when Brit- 
ain’s Royal Navy strained 
every nerve, in the greatest 
crisis of the war when all the 
headlines were spelling dis- 
aster, in a prodigious effort 
to find and destroy the Bis- 
marck. “Sink the Bismarck,” 
Churchill thundered. “The 
eyes of the whole world are 
upon us.” 


And after frantic search 
and pursuit, and not until 
after sustaining the loss of 
England’s largest fighting 
ship the Hood, sink the Bis- 
marck the British Navy fi- 
nally did, thanks to the aid 
rendered by that new deci- 
sive weapon of naval war, 
the airplane. 

It all makes an exciting 
story. One can only regret 
that the publishers did not 
include some _ illustrations 
along with the eight very 
helpful maps and that the 
author did not complete his 
graphic account by saying 
whether there were any sur- 
vivors from the Bismarck. 


A Woman Unprepared for 
Reversal of Fortune 


has demonstrated her competence as a 
household manager she is still a trouble- 
maker, though her motives are always 
above reproach. Nevertheless, David 
and Meg finally reach a true rapport, 
a mutual understanding and dependence 
upon each other similar in spirit to 
their childhood years but stronger by 
reason of their maturity. 

Meg’s recovery is blocked by two 
seemingly indestructible habits of mind: 
her feeling that her husband’s loss can 
never be replaced by any sort of equiva- 
lent and a kind of arrogance which is 
the more mischievous for being so well 
concealed. The gradual modification of 
these attitudes is described with the 
greatest subtlety by the author. No sud- 
den awakening occurs and no outward 
change that could make people say 
“she’s a.different woman.” Yet it is 
evident that a greater wisdom about 
others—something that lies much deeper 
than tact or politesse, does take pos- 
session of her and lead her to a new and 
better footing as a member of the hu- 
man race. 


THE MOST OUTSTANDING 
quality of Mr. Wilson’s novel is found 
in the vitality of his characters and in 
the sharpness of observation involved in 
his treatment of their relations with one 
another. As the book is full of char- 
acters, and all disclosed in depth, the 
narrative line is suspended for long 
stretches. Yet the story is never quite 
static. It moves forward and the clear 
reality of its many scenes induces a con- 
stant feeling of expectancy in the reader. 

In contrast with preceding novels by 
Mr. Wilson “The Middle Age of Mrs. 
Eliot” is much warmer. The detached 
irony that spreads like a volatile acid 
through the pages of “Such Darling 
Dodos” and “Anglo-Saxon Attitudes” 
has been mixed with a more benign ele- 
ment in this latest work. What has not 
changed is the author’s firm grasp of 
his chosen scheme and his verbal fi- 
nesse. The tincture of erudition that 


affects his writing is obvious; but it 
takes second place to the human con- 
sideration he gives to his people.

No Ordinary Land 


RIVERS IN THE DESERT, by Dr. Nel- 
son Glueck.

THE BIBLE HAS BEEN translated 

into 800 dialects and languages. It has 

been studied and investigated by stu- 
dents and scholars for generations. 

Every world religion in the history of 

man has taken comfort and strength 

from its pages. Into its texture have 
been woven science, art, dogma, ritual 
practice, history, poetry, philosophy, and 
above all, the search for the meaning 

of the divine mystery. The Bible, im- 

portant as it is as a source of history, 

is definitely not a book of history as 
we know the term today. All that the 

Bible contains has a central theme or 

purpose. Its primary purpose is the 

reinforcement of the moral imperatives 

Placed upon man by an unseen God of 

the universe. 

We are deeply indebted to a group of 
men who have been digging below the 
earth in the lands of the Bible, These 
men have developed a unique profes- 
sion and science called archeology. 
They return to the ancient sites and 
places of the Bible, and have com- 
pleted a restoration of their civiliza- 
tion. Its buildings, temples of worship, 
the implements of living from combs 
and buttons to spears and swords, the 
people of the Bible, the manner in 
which they lived; and what they said, 
have come to real third dimensional life. 
THE READER will recall Dr. 
Glueck’s “River Jordan,” in which he 
retraced the steps of the men and 
giants who wrote the history of the 


worlf’s religions along its banks. We 


see the Jordan as a river on a map. 
He saw it as a weird stream twisting 


and tearing from the sweet waters of 
the sea of Galilee to the bitter waste 
of the Dead Sea. From the place to 
the east Nelson Glueck visualized Moses 
on Mount Nebo looking long at the 
promised land into which he was never 
fated to cross. Having recalled his 
earlier work, it is with a real feeling of 
exultation that we take in hand his 
latest addition to the field of afcheblogy. 
The Negev is a desert area ‘Of little 
more than 4000 square miles extending 
between Egypt and Jordan to the Gulf 
of Aqaba. This bridgehead between the 
east and the west has been the site of 
the trade routes and civilizations since 
the 4th millenium B.C, Here he was 
able to identify a whole series of 
civilizations which flourished and died 
over the centuries. Dr. Glueck des- 
cribes the Negev “as land of sharp con- 
trasts, of surprising fertility and ex- 
treme barrenness, of delicate flowers 
and fierce bushes armed with tearing 
spikes... it is a land of great heat 
by day and bitter cold by night... 
It is a strong land of wide horizons and 
open spaces where divinity once made 
itself apparent and where sturdy pio- 
neers seek again to strike roots.” 
EACH AGE IN THE NEGEV had 
its own peculiarities, and each segment 
of the earth’s surface possessed unique 
characteristics which make it different 
from any other. The most natural point 
of departure for the study of the Negev 
was from a city called the Well of the 
Seven, the name for the Biblical Beer- 
sheba of Genesis 21, Its geographical 
location made it famous as a meeting 


place, market place and atiministrative 


center, Unlike other places whose 
names have disappeared Beer-sheba re- 
mained faithful to its present position

through all the ups and downs of good 
fortune. The new pioneers returned 
to this home of their ancestors. It was 
natural and perhaps no accident that 
the census figures of the modern Beer- 
sheba should have jumped from 500 
to approximately 40,000 within the first 
decade of its existence in the modern 
state of Israel. 

Without doubt, one of the most in- 
triguing chapters is the description of 
the Nabateans. The Nabateans were a 
group of people who came out of the 
Arabian desert and dominated the Ne- 
gev for about 300 years. They were 
a story book people with almost magical 
accomplishments, exciting architecture 
and imaginative agriculture. Towers and 
temples were carved out of rock. Al- 
most everything to which they put 
their hands reflected their genius. These 
bold architects carved the buildings out 
of solid rock as if they were slicing 
through butter. 


DR. GLUECK’S STYLE is sim- 
ple, free flowing and lucid. The book 
abounds not only in scientific archaeo- 
logical data, but is well annotated with 
Biblican references for the serious stu- 
dent of the Bible. The photographs 
add to the vividness and drama of the 
story of the “Rivers in the Desert.” 
It is a tribute to the scholarship of Dr. 
Glueck who is president of the Hebrew 
Union College—Jewish Institute of Re- 
ligion. His ability to communicate his 
lifetime of Biblical knowledge has made 
the Negev come to life as more than 
another land where there once walked 
the spiritual giants of the earth. God 
walked abroad in it and the divine pur- 
pose was made manifest there of old. 
In “Rivers of the Desert” our author 
has created a Living Bible,

WHEN LOVELY woman 
stoops to folly, she not only 
betrays her husband and her- 
self—she is carried along a 
fatal course to death itself 
in the wreckage of her pas- 
sion.

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What! Fun in Downtown St. Louis? 


Inviting Possibilities of the Pedestrian Mall 


By GEORGE McCUE 


THE YEARS IN WHICH 5&t. 
Louis turned its back on the creeping 
decrepitude of its downtown now seem, 
at long last. to be nearing an end. 

The tall towers of digging and drill- 
ing equipment are bobbing ponderously 
up and down in a deep excavation be- 
tween Olive and Pine streets, carving 
out the site of an underground garage. 
Foundation walls of six apartment build- 
ings already stand, ready for 13 stories 
of living quarters to rise up from each 
of them—space for 1090 households. 
Demolition is beginning in the Mill 
Creek Valley section, where more apart- 
ments and homes will shortly take their 
places in a new kind of urban commu- 
nity. 

The Eero Saarinen arch is expected to 
be standing above the St. Louis skyline 
by 1963, setting off a riverfront develop- 
ment that will include numerous invit- 
ing features. A new bridge will com- 
plement the Eads Bridge to help frame 
the arch’s spectacular design. It is be- 
ginning to seem that a downtown sta- 
dium is indicated. Plans are drawn for 
a new Federal office building just west 
of Kiel Auditorium, and a State office 
building is already being built at Broad- 
way and Washington avenue. 


ALL THAT HAS happened so far, 
and all that is in immediate prospect 
has to do with the perimeter of the cen- 
tral downtown area. The big nugget 
is still in the rough, and what is done 
there—in the area west of the riverfront 
to Twelfth boulevard, between Market 
street and Washington avenue—un- 
doubtedly will represent the final big 
decision for downtown St. Louis. 


The polishing of the big nugget will 
take place according to a master plan 
that will be drafted during the next 
several months by the City Plan Com- 
mission. 

This plan will represent ideas from 
many sources. It probably will end up 
somewhere between the hard realities 
of downtown economics and the beauti- 
ful dreams of those of us who like to 
think that by some wild stretch of the 
imagination, and by some sort of super- 
human persuasion, the idea may take 
hold that coming downtown can be fun. 


The microscopic germs of this ex- 
travagant dream began circulating dur- 
ing the last Christmas season, when 
Downtown in St. Louis, Inc., engaged 
three groups of strolling musicians in 
costume to play and sing carols. An- 
other encouraging sign is the presence 
of the red and white striped trash cans 
on street corners and at mid-block 
points in the main shopping area. 
THIS MAY SEEM TO BE a small 
step forward, indeed, but a trash can 
plays, in its small way, as vital a role in 
the refurbished downtown as will the 
590-foot stainless steel riverfront arch, 
in its big way. It won’t do us a bit of 
good to have an arch in a riverfront 
park, a stadium, expressways and new 
apartment buildings if we neglect the 
necessary innovations at the other end 
of the scale—the decent housekeeping, 
the pleasant surroundings on the side- 
walk level and relief from the bigness 
of it all with some inviting touches on 
the human scale. 

These, it seems certain, will have to 
include the unscrambling of the pedes- 
trian and the automobile, It is becom- 
ing more clear every day that those two 
incompatible elements of downtown 
traffic are going to have to be sepa- 
rated, the needs of each recognized and 
each given its proper place in the urban 
core. 

The proper place of the automobile, 
it is generally agreed by city planners, 
is in a parking lot on the fringe. And 
the place of the pedestrian is the en- 


tire, unencumbered range of the shop- 
ping and entertainment core, which he 
reaches from the parking lot by some 
sort of public transportation that puts 
him within easy reach of where he 
wants to go. 

A plan for downtown St. Louis drawn 
by Architect Harris Armstrong proposes 
inclosed overhead moving sidewalks, 
like conveyor belts, that would cross the 
shopping district at several points, de- 
livering pedestrians to their choice of 
shopping facilities. Armstrong suggests 
that construction of a downtown sta- 
dium would presuppose a large parking 
area in that vicinity on the near south 
side, and another lot would be indicated 
on the north fringe. With sidewalk con- 
veyors, the only vehicular access needed, 
according to this plan, would be a 
couple of cross streets for delivery 
trucks, vehicles for the infirm and 
busses, and these streets could be cut 
through below street level. 


SEVERAL CITIES have already 
experimented with cutting off a few 
downtown streets and giving them over 
entirely to people on foot. These have 
not been unqualified successes, but their 
main difficulties grew out of a lack of 
substitute space for the displaced auto- 
mobiles and the cutting off of delivery 
routes. 


Architectural Forum magazine re- 
ported recently that more positive re- 
sults were noted when the pedestrian 
mall experiment was more carefully 
planned. Grand Haven, Mich., closed 
off two blocks for a 10-day trial last 
summer and extended it to 26 days. 
Shoppers and most of the merchants re- 
ceived it favorably, and that city is now 
enlarging its rear-lot parking program 
with the likelihood that a permanent 
mall can be worked out. 


Kalamazoo, Mich., with 57,700 popu- 
lation, is undertaking a full-scale plan 
worked out by Architect Victor Gruen. 
It will convert land on the downtown 
fringe to parking space adequate for the 
core, put in a large central park and 
pedestrian greenways, with building ar- 
rangements unified by patterned paving

and arcade canopies. Small electric 
busses will shuttle shoppers to major 
points within the center. 

The currently outstanding pedestrian 
mall is the Lijnbaan in Rotterdam, 
where an area bombed out in the war 
has been rebuilt as a model pedestrian 
shopping street. Several cities in 
Sweden, Italy and Germany have in- 
augurated similar plans. 


ST. LOUIS COULD do itt. It 
wouldn’t be as easy as falling off a log, 
but it wouldn’t be as hard as letting our 
downtown go down the drain. 

Office workers who have been on the 
streets in past years just before the 
start of major parades, when the police 
have had Olive and Locust streets closed 
off, have experienced the uplifting feel- 
ing of relief at having entire streets to 
themselves—free to wander back and 
forth anywhere without dodging cars 
or breathing exhaust fumes. 

Could not St. Louis take advantage of 
the next occasion of this kind—perhaps 
the spring cleanup parade put on by 
city schools—to extend the traffic-free 
period to three hours or so? Parades 
usually start at noon; why not stretch 
the cleared-street time to, say, 3 p.m., 
and invite everybody downtown for a 
dry run at being human beings? 

Department stores might set up side- 
walk displays. A few potted shrubs 
would help with the temporary illusion 
of plantings. Maybe somebody would 
like to take a flier at a quick sidewalk 
cafe operation. 

The time might be extended further 
by limiting the experiment to one or 
two cross-streets and confining it to 
single blocks. We wouldn't want to set 
the whole idea back a hundred years 
by taking in too much territory and 
having it fall flat. But just a little area 
where we can walk without being told 
“Walk,” and where we can pause be- 
cause we want to, and not because a 
light reads “Don’t walk!” 

If that day should come, I hereby 
pledge to celebrate it by buying a derby 
hat, cocking it over one eye, firing up a 
50-cent cigar and winking at every 
pretty girl on the pedestrian mall,

Betsy and the Creative Accident 


How Chimpanzee-Painting Fits Into Esthetic Standards 


By H. W. JANSON 


TWO YEARS AGO the Baltimore 
News Post ran a picture of a painting 
by Betsy, a chimpanzee in the Balti- 
more Zoo. Betsy’s discoverer and 
sponsor, the Zoo director, put a group 
of her paintings on public display, and 
a number of them were sold. The 
story was picked up by the wire serv- 


ices and became, for a moment, national 


front-page news. 

One art critic confessed he saw no 
clear-cut way to distinguish Betsy's 
work from Abstract Expressionism, the 
dominant trend in present-day painting. 
Both, he pointed out, could be described 
as highly uncommunicative, uncritical, 
personal, spontaneous, exploiting chance 
effects, emphasizing the act of painting 
as an end in itself and thus rejecting 
all references to the outside world. 

The resemblance of Betsy’s work to 
Abstract Expressionism is too real to 
be disregarded. There is indeed no 
clear-cut way to tell the two apart in 
every instance. 

OUR FIRST PROBLEM, THEN, 
is how to classify Betsy's efforts. Can 
they be termed works of art? The 
question is less simple than it may 
seem, for no one fully knows what a 
work of art is. (Biologists and bio- 
chemists find it equally troublesome to 
define a living organism as against 
dead matter.) We must, I believe, in- 
sist that the making of works of art 
is an exclusively human activity. But 
is it not obvious that Betsy’s canvases 
can at best claim to be poor relations 
of true works of art? The difficulty here 


- Jies in what we mean by man-made. 


The Greeks, who were the first to 
give any thought to the problem, re- 
garded manual work as base and men- 
ial: therefore, they tended to view the 
artist’s mental activity as something

than the work of his hands. The visible, 
@ateriah work of art was to them 


merely an imperfect echo of the in- 
visible “original” in the artist’s head. 
The Early Renaissance offers us the 
first evidence that works of art were 
coming to be valued as embodiments of 
the artist’s individual styles. The new 
attitude gradually gave rise to a special 
appreciation of tentative, unfinisHed and 
fragmentary works such as drawings 
and sketches. The artist’s hand was 
now viewed as a kind of seismographic 
needle recording every impulse of his 
mind. 
IMPRESSIONISM WAS THE 
first movement in art whose very name 
proclaimed the victory of the sketch 
over the finished picture, of the How 
over the What, of Becoming over Being, 
of immediacy and spontaneity over de- 
liberation. Yet the Impressionists and 
their successors — Fauves, Expression- 
ists, Cubists—remained traditional in 
one respect; they still produced “like- 
nesses,” however tenuous their link 
with external reality. 


In 1913 Braque and Picasso began to 
produce papiers colles and similar con- 
structions of cut and pasted pieces of 
paper, bits of wood or other scraps of 
their material environment. The choice 
of ingredients was often accidental and 
assembling them required only the most 
elementary kind of manual dexterity, 
but the best collages are masterpieces 
of controlled design. The Dadaists re- 
volted against the formal severity of 
the invention; instead of cutting paper 
they tore it and arranged pieces ‘‘ac- 
cording to the laws of chance.” 

The making of a work of art thus 
became “a lucky accident,” and the 
artist’s creative act was to make it 
possible for the accident to happen and 
to recognize it when it did. The ulti- 
mate expression of this attitude were 
the objets trouves, “found objects,” of 
Marcel Duchamp. He “found” certain 
mass-produced, everyday objects of our 
industrial civilization whieh he dis

played, with intriguing titles, in Dada- 
ist exhibitions. Clearly these were his 
creations, even though he had not made 
them. 

IF WE ACKNOWLEDGE objets 
trouves as authentic works of art—and 
I believe we must, however limited we 
may think their scope—then we shall 
have to extend the same recognition to 
Betsy's efforts; for they, too, are “man- 
made” even though painted by infra-hu- 
man hands. It was Betsy's keeper that 
watcned for the “lucky accident” and 
snatched the canvas away from her at 
the strategic moment. If he had some 
familiarity with Abstract Expression- 
ism, he is likely to see “snatch-worthy” 
accidents with some genuine esthetic 
appeal, and the credit must go to the 
snatcher. 

We are, of course, free to reject the 
entire “accident-prone” esthetic, but we 
cannot legitimately do so on the ground 
that it is not art. 

The exploitation of the accidental is 
an essential aspect of all art, whether 
the artist takes advantage of chance 
formations in nature, as he did on the 
walls of caves in the Old Stone Age, 
or causes his own “accidents” on can- 
vas, There is an element of the un- 
expected, of chance discovery, even in 
the most deliberate and controlled ar- 
tistic effort, although it may be so 
thoroughly hidden by formal conven- 
tion that its presence can only be sur- 
mised. 

What distinguishes the artist of today 
in this respect is his comparative free- 
dom from formal conventions (they are 
not wholly lacking even now, and prob- 
ably never will be) and a far greater 
awareness of the ‘creative accident,”

Classical Records

A RECORDING of Schubert's “Trout” Quintet has brought 
together the English pianist Denis Matthews and the Vienna 
Konzerthaus Quartet. It is a happy collaboration for a work 
that is more notable for its easy lyrical flow than its dramatic 
contrasts. A few pundits apparently believe that a composi- 
tion of this size should have a greater diversity of mood and 
that the sonata form—used in several movements—should 
blow up more of a storm in some part of its exposition sec- 
tion. These objections seem rather academic when applied 
to a work which enjoys such great popularity both among 
musicians and the public. 

Certainly its long melodies and their numerous tributaries 
are strikingly beautiful and it is a rare listener who finds the 
quintet uninteresting as a whole. Matthews plays with a 
rippling fluency and the quartet sound is beautifully blended 
into a mellow texture. (Vanguard, Stereolab, one record.) 
THE SONG-LIKE character of Schubert’s thematic mate- 
rial is also predominant in the eight Impromptus of Opus 90 
and Opus 142, even though these works contain a number of 
ingenious pianistic figurations. Each has its own character, 
sometime intense, sometime quietly introspective, sometime 
suggestive of an underlying tension, 

The recording is by Jorge Demus, the young Austrian 
pianist who plays the impromptus in an intimate, unforced 
style that suits their character. The piano tone is good when 
heard through a stereophonic system even though the record- 
ing was made for monaural reproduction. (Decca, Monaural, 
one record.) 

NICOLE HENRIOT-SCHWEITZER gives a perceptive 
reading of Ravel's Concerto in G in a recorded performance 
with the Boston Symphony Orchestra under Charles Munch. 
The orchestra too has an appropriate crispness and brightness 
even though the reproduction is not as good as one might ex- 
pect from the RCA-Victor engineers in forte and fortissimo 
passages. Ravel composed this work following a visit to the 
United States which could account for the jazz motifs and 
coloring. These influences are well assimilated, however, into 
a mixture whose character and design are thoroughly French. 
The second side of the recording is devoted to Vincent 
d’Indy’s “Symphony on a Mountain Air,” a fresh, windblown 
work that uses the same theme for each of its three move- 
ments. The piano part, here, is only another voice in the 
orchestra but even with this in mind Miss Henriot-Schweitzer’s 
contribution seems much too diffident. The orchestra does 
well by the atmospheric quality of the symphony, (RCA- 
Victor, Monaural, one record.) 

JUSSI BJOERLING’S STYLE and vocal freshness has 
never been more impressive than in his newly released re- 
cording of operatic arias. Several overworked favorites such 
as “Una Furtiva Lagrima” from Donizetti’s “L’Elisir d’Amore”’ 
and Verdi's “Celeste Aida” are ranged with the less familiar 
Lenski’s aria from Tchaikowsky’s “Eugene Onegin” and 
Viadimir’s Cavatina from Borodin’s “Prince Igor” to provide a 
thoroughgoing test of the lyric tenor’s art. Bjoerling produces 
a bright, pure quality throughout the whole set of excerpts 
and colors them with the appropriate emotion. The accom- 
panying orchestra is not identified. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, 
one record.) 

When a singer is classified as a lyric tenor it should mean 
that he is capable of delivering a long phrase with maximum 
fluency, sweetness and fineness of shading. The term also 
has connotations of lightness which give him special qualifi- 
cations for such roles as Almaviva in “The Barber of Seville” 
or Des Grieux in “Manon.” Bjoerling has no such limitation. 
His dramatic intensity makes him suitable for any operatic 
role except possibly Otello and the Wagnerian leads which 
even Caruso wouldn't attempt,

Festival Programs 


AS THE MAJOR MUSIC season draws to a close in 
St. Louis and other cities, preparation picks up for music 
festivals in this country and abroad. One of the earliest, and 
most important, will be the third annual Casals Festival at 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, which will run from May 1 through 
May 22. This year Leslie Parnas, principal cellist, and Alfred 
J. Genovese, principal oboist, of the St. Louis Orchestra, will 
play in the festival orchestra—Parnas for the second succes- 
Sive year. 

Pablo Casals, internationally celebrated cellist who founded 
the festival, will play in eight of the 12 concerts and will 
conduct the last one. This will be the first appearance by 
Casals, who is 82 years old, as conductor at the festival. He 
recently conducted the first concert by the new Puerto Rico 
Symphony Orchestra. 

Soloists will be Eileen Farrell, soprano; Mitchell Lurie, 
clarinetist: Mieczyslaw Horszowski, Rudolf Serkin, Jesus Maria 
Sanroma and Eugene Istomin, pianists, and Isaac Stern, vio- 
linist. 

AN OUTSTANDING FESTIVAL event will take 
place in Santa Fe, N.M., when Igor Stravinsky conducts the 
Santa Fe Opera Company in his new work “Threni: Lamen- 
tations of the Prophet Jeremiah for Orchestra, Chorus and 
Soloists.” The performance will be given in the Cathedral 
of St. Francis on July 12. The work had its premiere at the 
Venice International Music Festival last summer. “Threni” 
was first presented in this country at New York’s Town Hall 
in January. Other Santa Fe Opera offerings will be Doni- 
zetti's “Anna Bolena,” Johann Strauss’s “Die Fledermaus,” 


Marc Blitzstein’s “Regina,” Mozart’s “Abduction From the 
Seraglio,”’ Puccini's “Madame Butterfy” and Rossini’s “The 
Barber of Seville.”

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Theologian on Art wr 
Tillich Views ‘Ultimate Reality’ .

NEW YORK. 
DR. PAUL TILLICH, now at Harvard and for over 
20 years professor of philosophical theology at Union Theo- 
logical Seminary and at Columbia University, recently held 
in raptest attention an audience gathered at the Museum of 
Modern Art to hear him discuss “Ultimate Reality and Art.” 

What Tillich had to say was profoundly meaningful. Hardly 
less significant was the mere fact of his being there, since it 
signalized a new dimension to the museum's program. More — 
than any other institution in America, and perhaps in the 
world, the Modern Museum has brought the art of our time 
acutely into the awareness of the general public. Now, appar- 
ently, it realizes that exhibiting the newest and most experi- 
mental esthetic expressions to an audience, which, largely 
through the museum's own efforts, seems ready to accept - 
immediately the most unorthodox works. is not enough. ~ 

Its task now must be to relate new art ideas to new thought 
in other fields and so expand the understanding of both artists 
and public. 

The Tillich lecture was the first in a series titled “Dimen- 
sions 1959,” being presented by the museum’s junior council. 


TILLICH DISCUSSED IMPLICITLY religious 
art that expresses in any style at all the artist’s search for 
ultimate meaning in terms of his own culture. The range of 
artists the Protestant theologian cited as having successfully 
expressed the fundamental relation of man to what he calls 
ultimate reality (God, if you like, or, in Tillich’s own words, 
the “something remaining in the flux of transitoriness and 
finitude”) reached from Piero della Francesca to Jackson 
Pollock, Van Gogh to Miro, Seurat to Kandinsky, Jacques 
Lipchitz to Richard Lippold, Poussin to Picasso. 

Essentially, Tillich said, five elements appear in the his- 
torical styles in East and West through which ultimate reality 
becomes manifest in works of art. 

One of these is generally called magic-realism. Artists 
working in this vein depict ordinary things in a way that 
makes them mysterious. Di Chirico, Tanguy and Chagall are 
artists who unite the appreciation of particular things with a 
cosmic significance. But the danger inherent in this style, 
said Tillich, is that “The line between artificial symbolism 
and the symbolic power of things as bearers of ultimate 
reality” is a very fine one. 


THE SECOND TYPE Is mystical-pantheistic art, as we 
know it in Chinese landscapes in which air and water sym- 
bolize cosmic unity and individual rocks or branches hardly 
dare emerge to an independent existence. The last decade of 
non-objective painting in America, believes Tillich, is domi- 
nated by this concept. In it, he said, artists do not depict 
ultimate reality directly but employ basic structural elements 
of reality, like colors, line, planes, cubes, as symbols for that 
which transcends reality. Here the danger is that the attempt 
to express ultimate reality by annihilating immediate reality 
can result in works in which nothing is expressed at all. 

The third type of art cited by Tillich is realism. Such art, 
he pointed out, need not be imitative if it can show us truths 
in the world that are lost in our daily-life encounter with it 

“The humility of accepting the given,” said Tillich, can 

make such art a manifestation of ultimate reality. This style 
also embraces critical realism, as exemplified in the work of 
Bosch, Breughel, Goya, Daumier, Ensor and Munch. It is the 
artistic form in which such works are cast that separates 
critical realism from simple fascination with the ugly. The 
danger here is of its becoming merely intellectual pseudo- 
criticism, “falling into a negativity without hope.” 
THE IDEALISTIC ART which sees God in man and 
man in God here and now, in spite of all human weakness, 
is the fourth type. If painting and sculpture in this style 
imply “anticipation of the highest possibilities of a being,” 
it is certainly a medium for the experience of “ultimate 
reality.” The great danger here lies in confusing idealism 
with a superficially and sentimentally beautifying (and thus 
basically dishonest) realism. 

The fifth, and to Tillich, the art style that has indicated 
the strongest affinity to religion is expressionism, This 
ecstatic-spiritual type of art “accepts the individual things 
and persons, it is realistic and mystical, it criticizes and an- 
ticipates, it is restless and yet pointing to eternal rest.” It is 
the art of Byzantium, of Romanesque and Gothic churches, 
of artists of our own time like Van Gogh. But ecstasy can be 
confused with sputtering, formless over-excitement, and “if a 
work of art expresses only the subjectivity of the artist it 
remains arbitrary and does not penetrate into reality itself.” 

Every great work of art, said Tillich. since it expresses as 
intensely as possible the power of being, expresses ultimate 
reality. So, indeed, because it is an affirmation of life, does 


that “first and fundamental! courage, the courage to paint, 
to be radical.”

Men Swing 


To Gardens 
From Golf

NEW YORK (UPI)—Look to 
your laurels, ladies. 

The men are digging their 
way into gardening in rapidly 
growing numbers. You still 
outdo them, but at the rate the 
men ar@ cultivating this hobby. 
one day they may be walking 
off with the blue ribbons for 
begonias, roses, orchids and 
other flora. 


This I gather from a man 
fittingly named Spader, who is 
executive secretary of the 
Men’s Garden Clubs of Amer- 
ica. “Sure I take a lot of 
kidding because of my name,” 
said George A. Spader, of 
Morrisville, N.Y. “But I also 
capitalize on it.” 


Spader, a retired professor 
of horticulture, said the men’s 
clubs have 9000 members in 
196 affiliates around the coun- 
try. “The ladies,” he added, 
“have about 43 clubs to one of 
ours. But we're’ increasing 
rapidly. 

“It's impossible to estimate 
the number of men hobbyists. 
We know it’s enormous. And a 
lot of experts Say that garden- 
ing is the most important 
pastime or avocation in Amer- 
ica today with men and women.” 

Perfect Avocation. 

Men are taking up the hobby 
for several reasons, said Spader. 
Their basic love of growing 
things — ‘it is watching the 
miracle of life unfold,” said 
one estatic hobbyist.

“The women should encour- 
age us gardeners,” said Presi- 
dent Alfred S. Knowlton, coun- 
sel for the eastern railroads.

Knowlton’s hobby includes 


two greenhouses—one with or- 
chids, one with camellias—and 
one and a half acres of. the 
flowers and shrubs at his Essex 
Fells, N.J., home. 

He said hobbyists represent 
a pretty good occupational 
cross-section. The New York 
club has bankers, stockbrok- 
ers, doctors, lawyers, advertis- 
ing men, writers, policemen, 
clerks and railroaders as mem- 
bers.

“All of us have more time 
than we realize,” said Knowl- 
ton.

Among the first to bloom, of course, are the crocuses. with 
their green spears and cheery little cups of white and gold.

Sunshine and February Gold 
Then there is the winsome 
little Virginia daffodil, which 
often blooms beside old build- 
ings on forgotten roads.

It is interesting to note that 
all of these early flowers are 
either white or gold. So also 
are the blooms of such early 
shrubs as Fragrant honey- 
suckle, the Cornelian cherry, 
and forsythia. It has been sug- 
gested that Nature thus makes 
a gentle transition from the 
dull, uninviting browns and 
greens of winter to the riotous 
rainbow hues of Maytime.

As aomatter of fact, it is pos- 
sible to improve the landscape 
scene by rearranging bulbs 
that are already growing in the 
garden. Littte colonies of 
crocuses, for example, may be 
lifted and replanted, if they 
are dug with plenty of earth 
around them, so that the roots 
are not disturbed. 

Naturalized daffodil plants 
ean sometimes be made more 
effective if some are moved to 
( 


the frost and 
other locations while they are 
still in bloom. Before digging, 
however, it is wise to explore 
carefully, to see how deep the 
bulbs are planted. If they are 
dug with a goodly chunk of 
earth around their roots, they 
are much more likely to settle 
down happily. 


When bulbs are moved, the 
flowers may wilt and die. This 
is of no great importance if 
the foliage is undamaged. The 
leaves of tulips, daffodils and 
cther bulbs should be allowed 
to grow and mature, for they 
are needed to manufacture the 
food that goes into next year’s 
bulb. When this important 
task is completed, the leaves 
give the signal by first turning 
yellow and then disappearing. 

Transplanted bulbs (and oth- 


ers, too) will benefit if they 
are fed in the after-flowering 
period. At this time they need 


encouragement, for they must 
work hard to produce the em- 
bryonic flowers and foliage, 
plus stored-up food, for next 
year's crop of bloom. 

After the foliage has ripened 
(so that it may easily be pulled 
off), bulbs may be lifted and 
divided If possible, they 
should be stored in a cool, dry 
spot during the summer. String 
mesh sacks used originally for 
oranges and onions make good 
containers. However, it’s best 
not to crowd too many bulbs 
into the same sack. Good air 
circulation is needed to pre- 
vent infections and rot. 

Trying to dig and store tulips 
may not be worth the effort, 
since these bulbs tend to peter 
out in this climate. Moreover, 
they are very fussy about stor- 
ge temperatures. In Holland 
the growers keep their bulbs in 
air-conditioned storage rooms. 

Plantings of daffodils and nar- 
cissi do tend to become over- 
crowded, so that they run to 
leaves and have fewer and 
fewer blooms. Many gardeners 
find it easier to divide these 
bulbs soon after the flowering 
season, when the leaves are still 
there to mark the spot. This 
may sacrifice some bloom but 
will do no permanent damage 
to the bulbs. Moreover, re- 
planting the daffodils at this 
time makes it easier to achieve 
a desired landscaping effect. 

After a clump has been dug, 
the accompanying earth should 
be washed away from it. Then 
the larger “daughter bulbs” can 
easily be pulled away from the 
“parent” and planted separately. 
Any plump double-nosed or 
‘proody” bulbs (with progeny 
firmly attached) should not be 
divided for another year. 
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Gardening Through Winter 
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Roses Grow in All 
Sections of Nation, 


Popular for Many Uses

Roses, probably the most 
popular of all garden flowers, 
are grown in all sections of 
the country. Varieties are 
available for planting on lawns 
and borders, for arbor, trellis, 
bedding, hedges and ground- 
cover, and as specimen tree 
roses and cut flowers. 

In purchasing rose bushes, it 
is wise to buy plants from a 
reliable dealer, one whom you 
know and who will guarantee 
his stock, Members of the 
Nurserymen's Association 
grade plants and mark them 
as follows: No. 1 (the best), 
No. 142 ‘(second grade), No. 2, 
and culls. A No. 1 two-year 
field-grown rose may cost a 
little more, but it will pay in 
the long run, being a healthier 
bush with a longer life ex- 
pectancy. 

Unless you desire the newer 
varieties, you need not buy the 
expensive patented roses to get 
a good rose collection, as some 
of the highest rated roses are

among the standard group, in 
which No. 1 two-year field- 
grown roses sell for $1.25 to 
$1.50. 

The American Rose Society 
publishes a variety and rating 
list yearly. You may get this 
list from any member of the 
Rose Society of Greater St. 
Louis or from the American 
Rose Society, 4048 Roselea 
place, Columbus 14, Ohio. 

Roses will grow successfully 
in any good garden soil that is 
well drained. I do not mean 
surface drainage. Water should 
be carried away from the roots. 
Roses require plenty of mois- 
ture but resent wet feet. 

Heavy clay can be loosened 
by the addition of sand, com- 
post or peat moss. Well rotted 
manure, superphosphate or 
bone meal will also improve 
fertility and texture of the soil. 

Spread the Roots. 

Dig the hole in advance wide 
enough to accommodate the en- 
tire root system without crowd- 
ing. Build a mound the 
center of the hole and spread

Bare-root roses may be. 
planted in early spring or fall;

Spring planting has been my 
preference, as I feel the plants 
have become thoroughly dor- 
mant by the time they are dug.

They should be 
away from trees (whose roots 


will take moisture and nu- 
trients from the bushes) and 
not too close to buildings 
where reflected heat will burn 
the plants, Space about two | 
feet apart to provide better air 
circulation and reduce the 
chance of spreading disease. 


The main purpose of pruning 
is to improve the appearance 
of plants, remove dead wood 
and enhance quality and quan- 
tity of flowers. Different types 
of roses require different 
methods of pruning. 

Hybrid Teas and Floribunda 
roses, which may have long 
canes that whip in winter 
winds, can be pruned after the 
first hard freeze. Then in

and crossing canes, If you want 
exhibition Hybrid Tea roses, 


cut back to eight to 10 inches 


from the ground. If more roses 
per bush are desired, prune to 
15 to 20 inches. 
Use Good Mulch. 

Climbers and shrub roses 
should be pruned after their 
blooming period. This will 
stimulate new growth and de- 
velop laterals on which next 


year’s flowers are borne. Large- 


flowered everblooming 
climbers should not be pruned 


as severely as hardy climbers, 


as they do not produce as much 
growth each year. 

A good mulch material will 
conserve valuable moisture 
during summer months and aid 
in keeping root systems cool. 
Ground corncobs, peat moss, 
dried grass clippings, rotted 
sawdust, leaf mold or compost 
may be used. It’s a good idea 
to fertilize the roses before ap- 


plying mulch. 


I find that planting ivy 
among the roses is a good weed 
prevention and eliminates the 
need for cultivation. It is also 
a winter protection.

Pests Big Problem. 


| Pests are the greatest prob- 
lem of the rose grower. A 
healthy plant is less suscep- 
tible to attacks from disease 
and pests than a sick plant. 
Start dusting or spraying as 
soon as the new leaves appear 
on bushes and keep up a reg- 
ular schedule all season. 

The worst plague, black spot, 
was particularly troublesome 
the past two seasons, due to 
humid weather. Fermate is 
especially effective for black 
spot. Lime sulphur is a good 
dormant spray but should be 
used only when temperature 
is below 75 degrees. It tends 
to burn the foliage in warm- 
er weather. A lime, sulphur 
and Fermate combination is 
effective against mildew and 
black spot. — 

More damage is done to my 
plants by the rose borer, an 
insect that enters a cut cane 
and lays eggs, sometimes kill- 
ing the cane to the bud. The 
only preventive is to paint the 
canes with shellac or tree paint 
as you cut.

_ At least a dozen factors all 
have to be right if you want to 
grow a plant successfully in 
your garden. There are prob- 
| lems of soil, watering, of feed- 
| ing, of disease and pest con- 
trol, of shading and of expos- 
ure, but one usually overlooked 


is the problem of climate. 

Each plant has its own spe- 
cial needs for temperature. 
Some will grow only under cool 
conditions — such as peas, 
sweetpeas, and nasturtiums. 
Others, such as corn and soy- 
beans, will grow best when 
temperatures are high. 

Still others need a period of 
cold weather between sum- 
/mers. Most deciduous trees be- 
have that way. A peach or 
pear tree, for instance, will not 
leaf out in spring unless they 
are subjected to a cold winter 
a year and a half beforehand. 

It is interesting that for 
many plants the temperature 
during night is critical. For in- 
stance, when we try to grow 
tomatoes they will produce 
fruits only when the night tem- 
peratures are between 60 and 
68 degrees. This means that 
in spring and autumn the night 
temperatures are too low for 
tomatoes to set fruit. In hot 
summers, on the other hand, 
the night temperatures may be 
/too high, and again the to- 

matoe plants do not set fruit. 
_ In any climate where the 
night temperatures are regu- 
larly between 60 and 68 de- 
grees, tomato production is 
good, no matter whether the 
days are cool or hot. This may 
explain why in many years 
we have difficulties in toma- 
' to production in our gardens 
_around St. Louis. 
| Potatoes are able to grow 
over a wide range of tempera- 
tures, but tubers are formed 
only when the nights are be- 
tween 50 and 60 degrees. 
Therefore, we cannot grow to- 
matoes and potatoes success- 
fully at the same time. For 
potato production, a climate 
with really cool summers is 
ideal, such as in Maine or 
Idaho. 
| There are many plants which 
| have not been studied in this 
respect, so that we still do not 
know their preferences as to 
temperature and climate.

is fun if you do it comfortably 
and successfully indoors. The | 
basement is an ideal place. | 
Just set a table against a wall 
and on it place a pan about 
two feet wide, four feet long | 
and two inches deep, made 
from sheet aluminum. | 

The pan is easily made (by | 
you or a tinsmith) by snipping 
the corners and turning up| 
the edges. Hold this form in| 
position by nailing cleats to 
the bench or table top on all 
sides of the pan. Seal the 
corners with roofing cement. 

About 15 inches above this

Soil Test 
May Reveal 
Garden Ills

CHICAGO—A gardener or 
home owner who is having dif- 
ficulty in growing good flowers 
or vegetables often will find it 
advantageous to have a soil 
analysis. 

The simplest of the soil tests 
is for acidity or alkalinity. This 
is an over-all indication of soil 
health, just as a blood pressure 
check is an over-all indication 
of human health. 


This is important to know, 
because the degree of soil acid- 
itv greatly affects the availa- 
bility of the essential chemical 
elements. 

Soil scientists say that in just 
one handful of soil there are 
millions of microbes. These mi- 
crobes. These microbes do many 
amazing things, including the 
all-important job of releasing 
nutrients to young plants, If 
your soil is too sour or too 
sweet, these organisms are hin- 
dered in their plant-feeding ac- 
tivity. 

Extensive tests of garden 
soils have indicated that a great 
many were too sour or too 
sweet and could be improved 
by taking simple corrective 
steps. 

Seven Is Neutral. 


Some gardeners assume that 
their garden needs additional 
lime. However, if the alkalin- 
ity of the soil is high, more 
lime might make it impossible 
for certain trace elements to be 
released to the plants. 


The degree of acidity or alka- 
linity are expressed in terms 
of pH values centering around 
a neutral point of pH7. Values 
between pH7 to 0 are acid, and 
values between pH7 and 14 are 
alkaline. 


In general, most plants grow 
best in soils having a slightly 
acid reaction. A pH value be- 
tween 5.5 and 7 seems best for 
most plants. 

Where the soil is too acid it 
can be made less acid by add- 
ing some: form of lime.

The amount of lime needed 
to raise the pH depends on the 
type of soil in your garden. 
Five pounds of lime for each 
100 square feet of soil will 
raise the alkalinity of pH of 1, 
For sandy soils, add half this 
amount; for clay soils add one 
more pound for each 100 
square feet. 

15 Elements Needed. 

Root crops such as beets or 
carrots are a good indicator of 
soil health. If your soil tests 
within the normal range and 
these varieties still do not 
thrive, you may need a more 
complete analysis. 

Soil specialists say that at 
least 15 elements are needed 
for good plant nutrition. Of 
these, carbon and oxygen are 
provided by the carbon diox- 
ide in the atmosphere, and hy- 
drogen is obtained from water. 

The three elements most 
likely to be deficient are ni- 
trogen, phosphorus and potas- 
sium. But equally essential 
are calcium, iron, magnesium 
and sulphur. The remainder 
usually are referred to as 
minor or trace elements and 
include copper, boron, manga- 
nese, molybdenum and zinc. 

The trace elements are need- 


ed in very small amounts and 


they usually are present in suf- 
ficient amounts in nearly all

NICOSIA, Cyprus, March 14 
(AP)—Eoka’s war is over and 
the wiry youths whom Britain 
called terrorists now are hailed 


as heroes on the streets of 
Nicosia. 

They do not look fierce. It is 
hard to imagine one padding 
silently along an alley, gun in 
hand, or waiting for the right 
instant to set off a land mine 
on a mountain road. 

They look more like young 
clerks, accountants, students, 
electricians, lawyers or farm- 
ers—which in fact they once 
were. 

. «The four-year war they 
fought in Eoka, the Greek Cy- 
priot underground, to free Cy- 
prus from Britain was tough 

d ruthless. A total of 393 

llings was attributed to Eoka. 

More than half the victims 
were Greek Cypriot civilians 
marked as traitors to the cause 
of enosis, or the union of Cy- 
sprus with Greece. 

Eoka did ont win enosis. On 
*tite advice of its leadership it 
Jas accepted the recently 
adopted plan for eventual in- 
dependence for Cuprus.

* How did Eoka do it? 

The answer is Col. George 
Grivas, a Cyprus-born retired 
Greek army officer with the 
pseudonym of Dighenis, who 
formed the underground, led 
it and has now disbanded it. 

“Looking back on it,” a Brit- 
tsh intelligence officer said 
after Grivas called off the bat- 
the early this week,” he was 
ruthless, absolutely fearless, 
and a good organizer to the 
nth degree. In fact, he was the 
sort of chap you would want 
on your side if you had to do 
the same thing.” 

Grivas was 56 when he land- 
ed from Rhodes on the west 
coast of Cyprus on the night of 
Nov. 9, 1954. He was called to 
Cyprus to organize a militant 
force to support Archbishop 
Makarios of the Greek Ortho- 
dox Church in his campaign 
for enosis. 

Eoka’s Inner Core. 

By the time his campaign 
opened, on April 1, 1955, he had 
around him a band of tough 


of couriers, paymasters, quar- 
termasters, recruiters and in- 
formants. 

In the years that followed, 
Eoka had successes and some 
near disasters. By mid-1956, 
British intelligence was begin- 
ning to break through. 

Even so, 1956 was the year 
that Field Marshal Lord Hard- 
ing, the British commander-in- 
chief, awoke one morning to 
find a time bomb in his bed. 

In March 1957, when Eoka 
appeared to be near defeat, 
with many of its top men dead 
or captured, Britain accepted 
a truce. Essentially, Eoka sur- 
vived because it won almost 
complete support from the 
island's 400,000 Greek Cypri-

Mountain Gangs. 

Grivas broke his organiza- 
tion down irto mountain gangs, 
village shotgun groups and two 
killer squads which worked on 
order for specific targets, 
squads waiting for “targets of 
opportunity,” couriers, leaflet 
distributors, propagandists and 
the like. Arms were smuggled 
in from the Greek mainland or 
stolen from British depots on 
the island. Explosives were 
stolen from mines. 

Except for the mountain men 
who directed the warfare and 
carried out ambushes, it was a 
part-time organization. A_vil- 
lager might perform an Eoka 
mission one day and go back 
to his crops the next. Students 
were used extensively. Prac- 
tically every schoolboy be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 17

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 
14 (AP)— Fire now looms as 
man's new coal miner. 
Underground fires would burn 
coal right where it lies, pro-| 
ducing heat to run electric tur-| 


bines, gases which could be 
transformed into gasoline or, 
other enriched fuels. 

There would be no miners 
who could be trapped under- 
ground by explosions or cave-| 
ins, as happened in recent dis- | 
asters from West Virginia to 
Nova Scotia. 

The planned, controlled fires | 
would burn coal at depths and | 
seamy thicknesses which can’t | 
be mined economically, making | 
use of billions of tons long. 
after easily available coal is 
exhausted. | 

This is the goal of men like 
Milton H. Fies of the Alabama. 
Power Co., a pioneer in the} 
fire process known as under- 
ground gasification of coal.

Hungary Reported Still Ripe 


For Revolt Despite 1956 Failure

VIENNA, March 14 (AP).—

Russian Claims. 

Russia already claims she is 
using the underground fires to 
produce gases burned in the 
steam turbines which are pro- 
ducing 60,000 kilowotts of elec- 
tric power. Russia began ex-. 
perimenting with underground 
gasification in 1932, long be- 
fore other nations became in- 
trested. 

Great Britain, increasingly 
hungry for electric power, is 
developing a pilot _plant de- 
signed to produce 5000 kilo- 
watts from the underground 
fires. This plant is scheduled 
to be operating this spring. 

The experiments in this coun- 
try have been carried on at the 
power company’s Gorgas coal- 
field 60 miles from Birming- 
ham. 

One test in 1949-51 burned 
more than 10,000 tons of coal 
in 22 months, often producing 
gases at a quality of more than 
100 British thermal units heat 
per cubic foot of gas. That's 
enough to burn and produce 
steam for an electric turbine, 
although natural gas may run 
as high as 1000 British thermal 
units. The coal burned was 130 
to 170 feet underground.

The experiments show the 
ultimate feasibility of fire min- 
ing, but there are still prib- 
lems to be solved, Fies reports.

Coal gases can also be en- 
riched to make natural gas for 
home heating, or treated chem- 
feally to produce oil, gasoline 
and other products. 

Another promising method 
uses electric current to par- 
tially burn the coal and open 
up passages through the coal 
seams.

Oil Under Pressure 


Gasification engineers, bor- | 


rowing ideas from the oil in- | 


dustry, also are forcing high 
density oils and sands down 
into coal seams under high 
pressure to break or fracture 
the seams. The sand grains 
prop open the crack made by 
the fracture. This permits the 
easier passage of air through 
coal and better burning once 
the fires are begun. 
Fire-mining could tap enor- 
mous reserves of coal which 
can't be utilized any other way. 
Fies said it is estimated this 
country has three trillion tons 
of coal reserves—estimated on 
a 100 per cent basis — if we 
could use all of it found down 
to a depth of 3000 feet, and in 
seams 14 inches thick or more. 
Fies thinks we should push 
along harder on fire-mining. 
In 10 years, he estimates. the 
cost of making gasoline from 
coal gases could be competi-

The average bearskin cap 
usually needs professional 
touching up after two years of 
use, but the bulk of it may 
stand up for 50 years or more. 

One model sent in last week 
for a going-over had been 
made, according to the label, 
by Silberston’s father in 1914.

BANGOR, Maine, March 14 
(AP) — Bangor, named for a 
hymn, is reliving its lusty, sin- 
ful past. 

The town is observing its 
125th anniversary with a year- 
long celebration. It's first 
mavor took office March 17,

Bangor is now a staid com- 
m rceial community of 32,000, 
the distribution center of the 
northern half of Maine. But a 
century ago, it was the lumber 
capital of the world. 

Logs made millionaires of 
some Bangor men. They left 
others with nothing but “log- 
ger’s smallpox,” the scars 
calked boots left on the hides 
of the vanquished in countless 
barroom brawls. 

Bangor’s lumber barons 
lived opulently in mansions. 
They wined their guests, drank 
rum among themselves and 
drove to their offices behind 
famous American-bred Morgan 
horses. 

‘Devil’s Half Acre’ 

Hard by Exchange street and 
the rushing Penobscot River 
was “the Devil's Half Acre,” a 
motley collection of saloons, 
brothels and cheap lodging 
houses. There, lumberjacks, 
river drivers, sawmill hands 
and deep sea sailors brawled 
and roistered in a fashion riv- 
aling San Francisco's Barbary 
Coast at its liveliest. 

The river made it all pos- 
sible. Millions of white pine 
and spruce logs were floated 
down the Penobscot from the 
wilderness. Screaming saws of 
400 mills turned them into 
p'anks, boards and shingles. 
Then the lumber was packed 
into sailing craft for the trip 
on down the river to the sea. | 

Today some of the mansions 
are falling into decay and the 
“Half Acre” is a down-at-the- | 
heels section of small stores | 
and tenements. Only an ac | 
casional barge or oil tanker 
visits the harbor, once so 
jammed with ships that a man 
could cross from Bangor to | 
Brewer by walking their decks. | 

A ship first anchored here | 
ir 1604 when Samuel de Cham- | 
plain sailed up the Penobscot | 
to the head of tidewater, 50 
miles from the sea. But it was | 
not until 1769 that Jacob Bus- | 
well of Salisbury, Mass., found- 
ed the first white settlement. 

Lezend of its Name. 

In 1791, the inhabitants de- 
cided to incorporate their town 
and name it Sunbury. They sent 
their preacher, the Rev. Seth 
Noble, to the general court of 
Massachusetts for that  pur- 


pose. | 

Legend has it that the Rev. 
Mr. Noble was both musical 
and absent minded. He was 
whistling a favorite hymn when 
a legislative clerk at Boston 
asked what the new town’s | 
name would be. The minister 
replied with the hymn title— 
Bangor. And that’s what the 
clerk wrote on the incorpora- 
tion papers. 

The words of the hymn run: 
Hark from the tombs a doleful 

sound; 

Mine ears attend the cry— 
Ye living men, come view the 

ground 

Where ye must shortly lie. 

A lot of Bangorians thought 
their time had come in the War 
of 1812. The British sailed up 
the river, captured the town 
and sacked it. But they spared 
the inhabitants. 

Lumber Boom in 1830. 

In the 1830s an early lumber 
boom jumped the population 
from 2800 to 8000. 

Those were exciting days. 
With each spring log drive 
came hundreds of lumberjacks 
with a winter’s pay in their 


pockets, a gigantic thirst and 


other appetites to match. 
Rum costs three cents a 
giass, and a glass was a tin 


dipper chained to an open keg. | 
Everyone served himself. The | 


resulting fights were said to be 
magnificent. Ears were chewed,

He said he believes most 
Canadian buyers are former 
Europeans who had experience 
With inflation in their home 
countries. 

One observer close to the 
gold trade said: “Most of the 
inquiries are from people of 
obvious education and standing, 
who appear worried about the 
financial policies of the United 
States and Canadian govern- 
ments. 

“Many inquiries are from 
rofessional people, particular- 

doctors and lawyers. Others 
eome from rea] estate brokers 
and executives of smaller but 
substantial industrial, business 
and financial concerns. Still 
others come from trustees of 
estates.” 

Some purchasers are simply 
adding diversification to invest- 
ment portfolios. Other inquir- | 
les come from firms that use | 
gold in their production and | 
want to buy as a futures hedge | 
against the possibility of an in- | 
crease in the gold price. | 

Not all inquiries come from | 
the well-to-do or business | 
firms. Some Toronto purchasers | 
in amounts of $1100 or so are |

Faith in Gold. 

Man’s ancient faith in gold 
as something of enduring value 
undoubtedly is back of much 
of the buying. If the value of 
currencies should collapse the 
gold buyer feels he has some- 
thing that will retain purchas- 
ing power. 

Many believe that the price | 
of gold must ultimately be in- | 
ereased if -it is to continue to 
serve as a measuring yardstick 
or support for the vastly in- 
creased amounts of currencies 
now in circulation in the world. 

In 1956 the Canadian gov- 
ernment made gold a freely 
marketable commodity that 
can be bought, sold, held, im- 
ported or exported—one of the 
few countries where this is so.

BANGOR, Maine, March 14 


(AP) — Bangor, named for a 
hymn, is reliving its lusty, sin- 
ful past. 


The town Is observing its 


125th anniversary with a year- 
long celebration. It's first 
mavor took office March 17, 
1834. 


Bangor is now a staid com- 


m reial community of 32,000, 
the distribution center of the 
northern half of Maine. But a 
century ago, it was the lumber 
capital of the world. 


Logs made millionaires of 


some Bangor men. They left 
others with nothing but “log- 
ger’s smallpox,” the scars 
calked boots left on the hides 
of the vanquished in countless 
barroom brawls. 


Bangor’s lumber barons 


lived opulently in mansions. 
They wined their guests, drank 
rum among themselves and 
drove to their offices behind 
famous American-bred Morgan 
horses. 


‘Devil’s Half Acre’ 
Hard by Exchange street and 


the rushing Penobscot River 
was “the Devil’s Half Acre,” a 
motley collection of saloons, 
brothels and cheap lodging 
houses. There, lumberjacks, 
river drivers, sawmill hands 
and deep sea sailors brawled 
and roistered in a fashion riv- 
aling San Francisco’s Barbary 
Coast at its liveliest. 


The river made it all pos- 


sible. Millions of white pine 
and spruce logs were floated 
down the Penobscot from the 
wilderness. Screaming saws of 
400 mills turned them into | 
p'anks, boards and shingles. 
Then the lumber was packed 
into sailing craft for the trip 
on down the river to the sea. 


Today some of the mansions 


are falling into decay and the 
“Half Acre” is a down-at-the- 
heels section of small stores 
and tenements. Only an ac- 
casional barge or oil tanker 
visits the harbor, once so 
jammed with ships that a man 
could cross from Bangor to | 
Brewer by walking their decks. 


A ship first anchored here 


ir 1604 when Samuel de Cham- 
plain sailed up the Penobscot | 
to the head of tidewater, 50 
miles from the sea. But it was | 
not until 1769 that Jacob Bus- | 
well of Salisbury, Mass., found- 
ed the first white settlement. 


Legend of its Name, 
In 1791, the inhabitants de- 


cided to incorporate their town 
and name it Sunbury. They sent 
their preacher, the Rev. Seth 
Noble, to the general court of 
Massachusetts for that  pur- 


pose. | 

Legend has it that the Rev. 
Mr. Noble was both musical 
and absent minded. He was 
whistling a favorite hymn when 
a legislative clerk at Boston 
asked what the new town’s 
name would be. The minister 
replied with the hymn title— 
Bangor. And that’s what the 
clerk wrote on the incorpora- 
tion papers. 


The words of the hymn run: 


Hark from the tombs a doleful 


sound; 
Mine ears attend the cry— 


Ye living men, come view the 


ground 
Where ye must shortly lie. 
A lot of Bangorians thought 


their time had come in the War 
of 1812. The British sailed up 
the river, captured the town 
and sacked it. But they spared 
the inhabitants. 


Lumber Boom in 1830. 
In the 1830s an early lumber 


boom jumped the population 
from 2800 to 8000. 


Those were exciting days. 


With each spring log drive 
came hundreds of lumberjacks 
with ‘a winter’s pay in their 
pockets, a gigantic thirst and | 
other appetites to match.

HOLLANDIA, Dutch New 
Guinea, March 14—The Dutch 
in Netherlands New Guinea are 
working against time to pre-

With the eyes of the Afro- 
Asians on their every move and 
the possibility that at home 
public interest in their efforts 
will slowly wane, few of the 
men on the spot believe they 
can count on more than 20 
years in which to make their 
mark. 

Assuming that Holland does 
not make a deal with Indonesia 
over West New Guinea (which

In explaining their approach, | 
the Dutch often use Ghana as 
an example of the “second 
best” on which they think a 
modern colonial administrator | 
should set his sights. The 
situation in the Congo, they 
say, is the price the Belgians | 
must pay for going too slow. | 

“Duteh New Guinea is all | 
we have left in Asia,” the Gov- 
ernor said as we sat in tall- 
backed brocaded chairs in the 
study of his corrugated iron 
palace in Hollandia. 

“Our position here is com- 
pounded, if you like, from 
pride, historical accident, habit 
even—but, above all, from a 
sense of moral responsibility 
for these people.” 

Australia Worried. 

Most Dutch officials think 
this approach will worry the 
Australians as time goes by. 
“Our job here is simply to get 
these people ready to take care 
of themselves,” a bearded 
young district officer ex- 
plained. “But Australia’s in- 
terest in her half is mainly 
strategic and the Australian 
government is by no means | 
anxious to bring its Papuans 
to self-government.” Older 
Dutchmen, who had studied 
the situation in Port Moresby, | 
warned me that Australia is | 
heading for racial trouble | 
there. “We intend to avoid | 
this trouble. We cannot afford 
it,” they said. 

They pointed out that Pa- 
puans on their side of the bor- 
der were allowed to drink beer 
(prohibited in the East) and 
were not subjected to a curfew. 
They said that these conces- 
sions helped to create self- 
confidence among Papuan men. 
They claimed that their Pa- 
puans could theoretically send 
their children to schools at- 
tended by Dutch children and 
build their homes where they 


liked—next to the Governor's | 


palace if they could afford it. 

In practice most Papuans are 
too poor to afford the kind of 
house specified for the better 
districts of Hollandia and the 
other straggling little coastal 
towns, And few speak enough 
Dutch to share classes with 
Dutch pupils. But the distinc- 
tion is only an economic one 
and the legal conditions of 
equality are all there, waiting, 
80 to speak, for the Papuans to 
grow into them. 

Danger in Program. 

One danger of this program 
is that the growth of political 
consciousness might outpace 
the growth of the economy. For 
unlike Ghana, Dutch New Gu- 
inea is naturally poor and is 
being developed on a very tight 
budget of which $16,800,000 a 
year is found in the colony and 
$19,600,000 contributed by 
Holland. 

The colony’s contribution 
comes largely from oil royal- 
ties, but the oil appears to be 
drying up and, although the 
value of other exports has ris- 
en, the total value of the 
island's contribution has begun 
to fall steeply.

There long have been as- 
sertions that because of its big 
share of the automotive market 
its pricing program automat- 
ically sets the industry pattern. 

General Motors, at times, has 
taken more than 51 per cent of 
the over-all car market. This 
has led to speculation that the 
Government may seek to sepa- 
rate it from its big Chevrolet 
and General Motors Acceptanee 
Corp. divisions. 

Chevrolet long has been the 
industry’s biggest car builder.

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‘OY -COUNTY 
MERGER VOTE 
IN TENNESSEE 


By a Special Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 
14—Citizens of Knoxville and 
Knox county will vote April 9 
on a proposal to consolidate 
the city and county govern- 
ments. 

The metropolitan’ charter 
proposal faces an uphill fight, 
because mogt politicans vigor- 
ously oppose the change. The 
charter is opposed also by the 
politically - potent Knoxville 
Teachers League, the 400 mem- 
bers of which fear that govern- 
mental merger would impair 
their pension rights. . 

On the other hand, the char- 
ter has the backing of many 
professional and _ civic  or- 
ganizations, as well as many 
leading business men, who are 
trying to “sell” consolidation 
as a big step toward economy 
in government and administra- 
tive efficiency. They add that 
it might reduce the bickering 
politics traditional in both the 
city and county. 

Started by Controversy. 

The consolidation movement 
grew out of a controversy sev- 
eral years ago. County Court 
got into a squabble with ad- 
ministrators and refused to ap- 
prove the annual budget. A 
group of irate citizens spon- 
sored a movement for a county 
manager form of government. 
Republican leaders countered 
with the proposal for a metro- 
politan government, reasoning 
that this would entail several 
years of planning and then 
would fail to win approval. 

A 10-member Metropolitan 
Charter Commission, headed 
by banker Howard P. Preston, 
worked for nearly two years to 
draw up a streamlined charter. 
Lee S. Greene, head of the 
political science department of 
the University of Tennessee in 
Knoxville, helped with this 
work. 

Broadly, the charter would 
abolish both the present city 
and county governments and 
set up a county-wide organiza- 
tion under an elected Metro- 
politan Chairman and a 10- 
member Metropolitan Council, 
with equal representation for 
city. and county. 

The chairman would appoint 
heads of seven administrative 
departments, and the council 
would name a board to super- 
vise the personnel department. 
This department would follow 
civil service rules in hiring and 
firing. The city now has a civil 
service system which often is 
ignored, while the county gov- 
ernment operates under a 
spoils system. 

Two service districts would 
be established, urban andrural, | 
and there would be two tax 
rates based on services fur- 
nished. 

Elective Offices. 

The number of elective of- 
fices would be reduced from 
72 to 30. Most county clerk- 
ships would be abolished and 
their functions consolidated 
under a clerk of courts elected 
by popular vote. The County 
Court and County Commission, 
which have been fighting over 
legislative powers, would be 
eliminated, along with the 
sheriff's office and several | 
others 

Schools would be consoli- 
dated after a transition period 
of two and one-half years. A| 
seven-member Board of Educa- 
tion would be elected. 

Opposition to the merger is 
being led by former Mayor 
George R. Dempster, a garbage 
equipment manufacturer, and 
City Councilman Cas Walker, 
operator of a chain of super- 
markets. Although bitter po- 
litical enemies for years, the 
two have joined forces to fight 
consolidation of governments. 

They contend that merger 
would raise taxes, inasmuch as 
county schools would have to 
be brought up to par with city 
schools and city services would 
have to be extended to suburban 
areas. One suburb, Fountain 
City, has 25,000 population and} 
is said to be the largest un-| 
incorporated community. 

Charter proponents say that 
“consolidation in. itself can’t 
cost a cent.” If county resi- 
dents get additional services 
they will have to pay for them, 
merger or no merger, they| 
assert. , | 

Dempster argues that metro-| 
politan government would keep | 
out new industry, but the back-| 
ers think governmental stability | 
would attract industry. “What's 
keeping industry out now?” one 
debater wanted to know.

RUSTLING ON RISt 


OKLAHOMA CITY, March 
14 (AP)—Fast transportation 
and fairly good cattle prices 
are making rustling a lucrative 
business in Oklahoma. 

George Reid, executive sec- 
retary of the Oklahoma Cat- 
tlemen’s Association, said that 
in the six-month period from 
July 1958 through December 
1958 there were 807 cattle and 
calves reported stolen, strayed 
or missed. 

“This represents about $160,- 
000 to $200,000 worth of ani- 
mals,” he said. “This is prob- 
ably just a drop in the bucket 
with the number that might 
be missing because there are 
many reports I’m sure we 
don't get.” 

Association figures don't ex- 
tend back into early days of 
cattle rustling, but the head 
of the Oklahoma Bureau of 
Investigation said he felt it 


was on the upgrade. Bureau | 
chief Forrest Castle said his | 


agency had commissioned eight 
rangers to investigate cattle 
thefts, but said under state law 
he could authorize 20 officers 
for such work. 

The latest cattle theft report- 
ed in the state involved 21 
head taken from the ranch of 
Flmer Hadden Sr. of Pryor. 
Two men were convicted in 
federal court—because the ani- 
mals were allegedly sold in 
Kansas—and sentenced to a 
year in prison. A third man 
is awaiting retrial in the same 
case.

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$726,000 in Phony $100 Bills Recovered When Secret Service Agents Arrested 25, Two in St. Louis

CHICAGO, March 14 

COUNTERFEIT MONEY can’t 
buy good luck. Four Secret 
Service agents working in the 
Chicago area as undercover 
men in the recent, massively- 
successful haul of counterfeit 
$100 bills knew that as the 
good guys in this thriller they 
had firm precedent behind 
them. The trouble was they al- 
so had ugly trouble at their 
elbows for four months. The 
trick is to ignore it. 


“When I went under cover,” 
said one of the four agents, “I 
forgot I was a T-Man. I acted 
like a hood. I thought like a 
hood.” He paused, grinned 
and added, “I couldn’t afford 
to slip up and act like myself, 
a nice guy.” 

Suspicion, not trusting the 
Naval Observatory to give 
them the right time of day, 
appears as the basic character 
trait the four Secret Service 
men displayed in their rela- 


tions with the pushers and 
peddlers of the counterfeit 
$100 bills. 


The agents acted a trifle 
tougher, swore a trifle harder, 
demanded a trifle more than 
the genuine criminals. The 
agents were a trifle more ag- 
gressive, established them- 
selves as a little better con- 
nected in the upper social 
reaches of the underworld. 
They were good name-drop- 
pers. 


The art in the degree of 
shadiness was the trifle. Too 
much bluster would have been 
over-acting and hoodlums are 
drama _ critics gone wrong. 
They can spot a ham lawman 
playing crook easier than pick- 
ing out John Barrymore in 
“Little Women.” 


The four sharp actors from 
the Chicago office of 
Treasury Department's Se- 
ecret Service made three col- 
lections totaling $539,000 in 
$100 bills. the lot of it not 
worth a dime. Their work 
was responsible for the 
seizure of $726,000 in phony 
$100 bills, the only denomi- 
nation the ring trafficked in, 
and the arrest of 25 persons 
in the United States and 
Canada. 

Records on such victories 
are not as free and easily 
available as batting averages 
or ping-pong championships 
but the result of these four 
agents’ work is believed to 
be the largest amount of 
counterfeit money ever 
delivered in undercover op- 
erations since the Secret 
Service started protecting 
citizens from counterfeiters 
in 1865. 


Wars bring out counterfeit- 
ers. World War II brought out 
the alleged ringleader of the 
Chicago plot, 40-year-old A\l- 
phonso Amabile. 

Amabile is a former convict 
and he had a record of print- 
ing phony ration stamps during 
World War Il. There was an 
increase in counterfeiting after 
the war because many a printer 


of phony ration stamps was 
left without a channel for his 
newly-developed talent. Figur- 


ing a waste of talent is crim- 
inal, they turned to counter- 
feiting money.

round-up was 
the Chicago 
the law had a 
rich assortment, including two 
attractive former models. No 
modern crime case is a suc- 
cess without attractive former 
models. They retain their pro- 
fessional poise for news pho- 
tographers and smile prettily, 
relieving front pages of the 
standard shots of unattractive 
male hoods hiding their faces. 

The attractive former models 
in this case are Vida Jane Mc- 
Millon, 24 years old, and Mrs. 
Alva Jane Kirk, 20. They were 
arrested in Houston Dec. 12, 
and they were among the first 
on stage as the agents’ melo- 
drama work began. 

The women allegedly passed 
nine of the counterfeit $100 
bills in Loop department stores 
here in Chicago, soon after an 
undercover agent made contact 
with a peddler of the bills in a 
Calumet City, Ill., bar. The 
models’ original registry is out 
of Calumet City. 

One of the undercover agents 
said: “You know, one of those 
women walked into a store 
and bought three pairs of shoes 
for $98. I'd skin my wife for 


the | 


that, even if the money was 
phony.” He shook his head in 
reluctant admiration. The wom- 
an knew how to spend money. 

By contrast, there was a 
young pusher in the ring who 
went to supermarkets and 
bought a carton of cigarettes, 
offering $100 bills in payment. 
That boy wanted to make 
money. 


In either case, the merchant 
is a complete loser, as 
thoroughly as if he had been 
held up by a gun and the 
money thrown down a. drain. 
There is no recovery for a man 
bilked by accepting counterfeit 
money. 


Because of this no-recovery 
angle, the Secret Service in 
effect did the job of pre- 
venting the three-quarter 
million dollar holdup. Only 
$26,000 in the phony $100 
bills is believed to have been 
passed. An estimated $24.- 
000 still is believed to be out, 
though each day small slips 
bearing samples of the batch 
come into the Secret Service 
office here. The plant that 
produced the bills has not 
been found. The search for 
it continues with great en- 
thusiasm and that should 
make another dandy little 
undercover agent melodrama. 


This particular ring had 
big ripples. Operations ex- 
tended into the Midwest and 
the Southwest, into Cuba and 
Canada. Springfield and 
Kankakee, Ill., Kansas City, 
Milwaukee, Madison, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Dallas, 
cities in New Mexico and 
Hamilton, Ont.—they covered 
— ground than most air- 
ines. 


St. Louis had one big day 
in the act. The Sargis brothers,’ 


Benjamin and Tom, 
put in a busy day here Jan. 8, 
passing 29 of the bills in de- 
partment stores and hotels. A 
more modest fellow, Richard 
Morrison Jr. of Chicago, is al- 
leged to have passed one of the 
bills in St. Louis. All three 
men were arrested. 


Their downfall and the 
downfall of all the others was 
not the fault of their product. 
The bills are reckoned as a 
“pretty good counterfeit” by 
the Secret Service though Ben- 
jamin Franklin, the man pic-

tured on $100 bills, seems to 
have been up late the night 
before his etching was made. 
Bleary-eyed portraits are a 
common failure in counterfeit 
bills. Government etchers al- 
ways picture our currency 
heroes as bright-eyed fellows 
on legitimate bills. Only the 
counterfeits look hung-over. 

Downfall] of the counterfeit- 
ers came about through the 
efforts of the agents of the 
Chicago office, working under 
Paul J. Paterni, special agent 
in charge of the Chicago dis- 
trict of the Secret Service. 
Paterni has been in the service 
28 years and the breaking of 
this ring of counterfeit pushers 
has put Paterni in unfamiliar 
depths, up to his readi ng 
glasses in press clippings 

Paterni sat in his office here 
and tried to explain all by 
glorifying his agents. He 
sounded like Casey Stengel ex- 
plaining how the Yankees 
make him a great manager. 

“Agents like Tom here,” said 
Paterni, waving at one of the 
undercover men now back on 
office duty, “call themselves 
‘the Indians.” The chiefs get 
their pictures in the paper but 
for obvious reasons the real 
glory men, the agents, can't 
have their pictures taken and 
can't have their names used. 
I'll let the agents talk to you 
about incidents in this case but 
if I think we're giving away 
any technique. the underworld 
doesn’t know about I'll chop it 
off.” S.

Dick was condescending, a 
wise hood instructing babes in 
crimeland: “You guys have 
picked the wrong racket,” Dick 
said. “You can't beat the Gov- 
ernment with the queer stuff.” 

He was assured this queer 
money would do the job 

“What about the numbers?” 
Dick demanded, just hard 
enough, just sarcastic enough, 
just knowledgeable enough 
Due to. the press of working 
conditions counterfeiters often 
print all their bills with just 
one serial number, no matter 
how many are in the batch. 


The numbers were pretty 
good, too. The last two digits 
changed, a 99-number spread 
that is ambitious counter- 
feiting. The price was $9 per 
$100. 

Agent Dick knew he was 
near the source because the 
price was low. Counterfeit- 
ing is like any business. The 
higher the price the more 
middlemen the money has 
passed through. Later, some 
fringe jobbers asked as much 
as $60 per: $100 counterfeit 
from agents. 


Dick told Vincenti he would 
take $100,000 on approval. Vin- 
centi was too obliging for his 
own good. The agent wanted 
$20,000 in Chicago; he wanted 
Vincenti to deliver the rest 
of it in New York. When he 
arrived in New York Vincenti 
was arrested, gun and all, by 
Federal agents. The Chicago 
agents thereby had Vincenti 
safely out of their under-cover 
lives, unable to give them 
away to the rest of the mob. 

Agent Tom said, “We didn’t 
pay any of them much for the 
money when it was delivered. 
We saved the taxpayers a lot 
of expense money on this job 
as well as three-quarters of a 
million in phony currency. We 
made pick-ups of $292,000; 
$23,000 and $224,000 in Chi- 
cago. We paid ‘em $20 once I 
remember, just as a show of 
faith, and then we made ‘em

After the Calumet City open- 
ing phase, the places the agents 
met the counterfeit-pushers be- 
came respectable. Many of the 
meetings were held in down- 
town restaurants, amid the 
noon-time or early - evening 
crowds. The reasoning was mu- 
tual between crooks and agents, 

“They didn’t want a heat 
joint, a place the cops would 
be likely to nose around in, 
and neither did we,”’ Tom said. 
“Once two cops came in and 
we got nervous. ‘What're you 
guys doing?’ agent Dick said 
to the counterfeiters. ‘Squeal- 
ing?. You’re law, you..... F 
They told us to relax, it was 
all right. We settled back to 
our coffee-and, but like we 
still didn't like it.” 


Being given away by s& 
friendly policeman or a stray 
friend inquiring “Hi, Tom, 
how's the Secret Service bust- 


ness these days’?,” is a calcu- 
lated risk. Also a small risk, 
as things work out. Such 
cruel breaks just don't seem 


to happen to the good guys. 


Usually the agents were 
not armed. Vincenti was. 
Others in the ring were not. 
Ring men did trail agents 
away from meetings but 
never far. Behind the ring 
men were other Secret Servy- 
ice men, trailing. “It was a 
loose trail,” said an agent, 
“We decided we'd rather lose 
‘em than burn ’em and bust 
up the whole plan. The lead 
agents had to take their 
chances that much.” These 
triple-trails may explain some 
Chicago traffic jams during 
the four months of the ring- 
around-the-rosy, beginning in 
November last year. 


“You have your nervous 
moments, when you're under- 
cover, that something will come 
up and give away the game,” 
Tom said. “I wasn’t worried 
about my safety, I couldn't af- 
ford to get nervous about that.” 

Paterni looked at the agent. 
“Ninety-five per cent of these 
men are married and have 
children,” he said. ““They never 
tell their wives what they're 


doing. Nothing disrupts an 
agent more than an edgy 
family. Or a family that shows 


its edginess. I think any 
policeman’s wife lives in con- 
stant dread of having to go 
— to the morgue to identify 

im 

Tom looked dismayed, “Aw, 
don’t talk that way,” he said. 
“We even had some laughs to 
ourselves. After a while, when 
we wanted to break up one of 
the meets the agent would say, 
‘Well, I gotta go meet a broad,” 
and one of the guys would 
always say, ‘Has she got a 
friend?’ 

“We didn’t pay those guys 
for that first load of phony 
money, either. It was supposed 
© be $300,000 and when we 
counted it we found they had 
shorted us $8000. 

“We went back and talked 
tough. We wanted everything 
that was coming to us, They 
Said somebody must have been 
lifting a few out while the stuff 
was being packaged. You can’t 
trust anybody. Then they got 
a little tough and said they 
wanted everything that was 
coming to them, too. Well, it's 
pretty hard not to tell ‘em 
they're going to get everything 
that’s coming to ‘em, all right. 
“Yeah, that 
might be construed later as in- 
timidation.”

THE ROMAN PROCURA- 
TOR, Pontius Pilate,.was not 
in the best of moods.

The army of occtipation was 
forever trying to keep the lid 
on a smoldering volcano.

THE REV. ALAN OLDS 
INGLIS, who grew up in a 
Webster Groves parsonage, 
uses a small plane, a Volkswag- 
en and a motor scooter to serve 
his North Dakota parish, which 
covers more than 2000 square 
miles. Last year he traveled 
more than 41,000 miles to reach 
his five little rural churches. 

When the weather permits 
flying, the preacher-pilot buzzes 
the farmhouses to remind his 
church families to come to 
Sunday worship. Usually they 
respond. 

The Rev. Mr. Inglis is one 

of four sons of the Rev. Dr. 
Ervine P. Inglis, who has been 
pastor of First Congregational 
Church, Webster Groves, for 
20 years. The son attended 
Webster Groves High School, 
Earlham College, a Quaker 
school at Richmond, Ind., and 
Yale Divinity School. One of 
his brothers, the Rev. Donald 
Paul Inglis, is pastor of a Con- 
gregational church in the in- 
dustrial area of East Chicago, 
Ind. The two brothers were 
ordained to the ministry by 
their father in his church in 
1952. 
' The Rev. Alan Inglis has a 
church and parsonage at Flash- 
er, N.D., population 413. The 
village is in southern North 
Dakota, near Bismarck. 

Here is his Sunday schedule: 
7 a.m., service in the church 
at Solen, 35 miles from Flash- 
er; 9:15 a.m., service at Carson 
Presbyterian Church, 15 miles 
from Flasher; 11 a.m., back to 
Flasher Church; 2:30 p.m., 
service at Selfridge, 45 miles 
from Flasher, and 8 p.m. at 
Shields, 25 miles from Flasher.

“The larger parish concept— 
tying several small churches to 
one ministry—has kept our five 
little churches open, and even 
made them grow,” the young 
pastor states. “At one time, 
all five churches had to be 
given missionary aid; today 
they are returning some of that 
money by giving to the mis- 
sions of the denomination. 

““Men’s clubs carry on ‘Lord’s 
Acre’ and ‘Lord’s Pasture’ proj- 
ects, all proceeds in the form 
of grain or livestock going to 
the churches. These practical 
projects have paid off the mort- 
gage on one church, which in 
1942 had to borrow $25 to re- 
pair the church steeple.” 

The Rev. Mr. Inglis’s home 
church in Webster Groves gave 
him a tape recorder, which 
provides accompaniment for 
singing hymns when there is 
no pianist in the congregation. 


Farmers must follow a 
seven-day work week, at 
least for the chores and care 
of livestock, so they don’t 
make faithful churchgoers. 
But the five churches on the 
Flasher circuit average two- 
thirds of the membership 
present every Sunday — a 
tribute to both pastor and 
people. 


Three of the five churches 
are located on the Standing 
Rock Indian Reservation, but 
the Rev. Mr. Inglis has only one 
Indian parishioner. Three young 
Indians belong to hig youth 
group. 

The population of the area 
is predominately Roman Catho- 
lic. The Lutheran Church is 
the largest Protestant body. 

Mrs. Inglis was a Quaker girl 
from Baltimore, the former 
Miss Margaret Tollefson. Her 
father is secretary of the Balti- 
more Yearly Meeting of 
Friends. She has had to make 
adjustment to the life of a 
small town minister's wife; 
first in Wyoming, now in North 
Dakota. Household duties, 
church work, entertaining call- 
ers from the churches and her 
neighbors, and the care of three 
small children keep her busy. 

Mrs. Inglis attends the wom- 
en's meetings of her husband's 
five, widely separated churches. 
Farm .women are busy by day,

NEW YORK, March 14. 

HAVING LUNCH with 
Gregory Ratoff is a little like 
having lunch with a cataract. 
There’s a roar in the ears 
afterwards and one _ feels 
bruised all over. “My life is 
accursed,” he'll shout at you. 
“When I opened on Broadway 
in 1930 in ‘Wonder Boy,’ I 
played the part of a producer 
who was—hmm—a thief, a 
bum, a dirty double-crosser, a 
liar. My friends said ‘Holly- 
wood producers will run you 
clear back to Russia when they 
see it.’ The day after I opened 
I’m signed to a movie and to 
play—a producer.” 


Ratoff became the great pro- 
ducer of every Hollywood 
film. “It got so when I walk 
on a set I sav: ‘Where’s the 
desk. where's the telephone?’ ” 

IT told him I’d seen him in 
“All About Eve,” an old movie 
I just got around to. His eyes 
lit up, “‘All About Eve’—I 
never saw it. Thev give me 
the script, I said: ‘Heavy 
script.’ They said: ‘You play 
Max.’ I skip through.” 

Here he made like a man 
riffing the pages. “Page 15 I 
find Max. Max says ‘No!’ 
Twenty pages later, I find Max 
again. He says ‘Yes.’ Thirty 
more pages—Max has a whole 
line: ‘You can’t do this to 
me.’ ve 

For the past 12 years Ratoff 
has been directing pictures, 
rather than actirg in them. 
Most of the pictures have been 
made in Europe where Ratoff 
now lives with his second wife, 
an opera singer. 


In Milan, where he lives, 
a call came in one day from 
CBS. Come back, said CBS. 
Why? said Ratoff. Come 
beck and we'll tell you, said 
CBS. 

“So I come. It’s a tele- 
vision series by Cy Howard 
with Sam Levene called “The 
Wonderful World of Little 
Julius.” What do they want 
me for? Of course—the pro- 
ducer!” 


RATOFF its quite enthusiastic 
about the series—or at least 
as enthusiastic as he ever gets 
about a film in which he has 
to play a producer. 

“It’s funny, anyhow,” he says. 
“Sam Levene plays an agent 
who is responsible for all the 
kids who are stars. He hates 
the kids because they always 
grow up. So now he doesn’t 
want kids any more. Only he 
finds this little kid—Eddie 
Hodges—and sees a gold mine 
in him. He brings him to me. 
I am a producer—a dirty, dou- 
ble-crossing, conniving, thiev- 
ing bum of a producer with a 
heart of gold. 


“That’s it, the whole series 
—the kid, Sam Levene and 
me. The only trouble is 
that Levene loves to rehearse 
and I don’t. He would cut 
his salary to rehearse. But 
it’s good comedy. It’s got 
heart, real love. IT am very 
pleasantly surprised.” 


MOST OF THE PRODUC- 
ERS he plays are _ violent, 
scheming, low, cunning knaves 
with hearts of gold. Are they 
based on any producer in par- 
ticular? They are, Ratoff will 
tell you, composites of quite 
a lot of producers.’ He'll admit 
there’s quite a lot of Jed Har- 
ris in his characterization. 
“Whatever you feel personally 
about Harris, he’s a genius, 
that man!” 

As to the kind of character 
the voluble white Russian plays 
perhaps it is best exemplified 
by a bit from “Wonder Boy.” 
“T am a dirty, low-down pro- 
ducer—a double-crosser, a no- 
good. I am reading ‘Film Daily’ 
where I see that mine own 
brother has double-crossed me. 
I scream at my secretary: ‘Get 
on the phone mine own broth- 
er, the dirty double-crosser.’ 
Mine secretary is saying: ‘In 
Hollywood it’s only 6 in the 
morning’ and I’m screaming: 
‘He should sleep, that monster. 
Get me on the phone that bum, 
that thief, mine own flesh and 
blood whom I can’t trust any 
more.’ So my secretary gets 
him on the phone and I say 
“Hello, Hal. How’s Momma”’ 
That’s the kind of producer I 
am. Conniving but funny.” 

As for the producer he most 
admires, Sam Goldwyn would 
certainly be high on the list. 
“He is my own dear friend and 
a fine man. He is making 
‘Porgy and Bess.’ It will be a 
monument. And all his own 
money! Other producers need 
a bank; only Goldwyn can take 
$7,000,000 out of his back 
pocket!”

Hal Boyle 
Author by Accident 
Writes Best-Sellers 


NEW YORK, March 14 (AP) 

A BOYISH-LOOKING EX-ARMY OFFICER virtually 
unknown to the public is making a strong bid to become 
America’s best-selling author. 

“I never bothered to learn to parse a sentence in school,” 
drily remarked John D. 
MacDonald. But he now 
earns more in a year than 
Edgar Allan Poe earned 
in a lifetime, and is 
creeping up fast on Er- 
skine Caldwell and 
Mickey Spillane. 

This 42-year-old one- 
man fiction factory be- 
came an author by ac- 
cident. But he has 
turned out 38 books and 
some 500 short stories, 
novelettes and serials—a 
total of more than 15.,- 
000,000 words — since 
1945. His books have sold 
some 14,000,000 copies in 
10 countries, 

MacDonald, who 
emerged from the war a 
lieutenant colonel, first 


JOHN D. MacDONALD turned to bis teoovriter 


in 1944 when he was stationed with the OSS in Ceylon. 
“The only kind of letters you could get through cen- 
sorship then made pretty dull reading,” he recalled. ‘So, 
instead of a letter, I wrote my wife a short story. 
“She sold it to a magazine for $25, and I decided 
right then that it looked like an easy way to earn a living.” 


But it didn’t turn out to be so easy. In the four 
months of his terminal army leave MacDonald wrote 
800,000 words—the equivalent of 10 books—and lost 20 
pounds. 


“It was pretty horrible stuff,” he acknowledged, 
but it taught me my trade. .At times I had 50 
short stories in the mails at once. 

“When they came back rejected and crinkled, 
I used to iron the pages flat tosave the trouble of 
retyping them and sent them out again. Later I 
burned them all.” 


» HE STARTED CLICKING IN 1946 and earned $6300 
that year. He has since sold five books to the movies. 
One two-bit paperback, “The Executioners,” written in 
1952 sold more than 2,000,000 copies, netted him $58,000. 

MacDonald, who is tanned and wears a graying crew 
cut, lives in Sarasota, Fla., near MacKinley Kantor and 
Budd Schulberg. He writes on almost any topic—mystery 
or suspense tales, problems of family life. 

He is so prolific that once he had four books published 
on successive days. 

“I usually write from 9 am. to 5 p.m. every day,’ he 


said. “If I don't I feel guilty and irritable. 


“If I don’t like what comes out of the type- 
writer, I tear it up right then and do it over. I 
may spend three days and not get a single com- 
pleted page. But when I'm really hot I have come 
up with 15,000 words in a single day.” 


HIS LATEST NOVEL, “Please Write for Details,” a 
story of hi-jinks in an American art colony in Mexico, took 
him a full 20 months. It gave him a lot of trouble. But 
during this same period he turned out four light suspense 
novels. 

Many people have the idea you can write a successful 
novel merely by throwing in sex and violence,” he said. 
“They're wrong. 

“On the other hand, if you write honestly about people 
and life, you can’t close your eyes to sex and violence. 
But I'd rather sell soap than write pornography. 


“Writing isn’t fun, but it is a satisfaction. 
Nothing annoys me more than the artistic agonies 
of the limp wrist school of writers. “The Beatnicks 
—the so-called beat generation writers—kill me 
too. They are trying to explore the great un- 
knowns of life before they can tie their own shoe- 
laces.” 


b WHAT QUALITIES make a writer? 

“If you're not by nature an omnivorous reader, forget 
about being a writer,” he said. “The one thing that all 
writers I know have in common {fs that they are all com- 
pulsive readers. 

Secondly, A writer has to be an iconoclast. If you 
believe all that vou are taught, read or told, you will 
have too standard a mind to.become a writer.

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Battle to Save the Dunes on Lake Michigan 


Conservationists Trying to Hold Last 4-Mile Strip of Unique Shoreline—Steel Mills Want It

The Dunes, on shores of Lake Michigan in northern Indiana, 
have been a popular playground for more than half a 
century.

GARY, Ind., March 14. 

ALONG THE SHORES of 
Lake Michigan in northern 
Indiana is an area known as 
the Indiana Dunes. Originally 
it was a strip of land 26 miles 
long, an area long recognized 
as unique by geologists, botan- 
ists and people interested in 
conserving our natural re- 
sources. 

Today the Dunes, or what is 
left of them, have become the 
center of an unusual battle 
between big business and con- 
servationists. 

On one side of the battle 
line are two big steel compan- 
ies, Bethlehem and Midwest 
steel, both of Pittsburgh. 
These two companies have pur- 
chased virtually all that re- 
mains of the Dunes, a strip 
about three and a half miles 
along the lakefront and ex- 
tending back one to two miles. 

The steel companies plan to 
construct mammouth mills on 
the property. They have the 
support of big business in In- 
diana and of most of the poli- 
ticlans in the state. 

On the other side are a 
group of conservation-minded 
people led by a women’s or- 
ganization and spearheaded by 
senator Paul Douglas of IIli- 
nois. Douglas, an ardent con- 
servationist and a man who 
has known the Dunes for many 
years, has introduced a bill in 
Congress to make the Dunes a 
national n.onument 


The problem of the Dunes. 
Douglas said, is a symbol of 
the crisis that faces all 
America. “It is as though 
we are standing on the last 
acre, faced with a decision 
of how it should be used.” 


A secondary battle is being 
waged between the conserva- 
tlonist groups and the State 
Legislature of Indiana. The 
State has, for several years, 
been trying to get the Army 
Corps of Engineers to build a 
huge harbor in the very center 
of the remaining area. This 
harbor, it is charged, will not 
only further despoil this unique 
area but also would serve the 
purposes only of the two steel 
companies which plan to build 
there, and of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, which operates near 


the area. And the railroad 
also owns 8 acres of the 
Dunes. 


The Dunes have long been 
recognized as a natural phe- 
nomenon unlike any other in 
the country. The area has been 
described as a place where 
time stands still. It is a place 
of wild and lonely sand hills 
which, due to wind and ero- 
sion, are constantly changing. 
Among the sand hills are small 
lakes which furnish a refuge 
for migratory birds. There is 
even a bog of almost 100 acres 
which still has the mystery of 
untouched places. 

Scientists from all over the 
world have come to the area 
to study the Dunes. Numerous 
books have been written about 
the area by such eminent na- 
ture writers as Donald Culross 
Peattie and Henry C. Cowles, 
botanist at the University of 
Chicago. 

“There are few places on 
our continent,” wrote Prof. 
Cowles, “where so many spe- 
cies of plants are to be found 
in so small a compass. Within 
a stone’s throw of almost any 
spot one may find plants of 
the desert and plants of rich 
woodlands, plants of the pine 
wooacs and plants of swamps, 
plants of oak woods and plants 
of the prairies. 

“Nowhere perhaps in the en- 
tire world of plants does the 
struggle for life take on such 
dramatic and spectacular 
phases as in the Dunes. A dune 
in the early days of its career 
is a moving landscape, a place 
that is never twice alike... 
Perhaps nothing in all nature 
except a volcano with its lava 
flow is to be compared with 
such a moving dune...” 


The Dunes have attracted 
writers, painters and artists 
through the years, and they 
have been a playground for 
people of Indiana, southern 
Michigan and the Chicago 
area for half a century. 


The Battle of the Dunes has, 
in a manner of speaking, been 
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A typical scene in the Indiana Dunes where shifting sands 
create an ever-changing landscape. 
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AUL DOUGLAS of Illinois, cente 


r, who has introduced a bill in Congress to 


make the Dunes a national monument, visits the area with a group of conservationists. 


Interior and the father of many 
of our national parks, visited 
the Dunes and recommended 
making them a national park 
or monument. But World War 
I came along and nothing was 
done. 

As the vears passed indus- 
trial development began to 
close in from both ends of the 
26-mile strip. It was a wom- 
en's group that took the first 
step nearly 40 years ago to try 
to save the Dunes. 

In 1921 Mrs. Frank J. Shee- 
han got the Indiana Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs to back 
a movement to establish a state 
park in the Dunes. Mrs. Shee- 
han succeeded after two years 
work in getting a_ bill intro- 
duced in the Legislature. Then 
she went before the legislators 
and their wives and gave a 
two-hour lecture with stere- 
optican slides. 

She pointed out that when 
the park movement started 
there were 15 miles of dunes 
left. By this time, in 1923, 
there were only six miles left. 
A bill was passed authorizing 
the purchase of 2000 acres of 
what is now Dunes State Park. 

Nothing further was done 
about saving the Dunes until 
1949, after a bill was intro- 
duced in the State Legislature 
to enable the state to buy land 
in the middle of what was left 
of the Dunes to build a harbor. 
Lovers of the Dunes rallied at 
Gary. The only woman present 
was Mrs. H. H. Buell. 

Mrs. Buell, who, with her re- 
tired husband, built a home a 
few years ago in Ogden Dunes, 
a residential area on the lake- 
front, has a very strong af- 
fection for the area. The 
Dunes, it has been said, do 
something to people, and Mrs. 
Buell is no exception. 


MRS. H. H. BUELL, president of the Save The 
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Dunes Council, spark-plugged the movement to try 
to save the unique area. 


She is a gray-haired woman 
with considerable force. ‘I 
raised my voice at the meet- 
ing,” she said, “and suggested 
that perhaps the women of 
Indiana could again do some- 
thing. Everyone agreed it was 
a good idea, and somewhat 
to my surprise, they asked me 
to start it. I said I would try.” 

Mrs. Buell had never been 
an organizer, but she went to 
work. She called all the women 
she knew who felt as she does 
about the Dunes and 25 showed 
up in her living room. They 
organized the Save the Dunes 
Council. 

They started a membership 
campaign by letter and the 


organization grew from 25 to 
1500. Word spread among for- 
mer residents of the area. Now 
they have enthusiatic dune- 
savers as far away as Alaska, 
California and Hawaii. 

The original intent of the 
group was to raise enough 
money to buy the three-and-a- 
half-mile stretch that was left 
of the Dunes. Their first move 
was in 1953 when one of the 
most picturesque parts of the 
area, Cowles bog, went on sale 
for back taxes. The group 
raised enough money to buy 
56 acres. 

The women enlisted the sup- 
port of the Indiana Federation 
of Women's Clubs, the Garden 
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Map showing the area over which a fight is being made. 


Clubs of Indiana, the Council 
of Conservationists, a nation- 
wide organization; the Izaak 
Walton League, and the Con- 
servation Council of Chicago, 
which includes 66 garden, 
natural history. and wildlife 
clubs in and around Chicago. 


They found themselves op- 
posed by the state govern- 
ment, from Gov. Harold E. 
Hadley down through virtu- 
ally every member of the 
State Legislature, all of whom 
favor the harbor and indus- 
trialization of the area. The 
conservation group was op- 
posed also by Senator Homer 
E. Capehart, Representative 
Charles Halleck, in whose 
district the Dunes are lo- 
cated, and other influential 
politicians. As for the rank 
and file politicians, they 
either favored more business 
in the area or they were 
apathetic toward the whole 
thing. 


While the women were be- 
seiging foundations and other 
philanthropies in an effort to 
raise money, the Dunes be- 
came the center of consider- 
able land speculation. Years 
ago land in the area sold for 
$50 an acre or less. 

The woman had hoped to buy 
it at around $300 an acre. To- 
day it is valued at $2750 an 
acre 

Most of the land was owned 
in 1953 by the Consumers Co., 
of Chicago, a company owned 
largely by Clint Murchison, the 
Texas multi-millionaire. The 
company dealt in sand, gravel 
and cement. It obtained sand 
from the Dunes. 

Beyond this the company 
saw another use for the area. 
It was ideal for industry, par- 
ticularly if the harbor were 
built. In 1954 officers and di- 
rectors of Consumers Co. in- 
corporated Consumer Dunes 
Corp., whose purpose was to 
speculate in dune acreage, ac- 
cording to its report to the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission. 

In 1956, Lakeshore Develop- 
ment Corp. was incorporated 
and later that year Consumer 
Dunes started selling land to 
Lakeshore Development. Lake- 
shore Development, it was re- 
vealed, was set up to buy land 
for Bethlehem Steel Co., which 
now values it at $2750 an acre. 

Midwest Steel, in the mean- 
time, had been buying land in 
the area over a period of years. 
Today Midwest Steel has about 
750 acres, Bethlehem Steel has 
3800 acres, which, except for 
the 80 acres owned by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, is about 
all that’s left of the Dunes. 


The parcel of land the 
women had hoped to buy 
would now cost millions,

even if it could be bought, 
which appeared unlikely, 
Midwest Steel Corp., recently 
announced that a fully in- 
tegrated steel mill would be 
built on its property on Lake 
Michigan. 


Bethlehem announced plans 
to merge with Youngstown 
Sheet & Tube Co. and build 
a $300,000,000 plant on the 
lakefront. The merger was 
disapproved by a New York 
court in January. A. B. Homer, 
president of Bethlehem, issued 
a statement that the termina- 
tion of the merger plan “does 
not mean that the Bethlehem 
interests in the midwest steel 
market has lessened in any 
way. On the contrary, Bethle- 
hem has already proceeded 
with studies to determine the 
best way in which it can ex- 
pand its service to that market 

particularly engineering stud- 
jes as to use under existing con- 
ditions of Bethlehem’s north- 
ern Indiana property.” 

A spokesman for Bethlehem 
told the Post-Dispatch that 
President Homer had no state- 
ment to make regarding the 
Dunes or efforts to save them. 

By the summer of 1958 it 
appeared that all was lost, and 
the work of six years by the 
women of the Save the Dunes 
Council had been in vain, They 
were about to disband. It was 
then that Mrs. Buell, knowing 
the reputation of Senator Paul 
Douglas as a conservationist as 
well as a man who loved the 
Dunes, decided on a last step. 

She didn’t know Senator 
Douglas, so she wrote to Mrs. 
Douglas, as one woman to an- 
other, and asked her to see if 
she could interest the Senator. 


Douglas, it turned out, had 
vacationed for years at the 
Dunes when he was a professor 
of economics at the University 
of Chicago, and later as a Chi- 
cago alderman. Douglas came 
in person to meet with Mrs. 
Buell and the women of the 
council. He walked again 
through the Dunes, even rolled 
up his trousers and waded in 
Lake Michigan. 


Then he returned to Wash- 
ington and introduced a bill 
to make the Dunes a national] 
monument. Joining Devwsle 
as sponsors of the bill were 
Senators Richard L. Neuberger 
and Wayne Morse, Oregon 
Democrats, and James E. Mur- 
ray, Montana Democrat, all 
seasoned battlers for conserva- 
tion. 


“Tl am here,” said Douglas 
when he introduced the bill, 
“to make a last-ditch effort 
to prevent the imminent 
closing out forever of this 
last four miles of a 25-mile 
park. Plans are already be- 
ing made and bulldozers are 
already at work to turn this 
great historic and scientific 
site into slag piles, mills, 
wharves, noise, pavement and 
one more source of smoke 
and pollution.” 

It would not only despoll 
what is left of ,the area, he 
said, “but the construction of 
mills will reach around and 
irrevocably damage the state 
park, polluting its water and 
air.” 


The bill is now in commit- 
tee. If passed, it woule 2u- 
thorize the Department of the 
Interior to buy back the land 
and preserve the Dunes as a 
national monument, under the 
protection of the Government. 


In the meantime, the Save 
the Dunes Council has set for 
itself the task of getting 1,000,- 
000 signatures on a petition to 
send to Congress. They al- 
ready have 200,000 names. 
And they are writing to all 
signers, asking them to write 
to their congressmen. 

Many people, Mrs. Buell ad- 
mits, are bemused by the Bat- 
tle of the Dunes. That's be 
cause, she says, they fail te 
see it as a symbol of our rapid- 
ly disappearing natural re 
sources. 

Paraphrasing Senator Doug- 
las, the time may come, she 
says, when we may actu 
find ourselves standing on the 
last unused, Le ype acre 
—wondering way te ge.

3 The third anniversary of the Broadway opening of “My Fair 
* Lady” is today. It will start its fourth year tomorrow. Still at 
capacity business.

The great success of “My Fair Lady,” was due to a perfect 
integration of all stage elements which were fused to create an 
air of effervescence, keen wit, and enchantment . “The Choco- 
late Soldier” had shown Shaw’s irony, no matter how diluted, 
made a basis for a good romantic operetta. Mr. Lerner, in 
adapting “Pygmalion,” had the wisdom to take huge chunks of 
Shavian wit intact. 


The satire on the English class system and its reli- 
ance on accent, in which a man announced his basic 
class, no matter how high he had risen financially, by 
opening his mouth, is sharp and penetrating. The high 
comedy of Prof. Higgins, the speech scientist, is mixed 
with the low of Alfred P. Doolittle, the dustman father 
of Eliza. 


THE LYRICS bring out these humorous facets—Lerner has 
borrowed from Shaw's prologue to his play for the idea of “Why 
Don’t the English Learn to Speak?” The Cockney songs have 
great humor and flavor. “A Hymn to Him,” and “I’ve Grown 
Accustomed to Her Face,” are devastating comments on the 
male ego as displayed by Prof. Higgins. “The Rain in Spain,” 
besides being highly amusing, makes a climactic point in the 
plot where Eliza has reached success in being trained in her 
imposture as a lady. “Ascot Gavotte,” with its frozen tableau 
and expressionless faces with language in superlatives is an 
effective rib of English society of the day. 

Mr. Loewe’s tunes are brilliantly puckish and sprightly, 
hut the ideas are the essence. That's why they were able to 
get away with having Professor Higgins’ songs more or less 
talked in patter fashion. Mr. Loewe didn’t eliminate conven- 
tional melodic prettiness. He bowed to it in the lovely, “On 
the Street Where You Live,” and in the lilting “I Could Have 
Danced All Night,” and paid it wistful heed in “Wouldn't It 
Be Loverly?” 


All of this was wrapped together by Moss Hart's 
imaginative and incisive direction, Oliver Smith's 
evocative and stunning sets, cunningly arranged on 
two revolving stages, and Cecil Beaton’s costumes. The 
first production was blessed with outstanding prin- 
cipals in Rex Harrison, Julie Andrews and Stanley 
Holloway. Yet the show’s charm isn’t dependent on 
stars. Some performances may be better than others, 
but given competent people, as. were Brian Aherne, 
Anne Rogers and Charles Victor here with the national 
company, the show is equally delightful. 

THE MESSRS. LERNER and Loewe found here the formula 
of mental stimulation, wit and sensory enchantment, which they 
have since applied to their happy, bubbling movie, “Gigi,” 
nominated for an Academy Award. 

As a matter of fact, most of the big musical successes of 
the past 15 years have been mentally stimulating. The days of 

, tossing off a couple of whistleable tunes and some good-looking 
chorines to make a musical comedy, or an inane plot and a 
good score for an operetta, are past. 

Rodgers and Hammerstein started {t. Their “Carousel,” 

» based on the play, “Liliom,” had mood and tenderness. “South 
Pacific,” had a strong central plot in addition to its ingratiating 
foolishness. “The King and I,’ would have been excellent high 
comedy without a note of music. ‘Guys and Dolls,” was, while

hardly intellectual, at least a. colorful, quaint modern fable. 
We'll pass “Annie Get Your Gun’’—its overwhelming spate of 
songs put that over—and “Music Man,” which was hypoed by 
its exuberance and folk color. But “Kiss Me Kate” was witty 


comedy utilizing Shakespeare. “The Pajama Game” made 
musical merriment out, of ali things, labor trouble at a pajama 
‘factory. Lerner and Loewe’s “Brigadoon” had a wistful, fey 
‘romantic enchantment far beyond the essence of its boy and 
. -girl plot. 
Incidentally, ‘“‘“My Fair Lady,” will return here to 

the American Theater for the two weeks beginning 
May 4.

‘Sweet Bird of Youth’ 


Vivid Williams Drama |

It is a portrait of corruption 
and evil, which are Williams's 
familiar subjects. The two 
chief characters represent two 
aspects of civilized degener- 
acy —an aging motion-picture 
actress who is fleeing reality 
in drink, drugs and dissipation; 
a young gigolo who has cheap 
dreams of glory and means to 
fulfill them by cheap means. 

Williams is not revenging 

himself on anyone this time. 
“Sweet Bird of Youth” is 
hardly a noble play. But it 
has overtones of pity for those 
who are damned. Although 
the old harridan from Holly- 
wood is a monster, she is no 
fiend; she knows what she is 
doing and why. Although the 
young man is a monster, he 
represents the seamy side 
of the American dream. He 
means to take whatever he 
can snatch; he is the per- 
petual adolescent, steeped in 
gaudy illusions of success 
and grandeur. 


AT THE END, in a corro- 
sively humorous scene, the 
screen star is recalled from 
damnation by reports of suc- 
cess in Hollywood, afd she 
starts pulling herself together 
with professional acumen. She 
is. never so far gone that a 
box-office statement cannot re- 
Store her. 

But the young man— his 
youth gone, his abominations 
overwhelming him — has lost 
the will to go on living. He 
makes no attempt to escape a 
posse of barbarians who have 
announced that they are going 
to castrate him because he has 
infected a local belle with dis- 
ease. He has burned out his 
soul with lies and depravity. 
When the play concludes he is 
accepting the horrors that 
await him. 

If “Sweet Bird of Youth” 
is less shocking than this 
resume suggests, it must be 
because of the nature of 
Williams’s artistry as a writ- 
er. It is a play that ranges 
wide through the lower 
depths, touching on political

violence, as well as on dis- 
eases of mind and body. But 
it has the spontaneity of an 
improvisation. 


NOTHING SEEMS to be 
planned. It begins in comic 
squalor in a hotel room. In 


the second act it moves into a 
private house and then a hotel 
lobby. But nothing seems to 
be arranged for theatrical sen- 
sation. Knowing his subject 
with chilling intimacy, Wil- 
liams daintily peels off layer 
after layer of the skin, body 
and spirit of his characters and 
leaves their nature exposed in 
the hideous humor and pathos 
of the truth. As a writer of 
prose drama, Williams has the 
genius of a poet. 

Under Kazan’s limpid direc- 
tion, it is beautifully performed 
in the mood of a black incan- 
tation. Jo Mielziner has pre- 
pared wide settings with lumi- 
nous backgrounds; and Paul 
Bowles has contributed spidery 
and tinkling music of exquisite 
texture. 

In the central roles the act- 
ing is magnificent. Geraldine 
Page gives a fabulous perform- 
ance as the decaying movie 
queen. Loose-jointed, gangling, 
raucous of voice, crumpled, 
shrewd, abandoned yet sensi- 
tive about some things that live 
in the heart, Miss Page is at 
the peak of form in this raffish 
characterization. 

And Paul Newman's young 
man is the perfect compan- 
ionpiece, Although he has a 
braggart, calculating exterior, 
he is as immature as an 
adolescent; brassy outside, 
terrified and remorseful 
when he stops strutting. As 
a political boss, Sidney 
Blackmer also gives a superb 
performance. 

DESPITE THE ACRID na- 
ture of its material, “Sweet 

Bird of Youth” is Williams in 
a relaxed mood as a writer. He 
seems to have made some sort 


of peace with himself. As an 
acting piece, “Sweet Bird of 
Youth” is one of his finest 


dramas.

England and West Germany 
@ach produced over a million 
cars last year. In Germany 
this was nearly three times as 
many as in 1953. Production 
in France is advancing almost 
as rapidly. Italy and Sweden 
also are barreling ahead on 
new car production. | 


And ft’s not only the well- 
to-do who are buying them. 
Officials at the Volkswagen 
works in Wolfsburg, biggest 
auto factory on the Euro- 
pean continent, estimate that 
40 per cent of their produc- 
tion last year went to work- 
ers and white collar em- 
ployes. This compares with 
six per cent five years ago. 

In most of Europe your 
status in the world is marked 
by what you drive. It’s not 
uncommon for a worker to 
start with a bicycle and move 
right up to a motorcycle, a 
tiny car and ultimately a 
standard model. 


The lowest price standard 
ear on the market in Western 
Europe is the Volkswagen. Its 
de luxe modal sells in West 
Germany for about $1000. 


The small Italian Fiat sells 
for about the same price. The 
French Renault is perhaps $50 
more expensive. That same Re- 
nault sells for $1800 in Spain, 
whose government makes a big 
take on car sales through rigid | 
price fixing. 

In the middle-price range 
the French Citroen DS-19 sells 
for $2500, the Swedish Volvo 
for $2000 and a host of com- 
peting British economy class 
cars for about $1700. You can 
pay as much as $24,000 for a 
Rolls-Royce. The big Mercedes 
limousine costs about $7000, 
the flashy Italian Ferrari 
about $10,000. 


American cars sell well in 
some places. In Sweden there 
is a flourishing market for 
used American cars three to 
five years old. They bring 
around $600. 

THESE MILLIONS of cars 
running around Europe have 
ereated traffic jams that are 
monumental in cities such as 
Paris and London. The Place 
de la Concorde in Paris is quite 
hopeless at certain times of 
the day. 


In London the bobbies tow 
away cars that are obstructing 
the flow of traffic. 


In the low countries famed 
for years for the number of 
bicyclists, you have to be 
mighty agile at the wheel to 
keep from causing mass may- 
hem to thg—men and women 
pedaling 4long. 

In Spain you have to dodge 
burros and wagons, and at 
night this. is difficult because 
they don’t come equipped with 
lights. 

What are the European gov- 
ernments doing about the traf- 
fic snarls? 

Swiss authorities, who say 
their roads are unable to cope 
with the mounting traffic, plan 


to build two superhighways, an | 
east-west road and a north- 


south one. 


Swedish officials estimate it | 


will cost four billion dollars to 
put their highway system in 
shape to deal with modern

000, there were some 900,000 


cars registered last year, not to 


mention 8000 busses and 
coaches, 113,000 trucks, 230,000 


motorcycles and 500,000 “mo- | 
peds”—bicycles with motors. | 
These were eight times as. 
many vehicles as were regis- | 


tered in 1938. 

Britain has launched its big- 
gest road-building program, 
planning a total of 850 miles 
of superhighways linking much 
of the country. 

Spain, whose roads were the 
best in Europe before the 1936 
civil war, has done little since. 
Now the Franco regime has 
launched a $165,000,000 road- 
building program. 

West Germany, which was 
the world pioneer in super- 
highways in Adolf Hitler's 
massive autobahn program, has 
embarked on a four-year plan 
that will cost $1,500,000,000. It 
is aimed at creating 1200 more 
miles of superhighways. There 
are 1300 miles of them now. 

Holland, with the best road 
network in Europe, is working 
hard to improve what it has.

The House Armed Services 

Committee has approved ap- 

propriations of $1,223,000 for 

new military construction in 
the St. Louis area, Representa- 
tive Melvin Price (Dem.), East 

St. Louis, announced yesterday. 
Items approved for inclusion 

in the military construction bill 

include a new facility costing 
$1,067,000 for a Naval and 

Marine Corps Reserve Train- 

ing Center on the site of the 


old Naval Air Station across | 


Natural Bridge road from Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field. Of the 
total cost of the building $697,- 
000 would come from Navy 
funds and $370,000 from Ma- 
rine Corps appropriations. 

An item of $156,000 has been 
approved for expansion of the 
Army Reserve Armory at 5020 
State street, East St. Louis. 
This is under the command of 
the Eleventh Army (Reserve) 
Corps which now operates 
about 50 training centers in 
Illinois and Missouri. 

The Naval Reserve Training 
Center has been at the foot of 
Ferry street where both Navy 
and Marine Corps reserve units 
have shared the facility. The 
Marine Corps is now using 
some buildings 
Naval Air Station.

Supermarket 
prices are from 10 to 25 per 
cent lower. 

The Japanese also like the 
idea of one-stop shopping in- 
stead of going to the fish store 
for fish, the butcher for meat 
and vegetable shop for vege- 
tables. The supermarkets also 
have been made more attrac- 
tive than smaller shops. 

The first self-service store 
was opened in Japan five years 
ago, but it wasn’t until last 
fall that the first real super- 
market was opened in Tokyo.

PARALYTIC POLIO 
CASES UP IN 1939 


WASHINGTON, March 14) 
(AP)—Paralytic polio cases this | 
year are running more than 50 
per cent higher than a year 
ago. 
Last week 16 of the 19 polio 
eases reported by the states 
were paralytic, compared with 


10 of 19 in the corresponding | 


1958 week. 


Since Jan. 1 this year there | 


have been 135 paralytic cases 
out of the 193 cases reported. 


This compares with 87 paralytic | 


out of 153 listed to the same 
time last year. 

However, a Public Health 
Service spokesman said today 
it will be four to six weeks 
after April 1 before the trend 
for the 1959 polio season will 
be indicated. 

From now to about the end 
of March polio cases usually 
are at their lowest levels for 
the year, with the season be- 
ginning about April 1. It 
reaches its peak usually about 
September. 

A nation-wide polio vaccina- 
tion program is being launched 
tomorrow night. It will put 
special emphasis on the need 


for vaccination of babies at as | 


early an age as possible. Last 
year in some states more than 
half the paralytic cases were 
among children under 5 years 
of age. It is estimated less than 
half such children have had 
the recommended three doses 

Last year there were 3140 
paralytic cases, compared with 
2499 in 1957, reversing a down- 
ward trend which followed in- 
troduction of Salk vaccine in 
1054-55.

N A 13-BLOCK STRETCH of Washington avenue is an in- 
dustry which lives by its collective ability to predict six 
months in advance what will catch the American woman's 

wood when she goes shopping for clothes. Despite the obvious 

azards in trying to outguess a woman, the ladies’ ready -to- 
wear industry in St. Louis has been a remarkably stable one — 
although individual firms have guessed wrong and gone out of 
business, with other companies taking their place. 

Last year women from Caribou, Maine, to San Diego, Cali- 
fornia —and in assorted cities outside the United States — ap- 
proved of St. Louis predictions some 15,000,000 times. This en- 
dorsement was expressed in the purchase of coats, dresses, suits, 
sport ents and lingerie with a wholesale value of more than 
$80,000,000. Nearly all the items were designed on the strip 
along Washington, roughly from Fourth to Seventeenth streets. 
And the bulk of them were manufactured there. 

The 13-block area is known in the trade as “the street.” 
It is a street where the pace is as fast as the flying needles of 
its sewing machines, and a street with a language of its own. 
No one, for example, wants to “take a bath,” a phrase connoting 
the troubles which befall a firm that comes out with a “dog.” 
A “dog” is a number that fails to tempt secretaries to scurry out 
early to lunch and does not set housewives to thinking of deft 
ways to broach the subject of wardrobes after serving that 
favorite dinner. 

While “the street” probably will ‘never be able to avoid the 
“dog” problem as long as women are women, there have been 
trends in recent years that make for greater stability. Some of 


the larger companies among the 45 or so manufacturers here 
have developed approaches that largely avoid the feast-or- 
famine operation. This is accomplished by producing basic 
types of garments (such as cotton dresses) for which demand is 
fairly steady and by sailing at a discreet distance from the ca- 
pricious winds of high style. 

And in the big, open rooms where the garments are made 
by some 5000 sewing machine operators and other craftsmen, 
production methods are undergoing change. (Another 2000 
workers make St. Louis - designed garments in outlying communi- 
ties.) Whereas a few years ago an operator would sew an en- 
tire garment, the work in many plants is now done assembly- 
line fashion, with each operator handling a single part. 

An engineering approach to the assembly -line technique 
is being fostered by the Associated Garment Industries of 5t. 
Louis, a trade organization representing most manufacturers. 
The approach is a St. Louis innovation and is being watched 
closely by manufacturers throughout the country. In another 
development, findings of the stopwatch have become an impor- 
tant factor in company - union bargaining over piece - work rates 
by which operators’ pay is set. The procedure, which cuts down 
on haggling, was arrived at jointly by the trade group and the 
International Ladies Garment Workers Union. 

The advent of the stop watch, the assembly line and the 
trend to stable items has by no means robbed “the street” of its 
old feel, which is something akin to that of show business. Com- 
petition is keen, the season is short — even for a popular number 
—and fashion remains a fickle queen. 
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High-speed, razor-sharp 
cutter, made in St. 
Louis, goes through 25 
layers of cotton cloth 
after pattern has been 
traced on the top piece. 
Behind machine, which 
can cut upward of 350 
layers, are stacks of 
goods which are ready 
for sewing.

Pay of sewing machine oper- 
ators varies greatly, gener- 
ally running from $1.40 to $2 
an hour, with some making 
more than that. They also 
are covered by retirement 
and medical plans.

ROUND ELEVEN O'clock the night Caril Fugate and 
I were apprehended, it was very quiet in the 
Douglas, Wyoming, jail. 

I was lying upon the top bunk and was feeling low 
and hopeless. Then a clear perception of truth came 
to me of the villainous and outraging acts committed, 
and I thought I would vomit. : 

It all seem like a fantastic dream, but it was no 
dream,’and I knew it. Exhausted as I was, I couldn’t 
sleep. I simply laid.there, staring at a couple names 
that had been scratched into the steel wall, and was 
lost in my owh thoughts. 

I said to myself, why? Why, why, had everything 
had to happen to me. I couldn't understand why it 
seem like ever since my younger days, the whole world 
was against me. I hated the world with all the poison 
of a granddaddy rattlesnake ever since I was a young- 
ster, maybe that’s why, I thought, it hated me. 

Then I was aware that I was lonesome and home- 
sick. I thought of the nice family Sunday picnics and 
other happy times we all had together. 

By this time my head was spining and whirling, the 
remembrance of happy times and unpleasant events 
came crowding through a foggy mist of recollection. 

I determined then that I would write these thoughts 
and remembrances down. For I wanted to do some- 
thing for my parents. I had caused them enough 
trouble. And I wanted to warn other boys so they 
wouldn't take the road I took. 

1, Charles Raymond Starkweather, the third child 
of Mr. and Mrs. Guy Starkweather, was born Novem- 
ber 24th, 1938, in a two-story apartment dwelling. 
But soon my folks secured a seven-room modern home, 
and I was raised in this house in the south part of 
Lincoln, Nebraska. 


Cowboys and Indians 
It seemed like a good childhood. Like almost ali 


other young boys, I was always playing cowboys and 
Indians with my brothers. We would pick characters 
such as Daniel Boone, Crazy Horse, Roy Rogers, Lone 
Ranger and Wild Bill Hickok. 

I was five years old when I started kindergarten. 
The first day, I was filled with excitement and couldn't 
hardly wait to get there. Dressed in my best Sunday 


clothes and wearing my new glossy brown shoes that’ 


I was so proud of, I lined up with my older brothers 
and were inspected by Mom’s keen eyes for dirt under 
the fingernails, dirty hands or dirt behind the ears. 
When she was satisfied, she gave each of us a hug and 
a kiss on the cheek, and we started off. 

My rebellion against the world started that first day 
in school. 

And from that first day that I became rebellious. I 


have stayed in my rebellious mood even to this day. 
Why? Cause that first day in school I was being made 
fun at, picked on, laughed at. 

Why were they making fun at me? My speech for 
one thing and the other was my legs. I was a little bow 
legged. Maybe that’s not much of an excuse to become 
rebellious. But when people tease, make fun of and 
laugh at a little youngster in his early childhood, that 
little youngster is not going to forget it. In those 
younger years I builded up a hate that was as hard as 
iron. 

As I grew older, my speech defect was overcome. 
As for my bowlegs, their just as crooked as before. | 
have never been able to grow out of them and if I have 
to say so myself, I believe a pig could run between 
them without touching the sides. 


Giggling Girls and Boys 


I didn’t get along that day in school with the others. 
They didn’t seem to want to have anything to do with 
me. I played in the sandbox by myself. I glanced at 
them, the girls giggling and the bovs giving off their 
snickers. 

When I arrived home, I tolded Mom of the kids 
teasing and making fun and that they wouldn't even 
play with me. And the next day when we went to 
school, Dad went with us, to talk to the principal. 

I was overwhelmed with happiness, thinking that 
the other kids would talk and play with me after Dad's 
talk with the schoolmistress. The teacher, Mrs. Mott, 
first suggested that everyone tell what they did during 
the summer months. One by one the kids wented be- 
fore the class. As I sat listening I became more and 
more anxious to tell of my summer activitys.. . ! 
could tell of good times I had playing with my broth 
ers, tell of all the vegetables I helped Mom can up in 
jars and going fishing with Dad. I couldn't hardly wait 
until it was my turn. 

But as Mrs. Mott called out my name I felt shy and 
awkward.

Reputation as a Fighter 


I wouldn't deny that I was like a hound dog looking 
for fights. I would beat them down and if I had to I 
would beat them down again until they knew that | 
wasn't going to take it from them. I fought fast and a 
little furiously like a maniac in rage and fury. 

And when they say that you're a fighter and have a 
reputation for doing nothing but fighting, then there’s 
going to be a few kids like yourself that are going to 


try to take that reputation away. My fighting reputa- . 


tion stayed with me throughout my school years and 
even afterwards. 

I gradually did get used to school. It wasn't school 
I hated, it was the pupils in it. From my younger school 
days on, I didn’t want anything to do with them. So I 
went off into the woods and forests by myself. Some 
people would think it would be lonely out in the 
woods, but it wasn’t for me. 

I’ve done quite a bit of hunting and killed quite a 
bit of game, but I have deep affection for the animals 
I have killed. No animal is stupid. I well agree they're 
not all intellect in all respects, but they do know when 
to hide and when to run. 

Many a time, I didn’t shoot a game animal, instead 
I sat motionless, watching their tactics of living in the 
forest. I've had squirrels come within arm’s reach.

Neither my brothers nor I carried a firearm until 
we were older and knew the safety measures. Dad was 
an excellent instructor. Firearms besides automobiles 
have been my ruling passion, but between the firearms 
and automobiles, I rather hear the crack of a firearm 
than drive the finest car in the whole wide world. 

These years were the most lonely years of my life. 
Other students wouldn't associate or have much to do 
with me. For instance, I always gave everyone in the 
class a Valentine card, but I never received as many 
back as I gave away. It always disappointed me. The 
ones I did get I kept for a long while. 

What finally made me quit school was hate for other 
students. After junior high school I did attend a blue- 
print course at night school and received a diploma. 
I’ve often thought, while sitting in my prison cell, of 
what I would do differently if I could live my life over, 
and one thing is go all the way through school. As it 
was, I got a job that didn’t amount to beans, and when 
I tried to get a decent job that had better hours and 
paid more, I could never get it. 

| thought and hoped that the rebellion in my heart, 
so strong and heavy, would soften or melt or die out 
when I quit school. But of course it did not. 


Sorrow and Remorse 


Today, my feelings are of great sorrow and remorse 
for the people killed. And for the heartache and sor- 
réw and grief caused people who lost their loved ones. 
I pray that God will be forgiving of what has been done. 

My thoughts at the time of the killings was that it 
was right to protect yourself and kill in self-defense. 
Some of the victims were killed in that way and others 
exactly did attempt to block the path of escape. 

But today I know that this was wrong. I realize that 
if I myself was in one of the victims’ place, and a 
murder alarm had gone out then I'd do my best to pre- 
vent any escaping, and if my life was going to be taken, 
I’d fight at all costs and put up one heck of a battle. 

All the time the spree was taking place I was scared, 
jittery, tired from loss of sleep, and very dangerously 
on edge. At the time I figured I had enough and was 
going to give up, we were driving back to Lincoln 


from Bennett. Caril then threatened out loud that she 
wasn’t going to give up, and that I, or no one else was 
going to make her. 

And with a shotgun laying across her lap with the 
barrel pointing directly at me, and with her fast talk- 
ing, she convinced me that we didn’t have anything to 
gain by giving up. | This is in accordance with Stark- 
weather's testimony at his trial.—rEprTor. | 


Love Flourished, Then Died 


My feelings toward Caril now are of great regret for 
ever knowing her. In the past Caril and myself had a 
lot of good times. Our love in the beginning was very 
ardent and passionate. But as time went along our love 
tapered off to emotional passion and then began to 
fade out. Today my love for Caril is completely dead. 
I wish it would have ended long before now. But | 
hold no grudges against Caril. 

Today, after a year of imprisonment, I can count 
my life in hours. | have had a great deal of time for 
thought and to retrace back over my life. I hold no 
fear for the electric chair, it is the price | am paying 
for taking the lives of others. But bringing my life to 
an end does not answer why certain things took place. 
Going to the electric chair will bring to an end my 
search for answers that are hard to find. 

Now I feel no rebellion toward anything or anyene, 
only love and peace. I received this love and peace 
through the Bible. 

And if I could talk to young people today I would 
tell them to go to school, to go to Sunday school, to go 
to church and receive the Lord Jesus Christ as your 
own personal Saviour. Our God is a kind God, He'll 
forgive and accept you as one of His even if your heart 
is black and heavy with sin. 

And I would say to them to obey their parents or 
guardians, and stay away from bad influences, and 
never undertake anything that you don’t understand, 
and if in doubt don’t do it. And most of all don’t ever 
let your intentions and emotions overpower you. 

If | had followed these simple little rules, as I was 
advised to do many times, | would not be where I am 


today. bi

Starkweather’s parents visit death row- 


and wonder where they went wrong 


N THE HOME of Mr. and Mrs. Guy 
Starkweather, time is ticking away. 
With their son’s execution date fast ap- 
proaching, the Starkweathers’ emotions 
are clouded, their explanations con- 
fused. 

“All I can do,” says Helen Stark- 
weather, “is sort of live from day to day. 
Of course, I'd like to see his life spared. 
Any mother would.” 

As any mother might, Helen Stark- 
weather wonders what she should have 
done differently. Charles’ parents say 
that for most of his life he gave little 
trouble at home. Then, Mrs. Stark- 
weather says, “six months or a year” 
after he began dating Caril Fugate “his 
whole attitude seemed to change.” 

“She was a lot younger,” Stark- 
weather says. “We didn’t forbid him 
going out with her. We did forbid her 
driving his car. But as soon as they 
were out of our sight; she drove.” 

Father and son had several argu- 
ments about this, and finally Charles 
left home. (“I guess,” Guy Stark- 
weather said after the mass killings, 
“that that’s where I made my first mis- 
take.” ) He moved into a boarding 
house, then was locked out for lagging 
in his rent. It was about this time, ap- 
parently, that he began to feel the

world closing in relentlessly around 
him. 

During the panic that swept Lincoln, 
the Starkweathers, too, locked their 
doors and drew the blinds. They say 
now, however, that they never believed 
he was responsible for the shootings; 
they thought Charles and Caril had 
eloped. “He had asked me just before,” 
his father says, “about a state where a 
girl 14 could get married.” 

When the news came of Charles’ 
capture and confession, his parents say, 
it was like “a great weight had been 
dropped on us.” Says his mother: 
“Charles had never been violent to me 
or his father. He’d never threatened 
anyone.” 

He had a reputation, they admit 
grudgingly, as a fighter. “All someone 
had to do was look at him cross-eyed, 
or tease him,” his mother says. 
Throughout boyhood, he had few close 
friends; little interest in school until 
ninth grade. After that, his main inter- 
ests were guns and hot-rods. 

But looking back, the Starkweathers 
can interpret none of this as the signs 
of a killer. “We keep wondering why,” 
says his mother tearfully. “Why?” 

Ass they try to piece together the rea- 
sons, the Starkweathers live quietly 


criminologist sizes 


HY DOES A young boy suddenly 
Wl oe into a savage, almost 
unstoppable killer? And why does he 
sit down calmly afterward and try to 
explain himself? 

University of Nebraska criminolo- 
gist James Reinhardt sums it up in a 
word: ego. Starkweather, according to 
Reinhardt, is eaten by a desire for rec- 
ognition. In writing his autobiography, 
his purpose is not to warn other boys, 
as he says. Instead, he is “leaving a 


_ legacy to himself. He wants assurance 


that his name and his exploits will not 
be forgotten.” 

Reinhardt, a  white-haired, soft- 
spoken 67-year-old, had a number of 
death-row interviews with Stark- 
weather, many more with his family 
and. acquaintances. Today he may 
know more about Starkweather than 
anyone save his parents. 

From these sessions, Reinhardt has 
put together a portrait of a youth com- 
pletely beaten down, obsessed by the 
idea that the world considered him 
nothing, picked on him mercilessly. He 
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Starkweather’s parents face tomorrow with bewilderment. 


here in a modest, one-story bungalow. They have four 
younger children to supervise. Both parents now are 
unemployed, and visit Charles at Nebraska State 
Penitentiary daily. 

“I've noticed no change in him as the day gets 
closer,” his mother says. “He said to us once that if 
The Man Upstairs thinks Charles has suffered enough, 
He will take him; if not, he will be in prison for the 
rest of his life.” 

“He's not bragging or swaggering,” says Guy Stark- 
weather. “He'll just go when he has to go. One thing 
he did say to me in death row was, ‘I wish I had 
listened to you and Mom. If I had, I wouldn’t be here’.” 

Meanwhile, as time ebbs away, the Starkweathers 
keep hoping for clemency, or a reprieve, that might 
halt the death sentence. “Every time I see Charles,” 
says his mother, “he tells me, ‘Smile Mom. Don’t 
worry. It'll be all right.’ And all I can say to him is, 
‘Tl try, Charlie, I'll try.’ ” 


up a twisted young killer 


was thirsty for power over someone—virtually a pow- 
der keg looking for a fuse. 

Starkweather, with his bandy legs, bad eyes and 
blurred speech, developed a thin skin early. Taunted 
as a child, he soon began to suspect slurs even when 
there were none. He fought back, but he never seemed 
to get ahead. He never seemed to be in a situation he 
could control. The world seemed to be against him. 

Then, says Reinhardt, “he learned to shoot well. 
His gun was his one instrument of power. With it, he 
once told me, he could keep anything out of his way.” 

When he was 19, he had a gun, a symbol of power. 
He also had Caril Fugate, who made him feel im- 
portant. But it was only a matter of time until the 
world closed in. Caril’s parents threatened to stop him 
from seeing her. There was only one way out: the gun. 

After the slayings of Caril’s mother, stepfather and 
half-sister, there was no turning back. Each time 
Charles felt threatened, he killed to keep control of 
the situation. Sometimes he apparently killed for an 
even lesser reason. His victims were part of the world, 
and the world was against him. 

In the end, there were 11 dead. Starkweather was 
on his way to the electric chair. But, in Reinhardt's 
view, Starkweather got what he wanted: recognition. 
For a period at least, the “bowlegged, redheaded 
woodpecker” was somebody. — MARJORIE MARLETTE

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White House weddings 


One of the Presidents was a bridegroom, but most of 


the 10 marriages were of their sons or daughters 


The White House was completed in 1800, and since 
then has been home to 32 families. Each of the wed- 
dings that have taken place there has been a great 
social event of its day. Here are descriptions of these 
weddings and of the President in office at the time. 
Can you match them with the couples listed in the box 
below? Answers are at the bottom of the page. 


A. The bride was the youngest of the President's three 
daughters. The groom, a former Tennessee lawyer, 
was Secretary of the Treasury in her father’s cabinet, 
Fhe bride’s father 
was the first U.S. President to travel abroad during his 
term of office. 


and this was his second marriage. 
The groom was later a senator from 
California. This marriage, which took place in 1914, 
ended vears later in divorce. 

B. She was only 18, and she married the nephew of 
Fanny Kemble, a noted actress. She had met him on 
shipboard returning from a visit to England, where 
she had been presented to Queen Victoria. Her father 
gave the couple a wedding in the big East Room, in 
1874. This President was a military hero, partial to 
billiards and big black cigars. 


C. He was the oldest of the President's four sons. The 
bride was related to Dolly Madison (the matchmaker 
in this romance). She was a lovely South Carolina 


belle, educated in a fashionable Philadelphia semi- 
nary. He was his father’s White House secretary. Wed- 
ding year: 1828. To help renovate the White House 
during his term, the bride’s father auctioned off its old 


furniture, realized about $6,000. 


D. Their wedding was the most lavish in White House 
history. She was a dark-haired beauty of 23. He was 
49 and President of the United States. The bride's 
father had been his law partner in Buffalo, N.Y. The 
wedding took place in the Blue Room as John Philip 
Sousa led the Marine Band outside on the lawn. This 
President fought for lower tariffs and the gold stand- 
ard. He called out Federal troops to break the Pullman 
strike in 1894.

E. She was only 16, the youngest ever

to be married in the White House. The groom was one 
of her father’s presidential secretaries. He was also 
her cousin. The wedding was held in the East Room; 
the year, 1820. Her father, in his message to Congress 
three vears later, enunciated a famous doctrine. 


F. This wedding, between the President’s son and the 
President's niece, occurred in the Oval Room in 1828. 
The father of the bride, a man brilliant but not very 
popular, served only one term. Of the presidential 
office, he said: “I can scarcely conceive a more haras- 
sing, wearying, teasing condition of existence.” 


G. It was a Washington romance. The bride fell in 
love with a young diplomat at the French Legation, 
and the President gave them a White House wedding. 
The bride’s father was a presidential adviser and Ten- 
nessee crony of the President. Although the President 
himself was widowed, his White House household 
teemed with family and friends. He was a crusty old 
Indian fighter, immensely popular with the. people. 


H. They were married in the East Room in 1906. She 
was the President's daughter. He was an Ohio con- 
gressman, later famous as Speaker of the House. She 
was the darling of Washington society for years. A 
popular song was written in her honor. Her father, 
probably the most vigorous President in U.S. history, 
was a stocky man with a toothy smile. 


1. The bride was the President’s daughter, whose sister 
also was married in the White House. The groom was 
a Harvard Law School graduate, 
there. He also became Assistant Secretary of State and 
U.S. High Commissioner in the Philippines. The 
bride’s father also married during his term of office, 
but not at the White House. He died in 1924. 


J. They were married in 1842, the year Charles 
Dickens visited the White House. The bride was the 
President's pretty daughter (he had 14 children by 
two wives ). She and the groom were Virginians, both 
from Williamsburg. The bride's father was the first 
Vice President to succeed to the Presidency. He 
brought the family slaves to work at the White House. 
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who later taught - 
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Nicholas Longworth and bride, the former Alice Roosevelt.

LANGLEY FIELD, VA. 

UST A FEW MONTHS AGO, air travelers entered the 

Jet Age. Since the first scheduled flight last fall 

of a transatlantic jet, regular flights have started be- 

tween New York and the West Coast and between 

New York and Miami. Today sleek, 600-m.p.h. giants 

whisk you across the ocean in six hours, across the 
U.S. in four and a half. 

New as they are, today’s jets already are considered 
out-of-date at the wind tunnels and experimental 
laboratories of the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration here, a few miles from Newport News. 
NASA scientists in a broad research program are 
mapping out the jet’s successor: a 100-passenger liner 
that will fly three times the speed of sound and leap 
from New York to Paris in two hours and 15 minutes. 

This supersonic speedster is not dream stuff, nor 
does it depend on possible future scientific break- 
throughs. It could be powered by turbojet engines, 
using conventional fuels. The materials of which it 
would be built—titanium, high-strength steel—will 
be fabricated into strong, lightweight panels. 


Better Engines, Better Planes 


The Mach-3 transport, as engineers call it, would 
be based solidly on new research discoveries. Improve- 
ments in engine air intake and jet exit can make the 
same size jet engine twice as powerful. New aerody- 
namic findings indicate a shorter, lighter wing struc- 
ture despite decreases in wing thickness. 

Before you rip up your jetliner reservations, how- 
ever, be warned: the supersonic transport is not just 
around the corner. Even if work began immediately, 
five years probably would pass before a supersonic jet 
could make regular flights. But most experts here 
agree the period will be much longer. They doubt that 
major airlines would consider changing to supersonic 
jets before the 1970s. 


But when you finally fly by supersonic transport, 
you'll be in for a unique experience. As scientists here 
envision a New York-to-Paris hop (see chart), you'll 
take off from a conventional 8,000-foot runway. Min- 
utes later, at 18,000 feet, the plane will burst through 
the sound barrier while climbing. After 19 minutes, 
your plane will reach cruising altitude of 63,000 feet 
—about twice that of present jets. 

Then, at a speed faster than a rifle bullet, you'll 
cruise at gradually increasing altitude. It wouldn't be 
the most comfortable flight you'd ever had. Seats 
would be crowded as close together as on the densest 
of today’s economy flights. Because of the plane’s high 
external temperatures and the high internal pressures, 
there might be no windows. Even the pilot might rely 
on radar scopes, TV cameras and other instruments. 

Engineers here think dense, closed-in conditions 
would be permissible because you’d be aloft such a 
short time. Probably, they say, you'd be entertained in 
flight by movies, possibly (by then ) by world-wide TV. 
And, they point out, at 60,000 feet plus, you couldn't 
see much even if there were windows. 

In the plane’s cabin you'd sit in air-conditioned 
comfort. But the skin of the plane might reach tem- 
peratures of 500 to 600 degrees. 

Your plane would cruise, at 2,000-m.p.h. speeds, 
for an hour and three-quarters. Then, 200 miles from 
Paris, it would begin its descent. Throttled down to 
minimum thrust, it would require 15 minutes to set 
the plane down in Paris. 

Leaving New York for Paris at noon, you'd arrive 
—because of the five-hour time differential— at 7:15 
p.m. But on your return flight, you would gain time. 
If you left at noon Paris time, you'd be in New York 
at 9:15 a.m. 

On the ground, your plane would appear as a 
slender monster. Four-engined, it might have swept- 
back wings and no tail; or it might be a canard type,

as in the photo at upper left, with tail and wings 
seemingly reversed. It will require a crew of six. 

About 200 feet long, it would have a surface area 
of one-third of an acre. All its skin would be highly 
polished and smooth, without cracks, exposed joints 
or offsets. 

How much would such a high-speed flight cost the 
traveler in a hurry? Operated over a 3,600-mile range 
with all seats, the fuel cost per passenger would be no 
more than in today’s jets. And, on an eight-hour sched- 
ule, such a plane could make three transocean hops a 
day. In a week, it could shuttle 2,100 travelers to 
Europe, rivaling the Queen Mary. 


The Sonic Boom 


But a few problems must be solved first. There's 
the question of sonic boom: a plane cracking the sound 
barrier at 18,000 feet would produce an explosion 
that would shake buildings for miles around. Except 
in take-offs over water, the plane might have to climb 
more slowly, adding 10 minutes to its flight. 

Even more of a problem would be the question of 
immediate landing and take-off. If the fuel-thirsty 
supersonic jet were required to circle half an hour 
awaiting landing clearance, it would eat up five and a 
half tons of fuel—and most of the profits. 

Engineers here dream about a precise plan of flight 
controls and communications. The supersonic flight 
would be timed to the minute, with all air space and 
landing pattern space reserved in advance. But this, 
they admit, is futuristic and possibly outside their 
province. 

A few lesser details remain to be ironed out before 
supersonic flight is practical. It won’t be tomorrow, 
and it won't affect your short domestic hops to visit 
relatives. But Langley’s men who look ahead have no 
doubt that two-hour hops to Paris are coming. And 


at Langley, the 1970s already are here. -

Inc., of which they are the sole stockholders, owns the 
following programs: 1) The Rifleman on ABC, 2) 
Trackdown on CBS, 3) Zane Grey Theatre on CBS, 
4) Black Saddle on NBC, 5) Wanted—Dead or Alive 
on CBS, 6) Richard Diamond on CBS, 7) The David 
Niven Anthology Show on NBC, 8 ) Captain of Detec- 
tives or The Robert Taylor Show (title as yet unde- 
cided) going on ABC. 

In addition, they have ready for presentation this 
fall The Julie London Show, Stagecoach West, The 
Outrider and half a dozen others as yet unannounced. 
Their old Four Star Playhouse films, which they sold 
for a controlling interest in another company, Official 
Films, are currently syndicated throughout the world, 
in many places for the sixth and seventh times. 


Part-Time Jobs 


Conservatively, the assets of Four Star Films range 
in estimation from $20,000,000 to $25,000,000, In 
the words of Dick Powell, its 54-year-old president, 
“We don’t know how much we're worth. Just say, ‘Not 
bad for three hams.’ ” 

In fact, business is so good for the trio that they are 
mulling over the idea of buying outright the old 20th 
Century-Fox lot in Hollywood, of which Four Star at 
present is the sole occupant. The lot houses seven large 
sound stages plus numerous production buildings. The 
company also has bought the extensive Hertz-Topanga 
Ranch, in the San Fernando Valley, for location work. 
It employs upward of 500 actors and technicians a sea- 
son, and the 330 half-hour films it will turn out this 
year make it a more productive film company than 
most of the film giants. 

Since Powell, Boyer and Niven each has a major 
job besides television, the question is: How do these 
guys do it? 

Boyer is currently starring on Broadway opposite 


Claudette Colbert in the comedy hit, Marriage-Go- 
Round. Before that he starred in half a dozen motion 
pictures both here and abroad. Niven has just finished 
Separate Tables and Ask Any Girl, and is scheduled for 
three more films in a row. Powell, having completed 
The Hunters, is producing Casino for 20th Century. 

Who then actually runs Four Star Films? 

David Niven blithely reveals, “For the first few 
years of its existence, the business of Four Star was 
conducted like three drunks in a telephone booth. We 
never had a meeting until a crisis arose. 

“But now,” he says proudly, “we're doing it like 
real businessmen. Dick completely reorganized the 
business a few years ago and assigned particular duties 
to each of us. He takes care of sponsor relations and is 
the liaison with the William Morris Agency, which 
handles our sales. Charles is in charge of the finances. 
And I'm in charge of publicity. 

“We have board meetings once a week now, every 
Monday night at 8—-sometimes by long-distance call 

—and we discuss whatever problems may be immi- 
nent. For some strange reason I haven’t been able to 
figure out, we never fight. I think it’s because we're all 
only too glad to delegate our duties to the other fellow. 
Or maybe it’s because, being actors, the only voice we 
pay attention to is our own.” 


Frustrated Tycoon 


In truth the guiding hand of Four Star belongs to 
shrewd, handsome, indefatigable Dick Powell. Al- 
ways a frustrated business tycoon, the one-time musi- 
cal film star explains, “I got tired years ago of holding 
in my stomach for the camera. I always thought I'd 
like to handle the business end of things.” 

In 1951 a bright agent and show-packager named 
Don Sharpe suggested the idea to Powell of four big- 
name stars forming a company, with each star alter- 


nating every four weeks on a TV.drama program. The 
first four stars lined up for the project were Rosalind 
Russell, Charles Boyer, Dick Powell and Joel McCrea. 
Before the series got underway, Miss Russell and 
McCrea bowed out. Powell, however, convinced from 
the start that TV’s future was limitless, joined forces 
in a partnership with Boyer. Then Sharpe sold the 
Four Star Playhouse to the Young & Rubicam adver- 
tising agency, at which time Four Star consisted of 
only two stars. Powell then flew to New York, told the 
agency not to worry, that he would deliver the two 
additional stars. 6) 


He Sold Himself 


“I got Joan Fontaine to do one show for us,” he re- 
calls, “and David Niven to do another. David then 
talked Lilli Palmer into doing one. In the process he 
talked himself so completely into believing his own 
sales pitch on the future of television that Boyer and 
I decided to take him in as a third partner. That's how 
the company began. We never did get.a fourth star 
although we used Ida Lupino for a while. 

“Our first year in business,” Powell admits, “cost 
us $60,000. But we took a long-range view. We de- 
cided that anybody could make money the first time 
around in a TV series if he wanted to chisel the view- 
ers and the sponsors with a poor production. I prom- 
ised in 1952 that we would deliver a quality product 
on Four Star Playhouse, and that's what we delivered. 

“All of us, Charles, David and myself, have oper- 
ated on one simple rule: We will not make or appear 
in any TV series that we think is going to haunt* us 
later. In short, we’re determined to be proud of any 
film that bears the Four Star trade-mark. In TV you 
don’t make money on the first runs. The money comes 
in on the second and third and fourth. That’s when 
it's gravy. But the secret of success in this business 
lies in giving the public what it wants, a high-class 
production with high-class performers.” 

But where does one get the high-class performers? 
This is the $64,000 question in TV today. Powell's 
advantage is that he has worked in show business for 
29 years, is on friendly terms with performers, execu- 
tives, technicians in every echelon; he can speak to 
them in their own language. 

One of Four Star’s most recent successes is Powell's 
corralling of veteran screen star Robert Taylor into 
the TV fold. “We had one of those over-the-backyard- 
fence conversations,” Dick says, “and I told Bob that 
movie actors nowadays have to face realities. The 
motion-picture business isn’t what it used to be. I gave 
him my own case history as a sample. I was getting 
$175,000 a picture for years; then suddenly the bot- 
tom dropped out, and the most anyone would offer me 
was $65,000. Bob’s a sensible fellow. He listened, so 
I got him the best detective story script I could get, 
and we sold the show. It’s going to be a whale of a 
series. He’s happy, and we're happy. 

“Matter of fact, I've never been happier even though 
I'm working harder than ever. As an actor I never felt 
[ was contributing anything. Now, as a businessman, 
I know in my heart that I’m contributing employment, 
materials, value to the economy. I feel I'm in the swing 
of things—not an oddball actor the whole world is 
looking at.” 

Do partners Boyer and Niven feel similarly? Both 
agree they feel great, but for different reasons. Boyer 
says he’s happy “because I'm working, and our com- 
pany is making money.” Niven says he’s happy “be- 
cause now I am in the very heady position of being 
able to employ myself. No actor can ask for more.” §&

YAKIMA, WASH. 
Corkscrewing down a slalom course above is 17-year- 
old Sam Ward, a high-school senior who is typical of 
many of the teen-age boys in this ski-happy city. He 
would rather ski than date the prettiest girl in school. 
For Sam—and most everybody else here—this com- 
ing week will be one of the loveliest of the year. 

From Thursday through Sunday, blond and blue- 
eyed Sam expects to compete against the best young 
skiers in America, gathered at nearby White Pass Ski 
Area for the 1959 National Junior Ski Championships. 
Watching at White Pass will be thousands of Yakima 
ski fans, quietly proud that White Pass—im being

Fifty miles west of Yakima, White Pass—a part of 
the Snoqualmie National Forest— is a valley in the 
scenic Cascade Mountains. Skiers drop 1,600 feet 
down to the pass from 6,100-foot Pigtail Peak; they're 
lofted back to the peak on two mile-long chairlifts 
that can carry 1,600 passengers an hour. Also avail- 
able are several tow ropes to. haul less-experienced 
skiers to more gentle slopes, plus a glistening new 
130-foot-high jump for daredevils. 

Sam intends to skip the jumping, hopes to compete 
in his favorites—the slalom and downhill races. 
Though his friends are nervously rooting for him to 
win, they tease him constantly about his intense inter- 
est in skiing.

TUNA IN A CASSEROLE

Tuna-Rice Casserole 
1 can (4 oz.) pimientos lf teaspoon oregano 
1% cups uncooked rice 1 teaspoon seasoned salt 
2 tablespoons butter or 142 cups dry white wine 
margarine 2 cups chicken broth 
1 tablespoon instant 1 cup grated cheddar cheese 
minced onion 1 large can (9% oz.) tuna 
Dice pimientos. Combine half the pimientos with rice, butter, 
onion, oregano and seasoned salt in two-quart casserole. Combine 
wine and 1% cups chicken broth; heat; pour over rice mixture. 
Cover; bake in moderate oven (350°) until rice is almost tender 
and liquid absorbed, about 40 minutes. Stir in remaining broth.

If desired, garnish with whole cooked or 
canned shrimp. Makes six servings.

NOW I HAVE MY BABY 


In the U.S. today there are 5,500,000 married couples 
who want babies but have failed to have them. Great 
strides have keen made in the past decade against this 
“fertility problem”; the most notable are outlined at 
the far right. Here is a first-person account of how 
modern medicine helped one couple to have their own 
child. It provides hope for husbands and wives every- 
where who have despaired of having children. 


NEW YORK, N.Y. 
AST DECEMBER 11 about 5 a.m. our first son, 
Daniel Sigmund, was born. 

He weighed 7 pounds, 3 ounces, and was then, as 
he is now, healthy, wonderful and, I think, beautiful. 
When I first heard him cry in the delivery room, I 
thought my heart would open up and leave my body. 

That's how happy I was. Both I and my husband 
Gabriel really cannot describe how we feel, how grate- 
ful we are. We cannot describe the joy. For we thought 
we might never have our own child. 

I am telling our story now because I feel that we 
somehow have been helped by a miracle. I realize 
that this sounds terribly dramatic, but I believe it is 
so. It is a God-given miracle delivered by my doctor. 

Gabriel and I were married in the summer of 1950. 
Until 1955 we were childless. It was then that I first 
sought medical care as a “fertility patient.” Prior to 
this, | had been told that I might have trouble conceiv- 
ing because my Fallopian tubes (through which the 
ovum travels to reach the womb) were diseased and 
‘probably closed.” 

No one will ever know the real cause. Perhaps my 
early life was responsible. | was born in Poland, and 
was 11 years old when the Nazis first came. I starved 
often and had two bouts with typhus. 


Nazi Tyranny 


Perhaps malnutrition, or typhus itself, resulted in 
my tubal problem. These, I have been told, can cause 
the condition. So can an accident or other factors. 

Perhaps my nervous stomach was somehow in- 
volved. In Poland I watched my father, mother and 
four brothers die under Nazi tyranny. Also, I fought 
in the underground against the Nazis and later served 
with the Israeli Navy in the Arab-Israeli war. 

Whatever the cause, it took almost three years be- 
tween the time I first sought care and the time I be- 
came pregnant. I never gave up, though, because | 
felt deeply that I must give life in payment for the life 
I have received and clung to. 

When, after five years of marriage, I first told the 
doctor that we wanted a child, he examined me thor- 
oughly. My husband, too, was given a battery of tests, 
and was found to be normal and healthy. 

It became obvious that my tubal problem was the 
cause of our barren marriage. For months there were

more tests and treatments. All failed to get results. 

Then, finally, the doctor told me he would try some- 
thing that was quite new. He explained it this way: 

My tubes were blocked. This was definitely revealed 
by tests he had given me. He would try an operation 
that might——and he underscored might—help me. It 
would consist of placing plastic tubes into my own 
Fallopian tubes, leaving them there several weeks in 
the hope that the plastic would somehow maintain my 
tubes in an open state, permitting conception. 

Now, putting my faith in my doctor—the kind of 
faith I have in God Himself—I prepared to undergo 
the operation. On the day of the operation, several 
physicians were on hand to observe, for the procedure 
is scarcely routine. I had been told previously that 
there was perhaps a 15 per cent chance of the opera- 
tion “working.” 

As a matter of fact, one of the other doctors said to 
mine while I was in the operating room: 

“Why try this on her? She’s a bad case. She'll never 
have a baby.” 


An Outside Chance 


To which my doctor replied, “Look, it’s an outside 
chance, of course. But let’s try it. While there’s the 
least hope, let’s try anything within reason.” 

For six weeks I took it easy. There were two plastic 
tubes tied into my own Fallopians. The ends of the 
tubes protruded through my skin and were taped to 
my body. 

At the end of that time, the plastic tubes were re- 
moved. My doctor said this phase of the therapy was 
completed. The results remained to be seen. If my own 
tubal condition improved, I might conceive. The doc- 
tor made no promises. 

For 10 months, I failed to become pregnant. I con- 
tinued at the job I had, then moved to a better job. 

One day, about 11 months after the plastic tubes 
were removed, I went to work, but I was a bit unhappy. 
For some reason, my hair simply refused to curl. 

I said to my boss: 

“I must look a sight; my hair won't curl.” 

“Oh, you girls have a lot of new gadgets and things 
to make hair curl,” he remarked. “It'll be OK.” 

This was the first sign I was pregnant. Soon after- 


ward, I went to my doctor and he confirmed it. He- 


pointed out that the hair-curl problem was common 
to pregnant women. 

Now that I knew I was pregnant, I had an entirely 
new set of worries. “Would I carry the baby nine 
months?” “Would I have a tubal pregnancy and lose 
the baby?” “Would the baby be normal?” I cannot tell 
you of the fears and doubts that came to my mind. 

I began to coddle myself on doctor’s orders. I re- 
fused to do anything that I thought might endanger 
the baby. I traveled only to and from the doctor. 


The first four months went well. I continued to take 
it easy—and also to take 12 pills daily that had been 
prescribed. I have since been told that these were 
vitamins and hormones, which are given as a sort of 
insurance to problem patients. 

I will never forget a night in the sixth month. It 
seemed as if I was getting labor pains. It seemed as if 
the baby wanted to force his way out into the world. 

I was terrified. After all this time, I thought to my- 
self, | would lose the baby now. 

I went right to bed and stayed there. Gradually the 
pains disappeared. I regained a feeling of some com- 
posure. My husband and I looked at each other after- 
ward, and we appeared to have just come from a 
funeral. We certainly were washed-out. 

From that point, things were pretty much all right. 
I had to lose some weight in the last seven weeks or so 
—and that was painful, but nothing that really 
couldn’t be endured. ‘ 

On December 10, 1958, I went to Flower & Fifth 
Ave. Hospitals here for delivery. 

I wanted natural childbirth and, as I recall, I was 
awake most of the.time. My labor was not exceedingly 
painful, although it did take more than nine hours. 

Again words fail me. How to describe seeing my 
child come into the world. There are no words beyond 
saying that this must have been the most beautiful 
moment of my lifetime. 


Would He Be “Perfect”? 


At first, | was afraid to see him. Would he be “per- 
fect” physically? I was afraid. But then when he came 
forth with a good, loud cry, I had no doubts about him. 

I would like to add a few points. 

I am grateful that I have a wonderful and amaz- 
ingly understanding husband. For the failure to have 
children is a great strain on the husband as well as 
on the wife. When a couple have a fertility problem, 
they may grow closer together or farther apart. Our 
experience has resulted in a closeness that is truly 
marvelous. 

Perhaps one of the most trying ordeals for the 
childless couple is what I call “society's third degree.” 
People:keep asking why you don’t have children. They 
joke about it, chide you, leer at you. 

This can be cruel. And for me, it was the source of 
great, great discomfort. As a matter of fact, I resolved 
never in my life to ask a childless couple those terribly 
unfair questions. 

But enough of this. 

We have our child now and that is all behind us. 


‘ Half an hour after the baby was born, my husband 


asked the doctor, “Will she be able to have more kids?” 
We hope so. But even if we cannot, we have Danny. 
I know that I will never cry as I once did—a cry 
that seemed as if it could break down the walls. s 
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Aiter more than eight years of marriage, Mrs. Appleman cuddles 3-month-old Danny, “our greatest joy.”

5 hopes for childless couples 


With competent medical care, an estimated 35-40 per 
cent of all childless couples now can have children. This 
represents about a 10 per cent increase over the com- 
parable figures of a decade ago. Here is a round-up of 
progress made in the field in the past 10 years. 


NEW DRUGS: Many new hormones have come into wide 
use recently. These are known as “progestational hor 
mones’——hormones that encourage gestation. 

They have chalked up smashing successes in some 
cases. Treated with these hormones, women who have 
been barren five, 10, 12 vears have conceived and carried 
to term. One Augusta, Ga., researcher reported a case in 
which a patient had 10 miscarriages. Takine the hor- 
mone, miscarriage was avoided and she now has a baby. 

At present, there are at least half a dozen new, more 
potent hormones in the testing stage. 


PSYCHOTHERAPY: Many experts believe the emotions of 
the wife or husband, or both, play a major role in pre 
venting conception. Thus, more and more medical coun- 
seling is beamed at the patient's emotional problems. 

Says Dr. Abner I. Weisman, New York obstetrician 
and a founder of the International Fertility Association: 
“The patient's emotional state is of utmost importance. 
If the patient really believes that she is going to have a 
baby—and has warm rapport with her doctor—this can 
be 50 per cent of the battle.” 

Reports one Montreal physician, Dr. Carlos Bos: In a 
large sampling of fertility patients, 30 per cent conceived 
after they had received psychiatric counseling. 


SURGERY: Reports of success of the type of operation 
performed on Mrs. Appleman vary from 10 per cent to 
30 per cent. 

Still another comparatively new operation for another 
type of tubal inadequacy is said to have achieved slightly 
better results. At best, surgery is considered the solution 
for a rather small percentage of patients. 


RADIOTHERAPY: Small doses of X-ray delivered right to 
the ovaries is still another weapon employed in the battle 
against infertility. Some doctors believe that X-ray some- 
how stimulates ovulation, which, of course, is necessary 
to conception. One Philadelphia doctor reports more than 
25 per cent success employing this technique. 


SPECIAL DEVICES: A number of devices and therapeutic 
techniques have been developed recently to measure 
sperm potency, attack tubal inadequacy and provide more 
accurate diagnoses. 

One of the most promising is called Fertilo-pak. It is a 
device that serves to dam up the sperm in the female 
organs following coitus. Its simplicity and low cost to the 
patient are bringing it into wide use. 

These are major approaches to a problem that has 
plagued mankind continuously. 


Still, treatment of the infertile couple often consti 
tutes a real enigma to physicians. Frequently the cause of 
the problem is unknown. 

Then, if the wife does become pregnant, the doctor 
may be unable to pinpoint the reasons for the pregnancy. 
When more than one form of treatment is given—and 
this often occurs—it is extremely difficult to determine 
which has helped and which hasn't. : 

“Gradually, more and more information is being un- 
earthed,” says Dr. Weisman. “But because the problem 
is so complex, progress is slow. 

“In the last analysis, of course, whether a woman 
becomes pregnant depends on a higher power. This is still 
true, even in our age of great discovery and research.” @

Before their divorce, Jack Webb and Julie London were a familiar couple in Holly- 
wood night spots. His obsession with the Dragnet TV show broke up their marriage.

HOLLYWOOD. 
When Julie London appears over NBC-TV 
Sunday, March 15 (10 p.m., EST), America 
will see one of the most admired young 
women in show business. 

The reason sultry-voiced, golden-haired 
Julie is so highly regarded is that most of her 
confreres know her story, and to them it is 
a triumph of the spirit. Here is a girl who 
picked herself off the mat at the count of nine 
and went on to become a bigger star than the 
man who, figuratively, knocked her out. 

Six years ago Julie London was a 25-year- 
old housewife married to Jack Webb, the 
driving, ambitious TV star and producer of 
Dragnet. The couple had two adorable chil 
dren, Lisa and Stacy, lived in a $200,000 
Hollywood mansion with five servants, en- 
joyed every luxury they could want. 

It hadn’t been that way from the begin- 
ning. When Julie first came to Hollywood 
from San Bernardino she worked as a $10-a- 
week elevator operator in a department store. 
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Jack Webb was an unemployed radio actor. 
Sue Carol, Alan Ladd’s wife, first spotted 
Julie in the elevator and got her acting jobs 
at Universal and Warner Brothers. Julie was 
doing fine as an actress when Jack returned 
from World War II service in the Army and 
asked her to marry him. 

Julie said “Sure” and chucked her career. 
For two years she and Webb lived from hand 
to mouth. Then Julie became pregnant. Jack, 
in an effort to pay for his wife’s confinement, 
began toying with the idea for Dragnet. It 
had been suggested to him by Sgt. Marty 
Wynn, a detective from the robbery squad. 

Dragnet went on the air over NBC on June 
3, 1949, and it became an instantaneous 
smash. Within two years Webb was the hot- 
test personality on TV. His income mush- 
roomed to a million and more a year. Dynamo 
Jack spent 16, 18 and as many as 20 hours 
a day, desperately and frantically writing, 
acting, producing and supervising Dragnet. 
He was a man possessed. 

“It got so bad,” Julie remembers, “that he 
had no time for anything but the show. We

couldn’t even sit down and have a meal to- 
gether. The program became his whole life.” 

One morning six years ago, Webb edged 
into his car, waved to his wife, called out, “See 
you tonight,” and took off for the studio. Julie 
London never saw her husband that night or 
the night after. 

Subsequently it turned out that Webb had 
other interests and was willing to pay a hand- 
some sum for his marital freedom. Julie re- 
ceived $18,000-a-year alimony, a $100,000 
trust fund for herself, a $50,000 trust fund 
for the children. A lot of money, to be sure. 
But what does a castoff wife do with money? 
Can it buy back the marriage and happiness 
she once knew? 


She Tried to Run Away 


On the verge of a nervous breakdown, 
Julie decided to flee the country. “I thought 
I could run away from my memories, run 
away from myself,” she says. “I took 3-year- 
old Stacy and Lisa, who was then 7 months, 
and caught a tourist flight to Paris. For three 
months we wandered around Europe, the 
three of us, lonely and unhappy. 

“One day I was sitting in a park in Paris 
and suddenly became desperate for a good 
old-fashioned American peanut-butter sand- 
wich. I realized then that I had sentenced 
myself and my children to an exile of wan- 
dering and homesickness. ‘How long can you 
go on like this?’ I asked myself. ‘How long 
can you prevent yourself from facing the 
facts? You can’t run away from yourself, 
Julie. You've got to conquer the heartache 
and the pain and face life.’ 

“We caught the next boat and sailed home. 
Back in Hollywood I faced the major prob- 
lem that faces all divorcees—readjustment. 
I could live one of two lives. Either I could 
become the ex-Mrs. Jack Webb, or resume 
my career and make something of Julie Lon- 
don. I decided to make something of Julie 
London.” 

In this decision Julie had the help of 
Bobby Troup, a musician friend who con- 
vinced her that she had a soft, husky, appeal- 
ing voice and should make a try as a singer. 
For a year the diminutive actress kept saying, 
“You're only kidding. My voice is too small. I 
can't project.” Troup said, “Sure, your voice 
is small, but it’s intimate and tuneful, and | 
know it'll go over.” Despite Fulie’s objections, 
Troup booked her into Johnny Walsh’s 881 
Club in Hollywood. She had laryngitis open- 
ing night, but it just added to her appeal. 

Liberty Records then asked her to record 
Cry Me a River, which sold more than 800,- 
000 copies. In a few weeks an album, Julie 
Is Her Name, became one of the nation’s 
best-selling platters. 

Offers came in for guest TV appearances. 
Overnight Julie London became one of the 
hottest songstresses in the business. 

In Hollywood the movie studios sat up and 
took notice. Jose Ferrer, producing The Great 


Glamorized Julie, seen here in a recent movie 
role, now knows greater success than ever before. 


Man, signed Julie to play the drunken castoff 
mistress in his film. She was so good in this 
that three movie offers quickly followed. The 
result: Julie London has starred in nine films 
in the last 30 months, is wanted by every 
studio in Hollywood. 

Moreover, her albums are selling better 
than ever, and she’s just been signed for a 
regular TV program of her own, The Julie 
London Show. At 31, she has become a full- 
fledged star. 

“All I’ve done,” she says modestly, “is to 
prove that no woman’s life ends with divorce, 
that a divorcee can lead a useful and busy 
life. I’ve found out that self-pity and resent- 
ment are worthless luxuries that no one can 
afford. The best way to find happiness for 
yourself is to give happiness to others. That's 
all I’m trying to do.” .

Born in Austria, she moved with her 
actress mother and novelist father, 
sister and two brothers to Switrerland 
when she was still a child.
